On 5/25/76 at the request of Assistant Attorney General 
Pottinger a meeting took place between Mr. Pottinger, Mr- Kelley, 
Bill Gardner, Chief of the Criminal Section of the Civil Rights Division, 
and me. The purpose of the meeting was to determine how to proceed 
with the investigation of surreptitious entries which occurred within the 
statute of limitations. Mr, Pottinger advised there were 15 or 20 such 
incidents which have been discovered to date as a result of FBI and 
Departmental review. This number represents the number of entries 
and does not represent the number of separate targets, these being fewer 
in number. 

Prior to submitting any recommendation to the Attorney General, * 
Mr. Pottinger wished to propose to Mr. Kelley the following procedure. ] 
He J eels that the basic investigation should be conducted by FBI Agents 
who would work closely with attorneys of the Civil Rights Division who 
would direct the lines of inquiry and on occasion participate in investiga- 
tive interviews. 



Mr. Pottinger felt that in order to facilitate the prompt completion 
of these inquiries and avoid the possibility of premature leaks, normal 
reporting channels should be avoided and the results of investigative

Other alternatives were discussed such as having the Secret 
Service or some other agency provide the investigative agents or have 
Departmental attorneys conduct the entire investigation; however, it was 
tentatively agreed that it would be best to have the FBI Agents conduct the 
investigation, 

Mr. Pottinger raised several potential problem areas. One was 
the fact that once active inquiries begin there was the potential of news leaks 
and these should be avoided if at all possible. Mr, Pottinger was very 
pleased that thus far the news media are unaware that there are surreptitious 
entries which have been determined to have taken place within the statute of 
limitations. It was agreed that since the matter was a pending investigative 
matter no announcement of this fact should be made and inquiries should be 
responded to by the Department as long as possible by merely stating that 
the matter was under investigation. 

A discussion was had as to whether the Church Committee should 
be advised that surreptitious entries took place within the statute of limitations 
or whether it would be more appropriate to notify the new Senate Oversight 
Committee and the Eastland Committee of this fact. Mr. Pottinger indicated 
that he wanted to givo further thought to this matter before reaching a 
conclusion. 

It was agreed that current case law indicated that the proper 
manner of proceeding would be to advise the affected agents of their rights 
as well as of the fact that their choosing to exercise their rights would not 
be used against them administratively* Those Agents choosing to exercise 
their rights against self incrimination could then be advised, after a deter- 
mination is made by the Departmental attorneys involved, that they are being 
granted use immunity or transactional immunity and, therefore, must 
answer questions posed by the investigator. His failure to answer questions 
after having been granted immunity would subject him to a charge of 
insubordination which could result in his dismissal.

Mr, Kelley advised Mr, Pottinger 
that he was most interested in getting this matter resolved once and for all 
and had been in the process of issuing instructions to have each Agent on the 
rolls asked as to whether he has any personal knowledge of such matters. 
Mr. Pottinger advised that he would prepare a proposed question in this 
regard and then would get together with us to review our proposed 
questionnaire to determine exactly the type of inquiry to be made of each 
Agent.

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Subsequent to my press conference and as a result 
of our reviews in responding to Congressional and Departmental 
inquiries relating to surreptitious entries, additional entries 
were detected and furnished to the department and the 
Senate Select Committee in September, 1975 , V T e reported 
that at least 2 38 surreptitious entries had been conducted 
against at least 14 domestic subversive targets during the 
period 1942 to April, 1968, and there were additional entries 
which we were then unable to document* 

On March 17, 1976 , FBI Headquarters learned as a 
result of inquiries in connection with a pending lawsuit 
that folders in our New York Office contained information 
concerning entries subsequent to 1966 and the Department 
of Justice was notified the same date by us. It was through 
this means that I learned of the existence of a limited 
number of surreptitious entries conducted in 1972 and 1973 
after a thorough review was subsequently made of these folders.

I mentioned my distress to you last week. 

I mention it again and with force because of a comment reportedly 
made by Ed Miller over the weekend. It appears he feels that I possibly was 
informed of the burglaries given wide coverage in the last few days. Admittedly 
the account indicates the notice was oblique and that I may not have recognized 
its relevancy. In other words, I chose to ignore its implications or I was unable 
to distinguish its inferences for an nidi no— reason. Ed Miller has not explained 
what he meant, and I therefore, must believe he was correctly quoted and can 
only speculate what be meant. 

Lest there be any question in anyone's mind about my position in this 
matter, I want to set out certain things, 

Until March, 1976 , I had never been informed of these domestic 
surreptitious entries which took place in recent years, have not authorized a 
single such act, and know of no inferential, obscure, of otherwide ,r back door" 
reference to the existence of such or, on the other hand, unsolicited and 
solicted comments from knov ledgeabie Bureau fcuthorities to the effect there 
was none were made on numerous occasions. 

It appears my denial <i burglaries of recent vintage were made with 
A the knowledge by some FBI employees that I spoke in error. No one stepped 
forward to advise me of my error. I am inclined to believe there may be an 
<o effort to shift the responsibility for these allegations in some manner despite 
Id total absence of any notification* I hare never shunned responsibility 
io, properly vested in me. I will, however, where there is a purpose of evading 
E^AH-S^^W^y or a desire to share it by unfair innuendoes* Such an effort is 

i --totally unfair and I will vigorously resist it. I sincerely hope my fears are 
lZ l itWounded.

Some reports are current that I have not acted decisively In a 
time of disquiet Pending investigation^ have to date seemed to me to be an 
adequate base from which to determine needed action, be It corrective, 
disciplinary, or prosecutive. This is as it should be and, under normal 
circumstances, would be allowed to take its proper course. 


I sincerely believe normalcy has been supplanted by factors which 


Indicate the necessity to move now if credibility is to be maintained and 
divislvenesa stifled* By no means do I feel the movement I detect is one 
universally supported. Unfortunately, some adjustments may inadvertently 
affect a wider range of my associates than I might want. 


The action I contemplate at this point is as follows: 

1. I want anyone who has any Information of < matters under 
question to come forward and let me know of them. This 
does not include anyone already named by the Department 
as a possible subject of their investigation, nor am 1 
insisting anyone waive his constitutional rights. 

2. I want to be informed at once ?f any reports currently 
circulating that I supposedly was informed of these 
actions and 1 want to be informed of the source. 

3. I want you to discuss the problem I have presented and 
give me your appraisal of what you think should be done. 
This i want by July 12, 1976. I am considering some 
myself. 


As I have said on several occasions, the position which I wish to 
traintaiu If we are to maintain credibility Is one of complete absence of any 
duplicity ur evasiveness and it now appears that this has been made difficult 
b v factors beyond my command. I therefore think that we must move and 
r > Ve swiftly. TMs action may include an effort to join the news media in 
e^^istioas or whatever may be determined as our best course. We cannot 
3it flfpond and wait for the cleaver to fall. We must do something now.

Reference is made to your letter, dated July 27, 
1976, which was delivered to me on August 3/ 1976. 

As you nay be aware, on June 18, 1976, an individual, 
identifying himself as William L. Gardner, Chief, Criminal 
Section, Civil Rights Division, United States Department of 
Justice (USD J) , Washington, D.C, advised me on the telephone 
that his Division had the responsibility for an investigation 
being conducted concerning surreptitious entries made withoat 
judicial approval in residences and other buildings which could 
be violations of Title 18, Sections 241, 242, and 2236, United 
States Code- Gardner stated that he was in possession of infor 
mation that I may have had a role in such entries on one or 
more occasions. Therefore, I was being considered a potential 
subject of this investigation. In short, Gardner requested 
that I travel to Washington, D.C., to be interviewed by him 
in this matter, at which time I would be advised of my Consti- 
tutional rights as a subject. He advised that he desired to 
have this interview conducted as quickly as possible and would 
appreciate it if I or someone acting on my behalf contact 
him to arrange for the interview and the conditions under which 
I would be interviewed, 

I told Gardner that at this point, I was undecided 
as to whether or not I was in need of counsel. Furthermore, 
I had been instructed not to discuss classified information 
at this time with an attorney who did not have an appropriate

clearance and therefore if I did decide to obtain legal 

counsel, I could not proceed in selecting an attorney and advising 

him of possibly pertinent facts. 1 told him that other matters 

and problems of a similar nature were still being resolved 

at the Federal Bureau of Investigation Headquarters (FBIHQO 

and USDJ level which would have a bearing upon my decisions 

as to choice of counsel. 

Gardner advised me that he had on that very day learned 
of the problem concerned with divulging classified information 
to independent counsel . 

Other similar matters concerning the possibility 
of my interview were discussed, notably the possible use of 
a Grand Jury proceeding in Stew York City in order to obtain a 
statement from me in this matter. I was also left with the 
impression that Gardner would recontact me at an unspecified 
date in the near future. I have not been recontacted by 
him since our discussion on June 18, 1976. 

Concerning your July 27, 197 6 letter to me, I can 
only regard it as a reiteration and confirmation of your 
previous instructions as set forth in your teletype message of 
June 17 , 19 76. In regard to providing information to counsel 
of my choice, there has never been any doubt in my mind that 
such information would be of a highly classified nature per- 
taining to national security matters. 

Due to the fact that I have never been advised by the 
USDJ as to the specific facts which have led the USDJ to 
consider me a potential subject, I have been put in the potential 
position of necessarily having to be as liberal as possible 
in providing information to counsel in an attempt to anticipate 
the scope of an interview with Mr. Gardner, Therefore, the 
probability erf divulging classified information to counsel, 
becomes proportionally greater with the amount of information 
furnished. 


As a result of your letter to me, I have 
initiated contact with an attorney in order to determine 
his willingness to represent me in this matter. In order 
to assist me in this regard, I hereby respectfully request 
that I be furnished a copy of the Employment Agreement 
(PD-291) executed by me. 

Additionally, I hereby request that I be furnished 
copies of any documents furnished from FBI files to the 
USDJ v:hich appear to specifically implicate me in any 
surreptitious entry matter. 

Additionally, I hereby request that I be furnished, 
when available, a copy of the document presently being prepared 
by the Chicago Division of the FBI relating to the foreign 
connections of the Weatherman Underground Organization (WUO) . 
This document may provide sufficient evidence that 
the WUO is properly described as a foreign organization as 
distinguished from a domestic organization. 

Additionally; T hereby request copies of any documents 
disseminated to the USDJ in the normal course of business 
during the period that I was a member of Section 41, at the 
New York Division, which could reasonably indicate to the 
reader that a surreptitious entry technique was involved. It 
is requested that the specific identities of personnel of the 
USDJ receiving such documents be determined and furnished to 
me* 

Your favorable response to my above^stated requests 
would indeed be appreciated since I naturally desire to afford 
the attorney of my choice every advantage in his efforts to 
provide excellent representation on my behalf.

You are correct in your understanding that there is 
no legal bar to our taking administrative action against a 
Special Agent (SA) based upon information he reveals after 
being granted immunity from criminal prosecution by the 
Department. This assumes , of course, that the facts he dis- 
closes indicate that he has acted in an unauthorized or other- 
wise improper manner in connection with his employment. 

As you note in the attached memorandum, it would 
be improper to take administrative action against an SA 
because of the fact of his cooperatio n and, of course, we would 
not wish to do so as the Bureau has indicated it desires to 
have our employees cooperate fully in this matter , consistent 
with their own Fifth Amendment rights. 

We concur in the suggestion that your response be 
cleared through Mr. Pottinger because, as a practical matter, 
such a response could have the effect of lesser irg an Agent # s 
willingness to discuss fully and candidly his activities.

64 and 
Executive Order 11602. In view of the dilemma and after discussing 
the matter with his attorney, he has advised he intends to decline to 
testify and has furnished a copy of the statement he intends to make 
as the reasons for his deelination^t^

Information was recently received from our New York Office indicating 
that there had been some surreptitious entries by Bureau personnel in 1972 and 
1973. This information was not previously known to the Bureau. The Depart- 
ment was appropriately informed, and Mr* William L. Gardner, Departmental 
Attorney, proceeded to New York during the last week in April and reviewed 
some of the pertinent material. The Bureau, at the request of the Department, 
held in abeyance any inquiry of our own pending completion of the Department's. 
They did agree that following their review of the material, they interposed 
no objection to a similar review by the Bureau, The Department, through 
Mr- Gardner, did convey the specific request, however, that no interviews 
be conducted by the FBI in connection with our review of this material.

This would appear to be the average number ol items in the other 
Folders, with the exception of Folder #25, which contains approximately 65 
separate memoranda. Each memorandum does not necessarily represent a 
single surreptitious entry. On the contrary, sometimes one memorandum 
will pertain to several entries and in other situations tijfrj are multiple 
memoranda concerting one entry.

Pursuant to your Instructions I fur noshed yoju a naejnorandum dated 
December 8, 1976, captioned as above which addressed the question whether 
there is any indication that the Civil Rights Division restricted access to the 
results of their investigation so that it would not be available to you for purposes 
of taking administrative action within the FBI. While reviewing the documents V 
furnished me by Mr. Long for that purpose, I discovered a memorandum which I - 
had not known existed previously. The memorandum did not deal with the question 
<jf whether the Civil Rights Division restricted access to the results of their 
investigation but it did contain information concerning surreptitious entries that 
had been developed within the FBI. I cannot assess fkWl significance because 
additional investigation is required. However, it is mjppigjoh that y ou should be 
alerted to the existence of the information so that you mi^jre prepared to order 
the necessary investigation and consider taking appropr&tjfadministrative action 
at such time as it may be possible to do so consistent w^ the Civil Rights Division 

The memorandum was Jrom Dirfttar, FBI* fcEjjEtant Attorney General, 
Civil Rights Division, captioned 'SurrepHtioJs Entri<j5#|p«d May 14, 1976. It 
transmitted one copy each of responses from FBI offjjfkls who were asked to furnish 
"their complete and full knowledge of any and all break-ins or surreptitious entries 
performed by Bureau Agents or by other a with prior or fuhflequ ant knowledge by 


the Agents since January 1, 1966. " The Assistant

ygu of January 20, 1976. Included in the responses from the Bureau officials 
was one from a current Bureau official whose response was dated April 5, 1976. 
His statement was '1 have been involved in both the domestic and foreign fields 
in intelligence for the majority of my career in the FBI and during this period I 
have been aware of many surreptitious entries, although I cannot specifically 
identify any at this point, either by dates, places, or targets involved. " 

The above-quoted statement must be compared with information reported 
in an Inspection Division memorandum prepared subsequently. The memorandum 
from H.N. Bassett to Mr. Callahan captioned ' 'Surreptitious Entries" dated 
May 11, 1976, reported the results of the Inspection Division inquiry in the New 
York Office. On page 9 of the memorandum, it was reported that the current 
Bureau official whose statement is quoted above was identified as a person whose 
initials appear in the block stamp on memoranda found in the New York Office 
regarding surreptitious entries on December 11, 1972, and December 20, 1972. 
Attached for your information is one copy each of the memorandum to the Assistant 
Attorney General, Civil Rights Division, May 14, 1976, and the relevant enclosure 
plus one copy of the Bassett to Callahan memorandum, 5-11-76. 

RE COMMENDATION: 

That at such time as you obtain the concurrence of the Assistant Attorney 
General, Civil Rights Division, this matter be referred to the Planning and 
Inspection Division for investigation.

SYNOPSIS AND DETAILS: 


At approximately 9:30 a.m- on December 9, 1976, Doug Marvin, counsel* 
to the Attorney General, called me and said the Attorney General requested me to 
meet with him personally at once. I met with the Attorney General in his office at 
approximately 9:35 a. m. We were joined by Doug Marvin, Jack Fuller and the 
Deputy Attorney General, all of whom attended at the Attorney General's specific 
request. 


The Attorney General told me that he was concerned that there appeared 
to be some lack of agreement between the FBI and the Civil Rights Divfeion regard! 
the authority of the Director to undertake an investigation for purposes of admin- 
istrative action- He said that when the issue has been discussed there seems to 
have been some difficulty on the part of both the FBI and the Civil Rights Division 
in agreeing upon the correct state of affairs. He said that you had indicated to hiir 
that you had conferred with me concerning these matters and that he desired to A> 
discuss them with me. He said that in his discussions with Assistant Attorney " 
GeneraL Pottinger as recently as the evening of December 8, 1976, it was 
Mr, Pottinger T s position that the Director was not constrained from undertaking 
an investigation for purposes of administrative action at the present time and that 
it has never been his position that the Director was ever constrained in that regarc 
Further, Mr. Pottinger took the position that the Director had available to him 
sufficient information on which he could take administrative action which informati 
was contained in a tT Bassett memorandum. tT The/Attorney General then asked me

1 told the Attorney General that before the Director could undertake any 
administrative action in this matter he would need some indication from the 
Assistant Attorney General of the Civil Rights Division or from the Attorney 
General that they concurred in the decision to take administrative action while 
the Civil Rights Division investigation is still pending and that the Director had 
told me personally during this week that he had not received such concurrence 
and moreover that it was his understanding from Mr, Pottinger that he should not 
proceed to take administrative action while the Civil Rights Division investigation 
is pending. I told the Attorney General that even if the Director had the Assistant 
Attorney General or the Attorney General's concurrence to take administrative 
action he could not realistically do so without having the factual basis on which 
such action could be taken, I explained to him the "Bassett memorandum" 
apparently refers to a memorandum prepared by Assistant Director Bassett at 
the time he was in charge of the Inspection Division and that the memorandum 
merely confirms the existence of certain documents in the New York Office and 
reports that those documents bear initials which are identifiable with current 
Bureau officials- I told him that the memorandum did not report information in 
addition to the existence of the documents and of the initials and that such limited 
information was insufficient to use as a basis for administrative action. I told him 
that additional investigation was required in the form of interviews and possibly 
other document reviews but that in accordance with the Director's understanding 
of the limitations imposed on him by the Civil Rights Division, the necessary 
additional investigation could not be conducted. 

The Deputy Attorney General said that he agreed with the Director's 
understanding of the circumstances but that Mr- Pottinger was taking the position 
that the Director was not bound to refrain from doing those things necessary in 
order to take administrative action. 

I then told the Attorney General that it was my opinion that the Director 
would order an investigation for the purposes of taking appropriate administrative 
action if he were authorized to do so by the Attorney General. The Attorney General

said that if that were the Director's position the Attorney General would consider 
a memorandum from the Director expressing his desire to conduct the necessary 
investigation and stating that he intends to order such investigation unless directed 
not to do so by the Attorney General. The Attorney General made clear that the 
decision whether such a request should be made by the Director lies solely within 

the discretion of the Director, 

I told the Attorney General I would bring these matters to your attention 
and I was confident that he would have a response from you shortly. 

The Attorney General said that he had discussed the possibility of the 
Director ordering an investigation for administrative purposes but the Director 
had told him that it was difficult to undertake investigations based on rumors. 
The Attorney General said he understood that but that he would like to make a 
specific point that the FBI should have a method of inspect!^ offices that would 
identify such problems so that there would be no need for the Director to rely 
upon rumors. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That you send the attached proposed memorandum to the Attorney General 
requesting his concurrence in your decision to order an investigation for purposes 
of administrative action concerning surreptitious entries.

DETAILS: 


At approximately 2:17 p.m. on December 9, Assistant Attorney General 

December 8 concerning captioned matter. He said that today he had talked with 
the Attorney General concerning this matter and the Attorney General had told 
him of the Attorney General's conference with me on the morning of December 9. 
Mr. Pottinger said he feels there is a continuing lack of understanding and he 
would like to suggest a meeting directly between himself and the FBI because to 
involve the Attorney General and the Deputy Attorney General as intermediaries 
seems to cause things not to be clear. He suggested that a conference be held in 
your office at 10 a. m . on Tuesday, December 14, 1976, to be attended by you, 
Mr. Pottinger, Jim Turner of Pottinger's staff, Mr, DeBruler, and me. J)<— 

He said that he would like to present to you at that time a memorandum 
concerning guidelines on administrative action which you might undertake. 
Secondly, he would like to refer to you matters which you might consider for 
administrative action. Third, he would like to furnish you his ideas concerning 
how investigations might be structured to uncover facts and he would like to share 
with you his methodology. I agreed that we would set 10 a.m. , December 14, 
1976, in your office as the time and place for such a meeting if your schedule 
would permit. Your secretary advised me that such a meeting could be scheduled 
for us at that time and we made a tentative commitment for you.

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On 6-18-76, I assumed the duties of investigation 
coordinator for the surreptitious entry investigation. It was clearly 
established and defined by Mr. Adams that I would be working with the 
Department on this investigation. In the beginning, it was established 
that I would designate a copy of all the results of my investigation to 
Mr. Adams. I submitted the very first paper on result of investigation 
to Mr* Gardner of the Department, and a copy to Mr. Adams, Upon 
delivering the copy to Mr. Gardner, it was observed by him that a copy 
was designated for Mr. Adams. He remarked at this time that results 
of investigation were to go to him only and nothing was to be submitted 
to the Bureau. At that time, it was understood that this situation would 
be discontinued and, as a result thereof, I was under instructions by 
Mr. Adams and Mr. Gardner to submit no results of investigation to 
anyone at the Bureau but to Mr* Gardner only. 

Mr. Gardner advised me that he wanted it to be clearly 
understood that no one at the Bureau was to be advised of the results 
of any investigation in this matter by me or anyone in the crew. If 
"Mr. Kelley or anyone at the Bureau was to be advised of any startling 
investigation that was breaking or the result of any investigation, this 
\vould only be effected by Mr. Gardner and preferably y ML, Pottijiger. 

In view ox the above, it was ciearljrundefstood by me that 
would not furnish results of investigation to anyone at the Bureau; that I 
was clearly working with Mr, Gardner and would report to him only as

Dear Sir: 

It is difficult to describe the distress and frus- 
tration I feel as I have suddenly been made out to be 
a criminal by the Department of Justice, Over sax years 
ago I took an oath to uphold the lavs of the United States 
as a member of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
that same Justice Department which now seeks to impugn 
my character and reputation. The day of the administration 
of that oath as a Special Agent of the FBI , June 21, 1971, 
was for rre a proud and happy day. It meant a chance to 
serve my country and to make my small contribution to 
society . 

Although I enjoy my work as an Agent now more than 
ever, a sadness and .bitterness is now part of me- that 
did not.:exist before. 1 have .been.. used mada.:a .pawn - 
by men, specifically Department of-. Justice Attorneys, - 
playing a game for their self -aggrandizement-. 

On August 24 of this year I testified before a 
Federal Grand Jury in Washington, D.C. regarding activi- 
ties in which I participated as a Special Agent* My 
cooperation with Department of Justice Attorneys was 
freely given for the following reasons: (1) Directions 
from the FBI Director, Clarence Kelley, that agents coop- 
erate fully with Departmental Investigators; (2) Agree- 
ment of immunity from prosecution proffered by Justice 
Department Attorneys, refusal of which risks contempt 
of Grand Jury charges; and (3) Belief on my part that 
perhaps the FBI had been guilty of "excesses 1 * in the 
past and that, painful as it might be, investigation 
into these "excesses 11 might, over time, be for the better.

It is impossible to describe the range of emotions I 
encountered during the two days in August I spent talking 
with Departmental Attorneys and testifying before the Grand 
Jury. Suddenly, I who had decided to dedictate his life to 
defending justice was called to answer to justice. It was 
a depressing experience, one which left me feeling totally 
vulnerable. But in the back of my mind was the ever present 
rationalization that, perhaps, it was for the best. 

Then, however, in the October 7, 1977 issue of The New 
York Times , an article headlined,, "Burglaries in Jersey Linked 
to FBI • llemo" appeared under - .the - by- line of: Nicholas K. Har rock 
The text of the -article contained not only the names of myself 
and- other agents in connection with. -air-alleged illegal, entry 
but also information which could only have been obtained from 
Department of Justice Attorneys and from secret Grand Jury 
testimony . 

I was, to say the least, outraged and my vulnerability 
was complete- As a result of that article, I am suddenly 
exposed as having committed criminal acts, 1 am open to 
possible civil suits and my reputation, as well as that of 
other agents and the Bureau itself is questioned in a public 
forum. All of this occurs without the benefit of proper 
legal disposition of the matters in question and, more impor- 
tantly t the obvious sources of information as contained in 
the article are Department of Justice attorneys.

tion and character of the Bureau and its employees. When I 
compare the damage done by so-called "FBI excesses" with those 
of Department of Justice investigators who seem determined to 
destroy the Bureau or, at best, limit its effectiveness as a 
law enforcement agency, the "FBI excesses" pale in the com-

The tools to correct or improve FBI investigative tech- 
niques" lie with the President, "through the Attorney General 
and with the Congress, through its oversight committees 
as do culpability for past "excesses". Exposing these 
"excesses" through the media by using the guise of a con- 
fidential investigation and then slipping the results through 
-/the keyhole serve no one. I strongly urge and implore you, 
Sir, to launch an immediate investigation into the leakage 
of information by "Justice Department sources" as contained 
in the above cited Hew York Times article, as well as previous 
such articles . 

As a starting point for this investigation, I give you 
the names of Mr. Francis Martin and Mr. Richard Johnston, 
the attorneys who questioned me before the Grand Jury on 
August 24. I urge this investigation with respect for you, 
Sir, the institutions of our Government and the cherished 
rights and liberties of all citizens in the United States.

Further discussion has disclosed the 
necessity for maintaining a special Index 
which contains the name, address, and the 
symbol number of a particular assignment .

Every foreign intelligence agent had 
suspected it and every ma jor mafioso had 
known for sure, but last week director 
Clarence Kelley made it official: the FBI, 
he reported, has in the past made "sur- 
reptitious entries" into various places, 
foreign embassies included, to obtain 
what it felt was important information, 
fCelley said the break-ins began during 
WorldWar II and were largely discontin- 
ued by h Edgar Hoover in 1966, and he 
implied they were legal because the 
agents "acted in good faith" But the 
disclosure touched off a major furor:

The agents who entered usual- 
ly would take in sensitive cameras (capa- 
ble of taking pictures without a flash) and 
small copying machines that could be 
folded into a suitcase. " They wouldn't 
read ajRytfam^)" said one FBI source.

The idea was that the National Security 
Agency would have intercepted incom- 
ing coded messages and the FBI would 
have decoded copies.

photographs, might enable the NSA to 
break the code. 

Two sources said that the FBI actually 
smuggled out an entire coding machine 
about fifteen years ago. Borrowing a 
truck and uniforms from a garbage* 
collection company, agents drove into 
the yard of the Czech Embassy in Wash- 
ington and waited near an open window, 
through which a Czech defector passed 
not only the machine but nearly a truck- 
load of files. "They were so excited that 
they forgot to pick up the garbage," said 
one source. The next morning, the FBI 
filmed the results from a hide-out "One 
of the funniest things you'd ever see," 
the source said, "was the film of the 
Czech deputy chief of security going to 
the Soviet Embassy with his hat in his 
hand. The Czechs couldn't even wire 
Prague to tell them what had happened. 
They had to go to the Soviet Embassy 
and use the Soviet machines." 

Salute: This same source and another 
agreed that in the late 1950s and early 
1960s the FBI abo broke ipto the Polish 
and Yugoslav embassies in Washington. 
At least three separate bureau sources 
agreed that there was "no way" for 
agents to penetrate the Soviet Embassy, 
so instead they targeted Soviet satellite 
countries. Even allies, such as France or 
japan, were occasional targets, as were 
the Arab states, "All the Arab embassies 
were easy," said one bureau source. 
*"The only problem was tripping over the 
Israelis already inside/' He said that in at 


least one case FS3 agents breaking into 
an Arab mission found themselves face 
to lace with Israeli agents. What happens 
in such cases? "You salute each other 
and walk away/' the source said. "No- 
body wants any trouble.** 

There were enough problems as it 
was. Once, in a mob headquarters in the 
Midwest, an agent plantinr a micro- 
phone slipped on a joist in the attic and 
thrust his foot through the ceiling of the 
room below. The agents had to wake up 


the owner of a hardware store 
,flnd get plaster to repair the 
ceiling before dawn. During 
the late 1950s, two sources 
said, an agent had a heart 
attack and died while help- 
ing with a bag job in one of 
the Eastern European em- 
bassies. And sometimes local 
police stumbled onto an FBI 
break-in. When that hap- 
pened, "You hit the cop and 
you ran/' said one former 
agent. Said another: "There 
were some nasty confronta- 
tions in back alleys/' 

Two sources recalled a 
case ten years ago in which 
FBI agents had earlier plant- 
ed a bug in the office of a mob 
attorney and had "gone back 
in to juice it up." One agent 
dropped something that he 
shouldn't have been carrying 
anyway-hither his creden- 
tials or a report with his name 
on it— and when the lawyer came in next 
morning, it was clear the FBI had beer- 
there. As the sources recalled it, the 
agent was fired. 

There were cases in which local police 
concealed the FBI's tracks. More than a 
decade ago, a former New York City 
policeman recalled, the FBI broke into 
the apartment of a Soviet diplomat as- 
signed to the United Nations. As usual, 
there was an agent on watch in the lobby 
of the apartment, but the Russian — who 
had forgotten some theater tickets — 
somehow returned without being spot- 
ted. When he discovered the agents, 
their only recourse was to pretend that 
they really were burglars. They hit him T 
knocked him down and hurriedly ran- 
sacked the room. The Russians called the 
cops, who came to investigate, but later 
that night the FBI told the detectives not 
to probe too hard. The detectives were 
unhappy about it because they had to fill 
out monthly status reports on the "un- 
solved" case. 

On one occasion, however, F 
the FBI unwittingly helped the 
New York police. An FBI agent 
was breaking into the apartment 
of a mobster while a lookout and 
a getaway man waited in sepa- 
rate cars. Trie plan waller the 
"burglar" to come out and signal 
to the lookout, who would honk 
twice; the getaway car would 
drive up and speed the "bur- 
glar" away, "Off they went at 90 


miies per hour," said a forjner 
agent. % * About six blocks away, 
the driver looks at the passenger 
and says, 'Who the f~- are you?* 
The passenger looks at the driv- 
er and answers, * Who the f— • are 
you?' " The passenger, it 
seemed, was a police "burglar" 
whose target was another apart- 
ment in the same building—and 
whose getaway signal was also 
two honks of a horn.

Between the years 1942 to 1967 r the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FEI) utilised surreptitious entry in cases bearing 
on the security of the Nation. When a Special Agent in Charge 
(SAC) of a field office considered t!te technique necessary to 
the conduct of en investigation , he would make his request to 
the appropriate Assistant Director , justifying need for a 
surreptitious entry and assuring it could be safely accomplished 
with full security. In accordance with Director's Hoover's 
instructions, a mer^orandum outlining the facts of the request 
was then prepared for approval of rx. Tolson , the Associate 
Director, or Director Hoover, Subsequently , the a;ea*0randu?a 
was filed in the Assistant Director's office under a *Do Not 
File' 1 procedure, and thereafter destroyed* In the field office, 
tr*e SAC iiaintained a record of approval, as a control device, 
in his office safe.

This would likely involve information from individuals 
knowledgeable of the spaces involved such as building managers , 
informants, etc. (2) Entries made for authorized microphone 
installations are limited to the installation processes and 
are not for other examination or search.

have been Q% surreptitious entries conducted in connection 
with investigations handled by the Special Investigative 
Division • All of these entries have been under authority of 
court order and in accordance with Title III of the Omnibus 
Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, and were under- 
taken for the purpose of installing electronic devices for 
the interception of oral communications. In each instance, 
at the conclusion of the court-authorized period of inter- 
ception, a second entry was made for the purpose of retrieving 
the electronic device. 

Further, in compliance with the provisions of the 
above act, subjects of interception were advised no later than 
90 days after the termination of the period of the court 
order that their conversations were intercepted by the 
Government . 

In regard to items three and nine, information 
requested in referenced memorandum is not retrievable at 
FBI Headquarters* / .

In regard to item four, all entries were^ln^^ 
accordance with court orders regarding criminal activity on 
the part of individuals.

Category number 8, regarding the "identity of 
all FBI personnel who took part in the entries , and any 
person who approved or recommended such entry," may be 
answered by identifying (1) the Field Supervisor and 
highest approving authority in the field office who to- 
gether recommended the action to FBIHQ, (2) the FBI HQ 
case supervisor and highest approving Bureau official 
who together approved the activity for a field office, 
(3) approval of the Attorney General on the appropriate 
date, and (4) the identities of the Special Agents who 
actually took part in the installation, or survey. 

With respect to (1) and (2) in the foregoing 
paragraph, Mr. Allen recognized that on some occasions 
officials such as Relief Supervisors, Assistant Special 
&2 Agents in Charge, Night Supervisors, #1 Men, etc., would 

spa approve field communications to FBIHQ recommending surveys 

;£V* and installations, and subsequent FBIHQ authorizations to 

the field. Where appropriate therefore, the identity of 
the individual signing a communication, and for whom, 
should be noted. 

With respect to the identities of Special Agents 
who took part in the actual survey and installation, 
Mr. Allen was advised that FBIHQ and field office files 
normally would not reveal this information. Mr. Allen 
inquired if the data might be obtained through recollection 
Of field office Special Agents assigned to the appropriate 
areas of investigation. He was advised that in a number 
of instances, the information might be obtained by this 
method, although retirements, reassignments, and deaths 
of Agent personnel would undoubtedly hinder the attempt. 
Mr. Allen indicated the Bureau should make a reasonable 
effort to secure the requested identities. 

An additional area of question; namely, the 
lack of any indication in FBIHQ and field office files 
that a trespass or entry was committed during a survey 
for microphone installation was brought to Mr. Allen's 
attention. The matter was resolved in favor of indicating 
where appropriate, in the Bureau's response to the 
Department, that FBIHQ and field office files contain no 
indication an entry was effected for the survey. Where 
evidence exists to the contrary, the survey would be 
treated as an entry.

In those situations in which a 
copy of the pertinent field office file is not also filed at Headquarters, 
it is suggested that consideration be given to having the field furnish 
a copy of the pertinent record to FBI Headquarters. In this manner a 
centralized coordination of access to our files can be maintained. 
Precedent to such action has already been set in connection with Departmental 
attorneys reviewing our files in connection with Freedom of Information 
Act appeals.

with respect to general criminal and organised 
crime investigations, a search of our records has shown 
that until 1965 a nusber of surreptitious entries were 
made in connection with microphone installations, and 
authority for these installations was granted by FBI 
Headquarters* There are no written guidelines or policy 
memoranda governing approval for these entries* 

In March, 1965, the Director advised the Attorney 
General that with respect to installation of microphones 
in these cases the Director would "forward to you from 
time to time request for microphones where deemed imperative 
for your consideration and approval or disapprovals" 

Froa August, 1565, until June, 1969, there were 
no surreptitious entries in connection with microphone 
installations in criminal and organised crime Investigations* 
Beginning in June, 1969, and continuing to the present, 
entries have been made In connection with microphone 
installations pursuant to Title ZIZ of the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968. 

All entries made under Title IXZ have been 
for the purpose of Installing electronic devices to intercept 
oral communication* . tie entries have been made prior to 
the issuance of a court order. The Title III process is a 
joint effort between the local united States Attorneys, or 
Strike Force Attorneys, and FBI personnel. All procedures 
relative to Installation are prescribed by lav and are 
monitored by the local United States or Strike Force Attorney 
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Civil Right* Division 

In addition to memoranda detailing th« above '' "* 
summary of axchanges between tba Department and the Bureau • 
with respect to warrantless microphone installations, we 
have enclosed a copy of a memorandum entitled "National 
Security Electronic Surveillances {Microphone Surveillance 
Policy) which outlines Bureau policy with respect to 
Bureau authorisations to conduct entries. 

Bhtrlea to Collect Information 


There are no written guidelines or policy memoranda 
governing the practice of surreptitious entry to collect 
information or outlining procedures with respect to 
authorizations for these actions by Bureau officials. 
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Itoqueats for Authority to conduct entries were 
Made by field offices end approved or dis ap prov e d at FBI 
Headquarters on an individual oase basis* At the field 
office level, the authority asking the request was the 
Special Agent in Charge (sac) or sow other individual 
designated by the SAC to handle such matters. Bequest* 
and approvals between the field and Headquarters were 
handled telephonlcally j however, as a control device, a \ 
memoranda* was pnepared at both levels. Zn the field 
office, the SAC maintained this memoranda in his office 
safe until the next annual office inspection. Following 
review of these memoranda by the Inspector * to insure the 
field office was acting with Bureau authority in conducting 
entries — the memoranda were destroyed. 

Requests to conduct entries were received at FBI 
Headquarters on the Deputy Assistant Director (Inspector) 
level of the Intelligence Division. The field office making 
a request was required w completely justify the seed for 
an entry, and assure the action could be conducted with 
full security. Usually, on receipt of a request to conduct 
an entry, the Deputy Assistant Director would advise the 
field office that unless instructions were received to the 
contrary, the requested entry could be effected. 

Although we have located no policy memoranda 
dealing with actions to be taken at FBI Headquarters with 
reepect to approvals to conduct entries, it is the present 
understanding*" that on receipt of a request from the' field, 
a memorandum was prepared outlining the facts of the request 
for approval of the Director, or Associate Director, FBI* 
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Assistant Attorney General 
Civil Rights Division 

This memorandum vas handled under a "Do Hot File" procedure, 
vas informative in nature, and was not intended by its . 
author to be retained permanently* Following a period of 
time, the memorandum was destroyed. \ * *: r 

In certain iastanoes, technical guidance and 
equipment were needed by field offices to obtain information 
held by the target of a surreptitious entry. In these 
matters, the support of the FBI's Laboratory Division was 
solicited by the investigative Divisions of FBI Headquarters. 
Officials currently assigned within the Laboratory Division 
have advised there are no written instructions. in that 
Division in support of any type of investigative activity 
relating to surreptitious entry* Standing oral Instructions 
with regard to approval of surreptitious entry have been that 
personnel of the Laboratory will provide such support as 
is requested (manpower, technical guidance, and/or equipment) 
in those operations approved by the Headquarters investigative 
Division. These oral instructions apply squally to operations 
with or without a warrant, including feasibility surveys 
and any other circumstance wherein surreptitious entry is 
concerned.

Since 1970, there were no instances in the shove natters 
where surreptitious entry or break-in was effected for surveys or 
installation prior or subsequent to the Attorney General's denial 
of permission for Installation of the electronic surveillance • 

With respect to general criminal and organised 
crime matters, all requests since 1970 to the Attorney 
General for the Installation of electronic devices have 
been in the torm of qHLtle XXX applications * These applications 
are reviewed for sufficiency of probable cause and are 
either authorised or returned tor further development of 
probable cause. We do not have an accurate record of instances 
since 1970 when the Attorney General denied permission for 
installation of listening devices in criminal investigations* 
On numerous occasions r Title III applications sent to the 
Department have remained for many weeks with no action being 
taken, thereby negating the recency of the probable cause and 
requiring the submission of a new affidavit updating the 
previous information , or targeting new individuals and locations. 
No entries into premises are made, however, prior to the 
decision of the Attorney General and the obtaining of an 
appropriate court order*

Item 22 asks for * list of all surveys made line* 1970 
which did not result in the Bureau's requesting permission of 
the Attorney General to install or activate a microphone 
or other electronic listening device* , 

There is no central index or document listing 
feasibility surveys conducted involving physical entry 
or trespass which did not result in the Bureau's, requesting 
permission of the Attorney General to install or activate 
a warrantless microphone or other warrantless electronic 
device. This statistic can be developed only by review 
of individual casee in those matters most likely to have 
been targets of electronic surveillance. This would entail 
review of literally hundreds of case files at FBI 
Headquarters. In many cases , this Headquarter' s file 
review would not indicate whether entry or trespass was 
effected in the conduct of a survey* It would be 
necessary in a number of cased, therefore, to review 
field office files (and in scone cases to interview 
personnel) to learn which cases fit Into the above category* 

with respect to Title III surveillances, no 
pre -court order surveys have been conducted in relation 
to microphone installations. Where microphones have been 
installed, the initial entries were not conducted until 
issuance of a court order. If the microphone installation 
was subsequently determined to be not feasible, the 
installation was not made.

With reference to the proper controls over wiretnppins and the 
installation of microphones, you will recall that I advised you that back 
under the administration of Attorney General Clark I recommended that 
fill Government agencies refrain Iron: wiretapping unless there was 
specific approval in each instance by the Attorney General v.'ho is the 
chief lav/ officer cf the Government. I repeated the same recommendation 
to each successive Attorney General following the administration of Attorney 
General Clark. 

I have stays felt that there was a very lax control in the handling 
of t?lret?ppl*» hy Government agencies. I am the only head of a Government 
investitive a-er.ey v.ho docs not have the authority to authorise a wiretap, 
but under the system which I personally set v.p. Therefore, rejects for 
wiretaps are scat by me to the Attorney General for his approval or 
disapprove!. I know that no such system is followed in other branches cf 
the Government and, in fact, in many instances subordinates ruite far down 
the line of r.uthority tap telephones without the specific approval of the head 
of the agency and certainly without specific approval of the cabinet ofxiccr 
In charge of the department, 

X still feel quite strongly that no Government agency should tap 
a telephone unless it Li specifically approved in each instance by the Attorney 
General. This would certainly circumscribe promiscuous wir capping on 
the part cf Government agencies and would centralize la one plr.ee, the 
Attorney General's office, a record of any phone taps which have teen placed 
by a Government agency. 

As you are av/nro, !n the case of the FBI tvc do not request 
phone taps errccpt in cases Involving kidnaping and espionage. Tnis hes been 
predicated upon my theory- that when the liic cf an Individual ex- the li'e of 
the Kation is in peril a phone tap is justified for intelligence purpes-j as 
any information obtained over a phone tap cannot be used in the trial cf a 
criminal case. . .

1966, (Copy of request attached). 

In a memorandum of February 5, our Legal Counsel 
Division solicited the Department's position with respect to 
what information our personnel might be given as to the pur- 
pose of the Civil Rights Division f s inquiry; whether our 
personnel should be advised as to the possibilities of civil 
litigation arising from the inquiry; and what the Department's 
position is with respect to representation of Bureau personnel 
should they become defendants in civil litigation. (Copy of 
memorandum attached) . 

In their response of February 24, the Civil Rights 
Division advised they were not currently contemplating 
criminal prosecution of Bureau personnel and that their 
present posture was investigative only • It was their opinion 
that no Miranda situation existed, therefore, Bureau personnel 
required no advice of rights.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

The April 6, I960, edition of" "The New York Tines" 
newspapc-r contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Pair Play for Cuba 
Committee (ppcc). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the PPCC in New York City and declared the PPCC intended 
to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 
neutralize the distorted American press. 

* 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that' at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-EUCH identified himself and ROEERT TABER 
as organizers of the PPCC. He also testified he and TABER. 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the PPCC 1 s , existence there was a 
struggle between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers 
Party (SVJP) els&ents to exert their power within the PPCC 
and thereby influence PPCC policy. However, during the 
■past year this source observed there has been a successful 
effort by PPCC leadership to minimize the role of these and 
other organizations in the PPCC so that today their influence 
is negligible. . 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the PPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Brdodway, New York City, According to this source, the 
position of National Office Director was created in the Pall 
of 1So2 and was filled by VINCENT "TED" LEE, who now formu- 
lates PPCC policy. This source observed LEE has followed a 
course of entertaining and accepting the cooperation of many 
other organisations including the CP arid the SVfP when he has 
. felt it v;ould be to his personal benefit as well as the FPCC's. 
However, LEE has indicated to this source he has no intention 
of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other 
organization. LEE feels the PPCC should advocate resumption 
of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States 
and support the right of Cubans to manage their revolution 
without interference from other nations, but not support 
the Cuban revolution per se.

On 3/25/76, Mr, Gardner advised that in addition 
to files he has recently reviewed at FBIHQ, he would like to 
review current sections of two files: JUNE 66-5815, 
"Microphone Surveillances/ 1 and 66-16339, "Special and 
Unusual Investigative Techniques, 11 The former file deals with 
equipment and equipment specifications, administration of 
microphone surveillances, subjects of microphone surveillances, 
and policy briefs concerning microphone surveillances. The 
latter file concerns the use of various investigative tech- 
niques such as use of helicopters and other aircraft, police 
investigative techniques, raid and arrest techniques, and 
miscellaneous methods of automobile, facial and baggage 
identification methods* 

File 66-5815 JUNE, in dealing with microphone 
surveillance matters, examines in several documents the question 
of trespass in connection with installation of electronic sur- 
veillances. This is pertinent to the Civil Rights Division's 
Inquiry as it reflects past Bureau policy on this question. 

With the exception of one document (Serial 400) file 
105-16339 appears to have no bearing on the subject of the 
Civil Bights Division 7 a inquiry « The exception is a "yellow" 
of the January, 1967, Hoover to Messrs* Tolson and De Loach 
memorandum where lir« Hoover stated that requests were con- 
tinuing to come to him for the use of "black bag techniques," 
and that he would no longer approve such activity. A copy of 
this memorandum has been furnished to the Civil Rights Division 
in an earlier memorandum concerning surreptitious entries. 
Mr. Gardner was advised of the existence of this document;

The Federal Government has'a responsibility to protect the 
territorial and institutional integrity of the United States, and to this 
end, it must acquire information to exercise informed judgments in 
foreign affairs as well as information concerning the activities of 
foreign powers and their agents in the United States, In an effort to 
obtain this information, we should inquire whether the President, acting 
through the Attorney General, may authorize an agency of the Federal 
Government to utilize investigative techniques such as wiretaps, 
microphones and surreptitious entries without a court order. The 
resolution of this question requires consideration of the relationship 
between Presidential power and national security on the one hand, 
and the warrant requirement of the Fourth Amendment on the other. 

NATIONAL SECURITY 
AND * PRESIDENTIAL POWER 

Alexander Hamilton wrote that men could differ regarding the 

creation of a Federal Government but that once such a Government was 

created and made responsible for the defense of the nation, it must be 

given the authority necessary to discharge that responsibility. Ha rtfilton 

recognized that "the circumstances that endanger the safety of nations 

are infinite," and for this reason, he wrote, no limits should be placed

In United States v. Curtiss -Wright Export Corp. , decided by the 
Supreme Court in 193G, the Court again commented upon the President's 
powers in the area of foreign affairs. It .explained that there is a 
significant difference between the conduct of domestic, as opposedfto 
foreign affairs, and stated that the Government's powers in the area of 
internal affairs are limited to those specifically enumerated in the 
Constitution. Li the area of foreign affairs, however, the powers of the 


Government are noKimilcd to those set forth in tuJcoiislitution. If 
not expressly set forth in that document, tlic Court wrote, the ExcTruti-vc, 
as an attribute of sovereignty, would still have the power "to declare and 
wage war" and "to maintain diplomatic relations. 11 

* The Court in Curtiss-Wright , discussing the sensitive nature of 

* 

foreign diplomacy and the need for secrecy, wrote that if the nation is 

to be successful in its foreign relations the executive branch must be 

afforded greater flexibility than it is permitted in the area of domestic 

affairs. The President, not Congress, the Court reasoned, is in a 

better position to be knowledgeable regarding conditions in foreign 

countries. "Secrecy in respect of information gathered by [ Presidential 

sources' and agents] may be highly necessary, and the premature

disclosure of it productive of harmful results. 11

The Supreme Court in Hirabayashi v. United States went on to 

state that the President's— wa*rpower~i«-"the power to wage war 

successfully" and held that the power extended "to every matter and 

activity so related to war as substantially to affect its credit and progrcs: 

The Court went on to say that the Constitution has given to the President 

great latitude in determining the nature and extent of jhe danger to tbe."_ 

nation and the means to resist it.

The Court in Waterman again hold 

that the President is empowered to act with broad freedom and secrecy 

in the conduct of foreign relations and that the judiciary should not 

interfere with Presidential power in this area. Commenting on the 

sensitive nature of foreign affairs and the judiciary's role in this area, 

the Court said: 

"The President « • , has available intelligence services 
whose reports are not and ought not to be published to the 
world. It would be intolerable that courts without the 
relevant information should review and perhaps nullify 
actions of the Executive taken on information properly 
held secret. Nor can courts sit in camera in order to be taken 
into executive confidences. But even if courts could acquire 
full disclosure, the very nature of executive decisions as to 
foreign policy is political, not judicial. Such decisions are 
wholly confided by our Constitution to the political department . . . 
They are delicate, complex and involve large elements of 
prophecy , . . They are decisions of a kind for which the Judiciary 
has neither aptitude, facilities, nor responsibilities and which has 
long been held to belong in the domain of political power not 
subject to judicial intrusion or inquiry . . . n * 2 

The Congress has also recognized that the President has certain

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THE WARRANT REQUIREMENT 


But the question is raised; Does the Fourth Amendment's

warrant requirement prohibit the President, acting without a court 
order, from authorizing an agency of the Federal Government to utilize 
physical entries directed against foreign powers and their agents? 

Recent wiretap cases shed light on this issue. Prior to 1967, 
the Supreme Court decided the legality of electronic surveillance by 
determining whether or not a trespass was involved; the Fourth Amendment 
was violated only if at the time of the installation there was a trespass on 


the premises. In the Katz case in 1907, however, the Court held that oral 
communications were protected from unreasonable surveillance by the 
Fourth Amendment and that the mandate of this Amendment required 

i 

adherence to judicial process. The Fourth Amendment "governs not only 
the seizure of tangible items", but [also] extends . . „ to the recording 

If 

of oral statements overheard without 11 trespass. 

Intentionally left open ii fKafas , supra, was the questibnof whether 
safeguards other than prior authorization by a magistrate would satisfy 
the Fourth Amendment in a situation involving national security. The 
issue unresolved in Katz was partially faced by the Supreme Court in 


United States v. United States District Court. There the Supreme Court

held that electronic c*irvcillancc in the domestic t .Jrity area 
conducted ncOoly within the discretion of the Executive violated the .

warrant requirement of the Fourth Amendment. The Court, however, 

emphasized the case involved only the domestic aspects of national 

security. "We have not addressed, and express no opinion as to, the 

issues which may be involved with respect to activities of foreign powers 
19 

or their agents. " 

Thus, the Supr erne Court has reserved judgment relative to the 

question of whether a warrantless electronic surveillance directed 

against foreign powers violates the Fourth Amendment. Every lower 

Federal Court that has faced the question, however, has^ststew the 

.President may constitutionally authorize warrantless wiretaps when

directed against foreign powers or their agents.

In United States v. Brown the Court commented: 

"Restrictions upon the President's power which 
are appropriate in cases of domestic security become 
artificial in the context of the international sphere . . . 
[A) thread . . . runs through the Federalist Papers: that 
the President must take care to safeguard the nation from 
possible foreign encroachment, whether in its existence as 
a nation or in its intercourse with other nations. 11

"Tlie expansive language of United States v. ^ 
Curtiss - Wright Export Corp. provides support for the . 
contention that the President is authorized to -act

In United States v. Ehrlichman ^a criminal prosecution for conspiring to vie 

Title 18, United States Code, Section 241, and thus injure a citizen in the 

enjoyment of Fourth Amendment rights, the Special Prosecutor asserted 

that the President, acting through the Attorney General, does not have the 

27 

authority to authorize a warrantless,- physical entry in the foreign area. 

The Court agreed. It reasoned that the President does not have the 

authority to suspend the requirement of the Fourth Amendment and stated 

that the Government must comply with str4e^onstitutiona-l-limitations-on-, 

28 

t-i^past^y^seaTRjfte^ even when known foreign agents are involved. 

But these comments, while they should be given consideration, 
do not declare a conclusion of law reached by the court as to the legal 
effect of the facts revealed. They are dictum, the opinions of one . 
judge. In fact, no court has held that the President may not authorize.' - 
a surreptitious entry directed against foreign powers. Thus, it can be 
argued that the question is an open one.

The Fourth ftthcndmcnt is concerned with swrchc-s ami seizures, 
not trespasses per so; both the mtcrccptfoivof oral communications 
and a surreptitious entry constitute significant intrusions upon interests 

protected by the Fourth Amendment. Thus, if the President has the 

, l 

authority to authorize warrantless electronic surveillance against 

foreign powers it would appear that he could constitutionally authorize 

a surreptitious entry against foreign powers. Of course, the court in 

United States v. Ehrlichman , supra , commenting on recent lower 

Federal court cases which stated the President may constitutionally 

authorize warrantless electronic surveillance against foreign powers, 

20 

characterized wiretapping as a "relatively nonobtrusive search. V 
But wiretapping is an intrusion that can last for an indefinite period and 
is pervasive, while the intrusion connected with a physical entry is of 
relatively short duration and is usually directed toward a specific 
Objective. Thus, it would appear that where the objective of an entry is 
simply to create the circumstances for monitoring it is actually less 
intrusive than wiretapping. Where the objective of the entry is to 
conduct a physical search, the disparity between wiretapping and a 
physical entry may be narrower, and depending on the circumstances,/ 
a physical entry may approach wiretapping in intrusiveness. 

On appeal in the Ehrlichman case, the Department of Justice 
filed a memorandum for the United States as amicus curiae [friend of 
the court] , commenting on the legality of the different forms of

warrantless surveillance involving fprcign.espiaiingTT or intelligence. 
The document specifies: * '- * 

"It is the position of the Department of Justive 
that such activities must be very carefully controlled. 
There must be solkl reason to believe that foreign 
espionage or intelligence is involved.) In addition, •- . 

the intrusion into any zone of expected privacy must 
be kept to a minimum and there must be personal 
authorization by the President or the Attorney General. 
The United States believes that activities so controlled 
are lawful under the Fourth Amendment. In regard to 
warrantless searches related to foreign espionage or 
intelligence, the Department docs not believe there is a 
constitutional difference between searches conducted by 
wiretapping and those involving physical entries into 
private premises. One form of search is no less serious 
than another. It is and has long been the Department's 
view that warrantless searches involving physical entries 
"into private premises are justified under the proper 
circumstances when related to foreign espionage or 
intelligence. . ."30 "■* 


CONCLUSION 

Numerous decisions of the United States Supreme Court have 
recognized that the President, as Chief Executive, possesses powers in 
foreign and military affairs which are not dependent on a specific 
legislative grant but derive from the Constitution itself and that the 
Constitution has given the "President "great iatit-ude in. determining the 
nature and extent of the danger to the nation and the means to resist it. 
Concerning the judiciary's role in this area, the Court has emphasized

It is evident that the policy outlined in the 
Sullivan memorandum was not, in at least one instance, strictly 
adhered to. 

In a coOTtiunication of April 5, 1976, the New York 
Office reported results of a review of the 25 volumes mentioned 
above for information pertaining to domestic security matters. 
The review showed a total of 73 entries directed against such 
groups as the CPUSA, the SWP, Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) , and the Weather Underground. Of the 73 
entries, 31 have been reported previously to the Department. 

Since documents of this nature have been located in 
the New York Office, it is possible that similar material exists 
in the field offices. To insure our full compliance with the 
Department's inquiry, we will survey all field offices for 
documents of this nature.

DETAILS : 


In connection with its continuing investigation 
into investigative matters involving surreptitious entry r 
the Civil Rights Division forwarded on 4/21/76 a request 
for certain material and access to review a voluminous 
number of files. 

Category A of the 4/21/76 request appears to 
relate almost exclusively to Arab terrorist matters. The 
attached copy of the request notes the subject of files we 
have been able to identify to date. 

Category B of the request concerns the SWP, its 
members, candidates, and officials. The request does not 
specify the reason as to why the files are being requested 
for review. It is presumed that the Department has some 
indications that the individuals named were past targets 
of surreptitious entries . 

Question 9 , Categor y B, asks that we review Detroit, 
Michigan^ ^records for information relating 

to allegecHSurglaries of the SWP in Michigan from 1970 to 
1973. Fulfilling this request obvious l^^ggenj 
cooperat ion afforded the Bureau by the |^^^"^ 

t is not clear why this particular question has been 
posed, unless the Department expects to discover break-ins 
that may subsequently be attributed to Bureau activities. We 
propose to attempt to clarify this question with Mr. Gardner 
prior to taking the requested action. 

New York, by attached nitel, is being alerted to 
the requests in Questions 1, 2, and 4, Category C. With re- 
spect to Question 3, we initiated a survey of all field 
offices in a communication of 4/13/76. When the results are 
assembled, we will immediately notify the Department.

DETAILS CONTINUED : 

Question 4, Category C, asks the Bureau to furnish 
"each and every Bureau file pertaining in any way possible 
to the Socialist Workers Party and the Weather Underground 
Organization," including JUNE files, etc. This request 
includes Headquarters and field office files (all field 
offices) . We are quite literally speaking of thousands of 
sections of files, and what amounts to a logistical problem 
of huge proportion. 

Mr, Gardner indicated subsequent to his written 
request that he does not expect each and every file to be 
on hand in any one location for his immediate review, but 
that we should be prepared to furnish at his request and 
within a reasonable period of time the files he might wish 
to review. For example, on his visit to New York to review 
the SAC folders and the SWP and WUO files, he would expect 
to have the SAC folders immediately available for review. 
Should a file within those folders come to his attention that 
he feels necessary to review, he would expect the file to be 
made available at that time. The same would apply to the 
SWP and WUO files: that the organization files be on hand 
for ready review (for instance, sections 1-50 initially, 
then on request sections 51 - 100, and so forth) . Where 
additional files are noted as being pertinent to his review, 
Mr. Gardner will request same and would like to have them 
made available. 

Since Gardner's review will amount to a rather 
wide-ranging inquiry into our files, all offices will be 
instructed to record accurately what information and material 
is made available.

POLICY BRIEF 
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SUMMARY 

Extensive file reviews disclosed only that 
the early use of nlcrophones by the FBI is not recorded 
in any detail • It appears that microphones were used 
by the FBI in the late 1920 f s and early 1930 v s to obtain 
Intelligence in criminal cases* Prior Bureau authoriza- 
tion for microphone Installations was first required in 
1338 and since that time Bureau headquarters has main* 
tained tight control over the field in the use of these 
devices # 

Over the years, the FBI continually sought 
legal advice from the Department concerning microphone 
installations and the admissibility of evidence obtained 
from them. In the early 1940 *s the Department relied 
on a significant Supreme Court decision, G oldman v. 
United States , which held that a microphone surveillance 

not equivalent to an illegal search and seizure 
prohibited by the Fourth Amendment, On the basis of this 
decision, Alexander Holtzoff, Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General* even advised that evidence obtained from 
a microphone Installed by trespass would be admissible, 
because a microphone surveillance was not equivalent to 
an illegal search and seizure. 


Recognizing the unsettled state of the lav 
in this area, the Department in 1946 observed signifi- 
cantly, "...the operation of the FBI in detecting crime 
should not be disturbed merely upon a possibility . . 
Despite this comment by the Department, Bureau officials 
continued to be concerned about the admissibility of 
evidence obtained from microphones involving trespass. 

In a review of existing policy on microphone 
installations by the Executive Conference on June 9, 1950, 
it was noted that the Department had knowledge of the 
FBI's use of microphones involving trespass in some cases. 
Nevertheless, the Bureau was installing and using 
microphones on its own authority—without authorization 
from the Department • The comment was made that the 
Bureau, in countenancing illegal activities by authorizing 
some microphones which involved trespass, was influenced 
by its overriding obligations to gather intelligence 
information in the security field and to safeguard the 
welfare of the country. 

In this situation, the Bureau faced a dilemma. 
Although the Attorney General had authority by Presidential 
Directive to approve wire taps, he had no such 
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authority In regard to microphone installations. The 
Executive Conference observed that if the FBI asked 
the Attorney General for authority to install micro- 
phones it would, in most instances, amount to a request 
for authority to engage in an illegal activity (trespass). 
Obviously, it was extremely doubtful that the Attorney 
General would grant such authority. Thus, to raise this 
issue with the Attorney General might result, when 
trespass was involved, in the loss of this investigative 
technique so vital to the fulfillment of the Bureau's 
responsibilities , 

The over-all issue of the use of microphones 
involving trespass was presented directly to the Departrcen 
in October, 1951. Attorney General HcGrath replied as 
follows on February 26, 1952, "The records do not indicate 
that this question dealing with microphones has ever been 
presented before; therefore, please be advised that I

cannot authorize the Installation of a microphone 
involving trespass under existing law*" The Director 
ordered that FBI microphone Installations Involving 
trespass he terminated at once* This was done except 
for three microphones in security cases* 

Following Mr, McGrath's ruling, the Bureau 
began discussions with the Department because it was 
confronted with the problem of what actually constituted 
trespass in the then existing law. At this time, 1952, 
the Department believed that any microphone Installation 
except a contact device, constituted trespass unless 
approval were given by someone who controls the premises 
such as a Bureau informant* 

Faced with this situation, the Executive 
Conference of Kay 5, 1952, unanimously recommended 
approval of the following which became Bureau policy: 

(1) that, basically, microphones be installed 
without trespass; (2) that, if this is not possible, and 
the Intelligence to be gained is a necessary adjunct 

to the Investigation In select cases, consideration be 
given to authorizing a microphone* After the Director 
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onf erred with Attorney General McGranery on June 6 f 
1052 | the Attorney General authorized microphone 
installations in security cases even though trespass 
might be committed* 


with Departmental Attorneys In an attempt to obtain 
a modification of the Department's strict Interpreta- 
tion of what constituted trespass in the installation 
of microphones* These discussions were influenced by 
a 1954 Supreme Court decision, Irvine v« California * 
Although the Court held that evidence obtained illegally 
by police from a microphone installed in a bedroom was 
admissible in a state court on a gambling charge* it 
described the conduct of the police as "incredible." 
This led the Department to conclude that the Court 
might decide the admissibility of evidence obtained by 
Federal officers from a microphone by balancing their 
"reprehensible" conduct against the nature of the crime 
and the weight of the evidence* 

The negotiations with Departmental Attorneys 
for a modification of their interpretation of trespass 


Bureau officials had regular discussions 




culminated In a memorandum from Attorney General Brownell 
dated way 20 t 1954* The Bureau had previously reviewed 
and approved his final draft of this memorandum ♦ In 
that review , It was pointed out that the memorandum 
gave the Bureau a "green light* 1 for the use of microphones 
in Internal security cases » Relative to criminal cases, 
it was noted that the Attorney General was "not as 
strong but he takes cognizance of the need for micro- 
phone surveillances in cases affecting the national, 
safety and indicates they should be used in only the 
more important invest igat ions • " 

Following the receipt of this memorandum from 
Attorney General Brownell, the Director instructed that 
Ur # Tolson should pass on all microphone installations

the field was Instructed that no requests for technical 
coverage (wire taps) would be considered.

Attorney General and launched an intensified Federal 
drive against organised crime.

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Early in Mr. Kennedy's tenure as Attorney 
General , his Deputy. Byron White , was furnished a memo- 
randum dated May 4, 1S61, for the Attorney General's 
information. This memorandum stated that the FBI policy 
on the use of microphone surveillances , with or without 
trespass , was based upon the May 20, 1954, memorandum 
from former Attorney General Browne 11.

Mr. Kennedy also listened, In March, 1963, 
to a tape recording In the FBI's Chicago Office. This 
recording was made from an FBI microphone surveillance. 
Again, when he was in the FBI's New York Office in 
November, 1963, Mr. Kennedy listened to a tape recording 
of a conversation between two Cosst Nostra leaders. 
In both instances, the circumstances indicated that the 
recordings came from FBI microphone surveillances.

Mr. William Hundley, Chief of the Department's 
Organized Crime and Racketeering Section when Mr. Kennedy 
was Attorney General, stated in an interview by FBI 
representatives on December 30, 1965, that he had been 
aware, at the time, that the FBI had been using micro* 
phones in its investigation of the underworld "skimming 
operations" from gambling receipts at casinos in 
Las Vegas, and had discussed microphone coverage in 
Las Vegas with Assistant Attorney General Miller, 

In regard to security matters, the FBI has 
broad authority through the President's Foreign Intelli- 
gence Advisory Board to collect foreign intelligence in 
the United States. 
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Bureau policy on the use of microphone 
surveillances has undergone several major changes 
during: the time Mr* Katzenbacb has been Attorney General* 
On Uarch 30, 1965 9 Ur • Katzenbach requested that, in 
line with similar procedures of long standing regarding 
technical surveillances (wire taps), requests for each 
microphone surveillance be submitted to hin for approval* 

In view of hearings being conducted by the

Bureau Authorization First Required in 1938 

In a memorandum from Mr. E# P. Coffey to Mr* Nathan, 
dated June 3, 1938, the Technical Laboratory expressed the 
opinion that the question of prior Bureau authorization for 
the Installation of a microphone had not previously arisen. 
Mr* E* A* Tamm noted on this memorandum that Bureau author- 
ization 6hould be obtained on all occasions* (Exhibit 2 ) 

This requirement for prior Bureau authorization 
to install a microphone was Incorporated in the Manual of 
Rules and Regulations on November 1, 1938* and read as 
follows}

Instructions to Field, 1941, 1944 

All Special Agents in Charge \7ere advised by 
letter dated September 5 # 1941, that all requests for the 
installation of microphone surveillances must be made by 
the Special Agent in Charge or the Acting Special Agent 
in Charge and must be made telephonically tt> Mr* Tamm 
or, in his absence, to ilr. Tolson. This letter also 
stated that Messrs « Tamm and Tolson would not authorize 
the installation of a microphone surveillance except upon 
the personal instructions of the Director. (Exhibit 5 ) 
These instructions wore later modified on April 22, 1944, 
to permit the field to make the requests by coded teletype 
or by confidential letter as well as by teletype. (Exhibit 6)

Supremo Court Decision in Goldman Case, 1042 


An Important decision involving the use of a 
microphone wag rendered by the United States Supreme 
Court on April 27, 1942, In this case, Goldman v. 
United States , the Court held that conversations overheard 
agents through thej 

^installed on a wall adjoining the 
defendant's room were admissible and that the use of such 
an instrument was not a violation of the Fourth Amendment's 
provision against illegal searches and seizures. It is 
significant to note, however, that the installation of 
the instrument which produced the evidence did not involve 
a trespass. (316 U.S. 129) 
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FBI Distinction between Technical & Microphone 

'Surveillances, lvi'3 


Axi Special Agents in Charge were advised by 
letter dated May 15, 1D43, that the term technical 
surveillance would be construed to mean a telephone 
surveillance as distinguished from a microphone surveillance. 
(Exhibit 7 ) The letter stated that it was essential that 
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this distinction be bcrne in mind when requesting 
authorisation because microphone surveillances were 
authori-srd by the Bureau but technical surveillances 
had to be approved by the Attorney General. 

written, the Attorney General had authority by virtue 
of a Presidential Directive of 1940 to approve wire 
tapping. (Exhibit 8 ) This Presidential Directive is 
still in effect today . On the other hand, the Attorney 
General had not been given similar authority to approve 
microphone surveillances at that time, 

Lercal Guidance Sought from Department, 1944 

It is clearly evident that Bureau policy on 
microphone installations was influenced by answers to a 
series of hypothetical questions provided in a memorandum 
dated July 4 # 1944, by Alexander Holtzof f ^ Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General . (Exhibit 9 ) The 
Director's inquiry which prompted Iloltzoff f s answers was 
the first in what was to become a series of requests over 
the years posing hypothetical situations involving the use 
of microphones and seeking legal advice and guidance from 
the Department, 



Pertinent portions of Holtzoff f s reply were 
Incorporated in a letter to all Special Agents in Charge- 
dated August 15, 1944. (Exhibit 10 ) The fellor/ing 
pertinent quotations are taken from this letter; 

Where a contact microphone is used 
upon tho outer extremities oZ the promises and 
whore no trespass has beou made upon tho 
promises from which the information is being 
obtained. 1 

"The evidence so obtained is clear iy admissible* 

,lf 2. tfhere a microphone, not a contact 
microphone, is placed against the innermost 
property lino of the promises of tho 
individual in question. Tho typo of 
installation had in mind is where the wall, 
baseboard, or other property is coive through 
frcm an adjoining room and the microphone 
placed acainst the wall, baseboard, telephone 
box, etc., of the premises in question.' 

"Tho evidence so obtained is clearly admissible. 
It should be borne in mind in this connection.,, 
that cvidenco obtained by a trespass not 
amount ins to an unlawful search and seizure 
is not rendered inadmissible merely because 
* of tho means by \rhich it was secured. 

H, 3. Whero entrance is had into the 
premises in question with permission of the 

janitor, manager, or anyone else in authority 

and a microphone installation made within 
tho confines of the room itself. It will be 
/ appreciated if an opinion is ventured in 
; this regard: first, where tho installation 

is made prior to tho time that tho porson 
; \; actually t alios possession of the property; 




second, where the Installation Is made after 
tho person is actually in possession and 
occupying the proniises. 1 

"The evidence is clearly admissible if the 
installation is nadc prior to tho tine when 
tho subject actually takes possession of the 
property. Cn tho basis of the principles 
heretofore stated, it would seen also that 
tho evidence should bo. admissible even if 
the installation is made while the subject 
is actually in possession and occupying the 
premises * 

"■ # 4# T7here the* existing facilities within 
the premises aro used merely tiirou^u a means of 
rewiring the sane* It is meant by this that no 
actual microphone i3 installed ar:d that, tho 
facilities presently on the premises are used for 
this purpose. It will bo appreciated in this 
regard if you will venture an opinion: first, 
where the saao is installed with permission of 
tho janitor, sianarjer, or other porson of possible 
authority; second, where an actual trespass is 
committed. * 

"The answer applicable to case No. 3, just 
discussed, also governs the situation in case 
Wo. 4. It is understood that rewiring does not 
involve any interception of a conversation 
passing over a telephone wire. 

"*5. Where an actual trespass is committed 
and a microphone installation is made within the 
confines of the premises in question. 1 

"On tho basis of tho principles heretofore 
discussed, it would seem that ovidence so 
obtained should be admissible, although no 
precise cane decided by tho courts involving 
such a situation has been found. The basic 
principle coverninrt ^ 0 situation is tho one 
horotoforo discussed, namely, that trespass 
not amounting to unlawful search and seizure 


does not vitiato tho evidence obtained thereby 
and that nicronhono surveillance is not 
eq uivalent co , un iil^r^x s :irch and s eizuro f * 
Go Id -.'.an v. United States, olo U.S. 129. 

1,1 6. Where a microphone installation is made 
in a hall or room subject to public hire. In this 
regard it will be appreciated if you will offer an 
opinion in tho event tho installation is rinde prior 
to tho actual hiring of tho hall and after tho 
actual hiring of the hall by tho person in question, 
and where tho installation is made vitii the 
permission of the management and/or act a result of 
trespass • 1 

"In all of tho situations envisaged within the 
foresoinc quest ion 9 it would neon that the evidence 
is admissible on the principle heretofore discussed. 
There is clearly no doubt as to its admissibility 
in the event that the installation is made prior to 
the actual hiring of the hull and with the 
permission o± tha %anageuent . Vhile the Question 
: is not equally clear in the other instance, it 
I vrould seem that on the general principle heretofore 

discussed, tho evidence obtained under all of the 
/ sots of facts covered by case No. 6, should be 
admissible." 

It should be emphasised that Ur. Holt20ff rolled 
heavily on the decision in Goldman v. United States , particularly 
that portion of the decision which held that a microphone 
surveillance was not equivalent to an illegal search and seizure 

prohibited by tho Fourth Amendment •

Instructions to Field, 1944 , 1045 


Tight Bureau supervision of technical and 
microphone surveillance* is manifest in a letter 
addressed to all Special Agents in Charge on November 13, 
+ 1944. (Exhibit n) It was stated in this letter that 
instructions requiring specific Bureau approval for the 
Installation of any teciinical or microphone surveillance 
were first issued in a letter to all Special Agents in 
Charge on September 5 9 1941, and had been brought to 
their attention on several occasions thereafter. TCxesc 
instructions were again being brought to their attention 
to insure that there would be no possibility of misunder- 
standing and to advise them that any deviation from these 
instructions would result in the most drastic administrative 
action. 

Five months later, on April 18 t 1945, all Special 
Agents in Charge were again reminded that they, or the 
Assistant Special Agents in Charge, must personally approve 
all requests sent to the Bureau for technical or microphone 
surveillances. (Exhibit 12) 



Legal Guidance Obtained from Department g 1946 , 1947 

The Bureau % m concern for close supervision and tight 
control of microphones is evident again in the early postwar 
period ♦ Following the pattern of presenting hypothetical 
situations involving the use of microphones which had been 
established by the memorandum to Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General Holtzoff in 1944, the Director continued to 
make similar inquiries of the Department. 

Assistant Attorney General T. Lamar Caudle responded 
to one such inquiry by memoranda dated December 3 and December 13, 
1946 . (Exhibit 13) The Departments ancrcrs to thece 
hypothetical situations revealed a transformation in its 
interpretation of the law regarding the admissibility of 
evidence obtained from microphones. 

In brief, Mr, Holtzoff had felt that the evidence 
might be admissible even if a trespass were committed, because 
a microphone did not constitute an unreasonable search and 
seizure under the Fourth Amendment* The Department was now of 
the opinion that evidence against the defendant obtained from a 
microphone would not be admissible even if entry into tho 
space were made under color of authority, such as with the 
cooperation of a landlord or hotel manager. 
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In rendering this opinion, the Department stated: 

n . . .Heretofore in every case in which the 
search and seizure have been denounced and 
the evidence held inadmissible as constituting 
a violation of the rights secured by the 
Fourth and Fifth Amendments there h: s been 
a physical trespass against the defendant. 

"Therefore , it would seem that where there 
has been a physical trespass upon the premises 
occupied by the defend nt which directly 
results in affording the Federal agents with 
the means of listening to private conversations, 
the evidence obtained by that means would be 
inadmissible on the ground that it w^s obtained 
by an illegal search -nd seizure- The 
hypothetical situations listed by the Director 
of the FBI pose varying degrees of trespass. 
The answers to the problems presented are 
a matter of judgment which must be based 
upon the relationship between the trespass 
and the ability to overhear the conversation. Tt 

It is worthy of note that the Department stressed 

the physical aspect of the trespass involved In the 

installation of the microphone* It continued to rely on 

the authority of Goldncn v. United States in stating that 

there would be no violation of the defendant's constitutional 

rights when the microphone was not installed within the 

premises occupied by the defendant and there was no trespass 

on those premises* 
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Xn rendering its opinions on these hypothetical 

situations, the Department noted the unsettled state of 

the lav in this area and, vhere it was not sure of its 

ground because there vas no case in point, it observed 

significantly, 

"...the operation of the FBI in detecting 
crime should not be disturbed merely upon 
a possibility..." 

After a thorough study of this Departmental 

opinion, the Bureau Incorporated the results into a 

fetter to JU1 Special Agents in Charge dated March 31, 

1947. (Exhibit 14) 



PROBLEM OF MICROPHONES INVOLVING TRESPASS 

Review of Bureau Policy by Executive Conference, June 9 f 1950 

The unsettled lav regarding the admissibility of 
evidence obtained from microphones was obviously of 
continuing concern to Bureau officials • That concern and 
a realistic effort to deal with this situation are reflected 
in the deliberations of the Executive Conference held on 
June 9, 1950. (Exhibit 1$ The Conference dealt with the 
problems inherent in the use of three types of microphone 



conversations in a room, overhears both sides of any 
conversation on the telephone; (2) a microphone installed 
in the space either occupied by the subject or in which the 
subject is located at the time the conversation occurs; and 
(3) a microphone located outside the space occupied by a 
subject f such as a contact microphone on an adjoining wall 
which does not involve trespass. 

The Executive Conference reviewed existing policy 
on these types of installations and noted that in none of the 
three installations cited did the Bureau advise the 
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Department or seek authority for the Installation of the 
microphone* It was noted, however, that prior to the 


tap* In seeking such authority , it was also pointed out that 
the Attorney General was not advised that the particular 
0^ technical installation was a combination J J 


by the Bureau , the conferees took note of the fact that a 
microphone installed in the premises of a subject is, in naay 
instances, illegal because the installation is accomplished 
by trespass. There was also discussion on the point that all 
such microphones might be considered illegal by the courts 
even though they were installed on the promises prior to 
occupation by the subject. It was agreed, therefore, that 
the problem of using such microphones should be approached 
under the presumption that they might be considered illegal.

On the other hand, it was agreed that, according to 


by the Department, there appeared to be no necessity to seek 
authorization from the Attorney General for the installation 
of a contact microphone outside the space occupied by the 
subject. This was so since there was no trespass involved 
and, at that time, this type of installation was regarded as 
legal. 

The Executive Conference of June 9, 1950, observed 
that the Department had, of course, indirect notice of the 
Bureau's use of the microphone technique. This indirect 
notice stemmed from the Bureau* s requests, over the years, 
for Departmental opinions as to the admissibility of evidence 
obtained in a variety of hypothetical situations involving 
the use of microphones. The Department also had direct 
knowledge that the FBI was using microphones from the Bureau's 
replies to questions concerning the availability of witnesses 
and the admissibility of evidence in some cases being 
considered for prosecution. For example, a microphone was 
utilized in the espionage case involving Judith Coplon, an 
employee of the Justice Department. 

Nevertheless, the Conference noted that, under 
existing policy t the Bureau was installing and using 
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microphones on its own author ity *"Wi thou t any authorization 
from the Department*** and must assume responsibility for them 
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the other hand, it was pointed out that the Bureau, in 
countenancing illegal activities by authorizing some micro* 
phones which involved trespass , was influenced by its 
overriding obligations to gather intelligence information in 
the security field and to safeguard the welfare of the country, 

In this situation the Bureau faced a dilemma. As 
noted previously , the Attorney General had authority by 
Presidential Directive to approve wire taps, but no such 
authority was given to him in regard to microphone instal- 
lations « The Executive Conference of June 9 f 1950, observed 
that if the FBI asked the Attorney General for authority to 
install microphones it would, in most instances, amount to 
a request for authority to engage in an illegal activity 
(trespass) . Obviously, it was extremely doubtful that the 
Attorney General! as the principal Federal law enforcement 
official! would grant such authority ♦ The Bureau could not 
expect him to grant such authority even though the Department 
was on notice that the Bureau used microphones and 

♦Underlining added for emphasis 
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it had not objected to their use. Thus, to raise this Issue 
with the Attorney General night result , vhen trespass was 
involved. In the loss of this investigative technique so 
vital to the fulfillment of the Bureau's responsibilities. 

During the Executive Conference of June 9, 1950, 
Sir* Tolson stated that he was opposed to the use of any 
technique known to be illegal. Ur. Tolson believed that 
the Bureau's position in using such techniques was untenable 
and that the Bureau would have to answer to criticism for any 
illegal activities. The Director commented, '*! have no other 
alternative as this is presented but to agree with Tolson." 

Under date of July 5, 1950, a memorandum to the 
Department raising the issue of using microphones involving 
trespass was prepared. (Exhibit 16) This memorandum, which 
was never sent to the Department, was returned to the 
Domestic Intelligence Division on April 23, 1951, with 
instructions to hold It until a more propitious time. 

Department's Continuing Awareness of Microphone Surveillances 


Although the Department was not Informed in writing 
at that time of our use of microphones involving trespass, 
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extensive discussions were held between Bureau representatives 
and officials of the Department concerning the use of micro- 
phones la the cases against communist leaders then being 
prosecuted under the Smith Act* It was agreed that* whenever 

the Department was giving serious consideration to the 
institution of criminal prosecution In any case, the Bureau 
would, upon request , advise the Department In detail 
concerning any telephone or microphone surveillance employed 
by the Bureau or by other Federal agencies when the latter 
was known* Zn addition it was agreed that the Bureau would 
furnish such information without a formal request whenever 
it was aware or had reason to believe that the Department was 
seriously considering prosecution. (Exhibit 17) 

Mr. Belmont * other Bureau representatives, Deputy 
Attorney General A* Devltt Vanech, Mr. Uclnerney, and other 
Departmental attorneys conferred on October 2, 1951. 
(Exhibit 18) During this conference, Mr. Belmont asked 
Mr. Uelnemey whether there was any doubt In his mind that 
microphones had been used in cases involving Smith Act 
subjects and that at least some of the microphones were 
installed by trespass. Mr* Mclnerney replied that the 
Department was aware that such microphones had been used. 


Issue of Microphones Involving Trespass Presented to 

Department luol 


In view of allegations made by defense attorneys 

In the Smith Act cases relative to TBI electronic coverage 

ox defendant s 9 a memorandum was sent to the Attorney General 

on October 6, 1051, (Exhibit 19 ) With regard to microphones, 

this memorandum stated* 

"As you are aware, this Bureau has also employed 
the use of microphone installations on a highly 
restrictive basis, chiefly to obtain intelligence 
information,*.. In certain Instances it has been 
possible to install microphones without trespass, 
as reflected by opinions rendered in the past by 
the Department on thio subject matter. In these 
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treated evidence and therefore is not regarded 
as purely intelligence information. 

"As you know ^ in a number of Instances it has not 
been possible to install microphones without 
trespass ♦ In such instances the information 
received therefrom is of an intelligence nature 
only." 

This Bureau memorandum concluded by presenting the 
issue in those words: 

"...I would like to have a definite opinion from 
you as to whether, in view of the highly productive 
intelligence information gathered from those sources, 
wa should continue to utilise this technique on tho 
present highly restricted basis, or whether we should 
cease tho use of microphone coverage entirely in view 
of the issues currently being raised.*' 
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Attorney General HcGrath Will Not Authorize Microphones 
^nvolvinr: Trespass, iebruary 20. 1G.')2 

Attorney General McGrath responded to the Director's 

request by memorandum dated February 26, 1952. (Exhibit 20 ) 

Bo said that the use of a microphone surveillance which did 

not involve trespass would seem to be permissible under the 
present state of the law and cited United States v. Goldstein 
(316 U.S. 129). Be observed that surveillances that "Involve 
trespass are in the area of the Fourth Amendment, and evidence 
so obtained and from leads so obtained is inadmissible." 
Vr, HcGrath went on to say, "The records do not indicate that 
this question dealing with microphones has ever been presented 
before; therefore, please be advised that I cannot authorize 
the installation of a microphone involving a trogpasg * under 
existing law." 

On this memorandum the Director noted, "See that 
all such installations are terminated at once.*- In accordance 
with the Director's instructions , all Special Agents in Charge 
vere advised by letter datod March 4, 1952. that effective 
immediately authorisation would not be granted to install 
any microphone surveillance involving trespass and that any 
such Installation presently being utilized should be

Following the receipt of the memorandum of 
Attorney General UcGrath dated February 26, 1352, the Bureau 
whs still confronted with the problem of what actually 
constituted trespass in the then existing law* Accordingly, 
another set of hypothetical situations involving microphone 
surveillances was presented to the Departnent in a meaorandun 
dated February 23, 1952. (Exhibit 22) The Departments 
memorandum of reply, dated April 10, 1952, furnished a 
tentative, but nuch broader, conception of what constituted 
trespass, (Exhibit 23) For exanple, the penetration of a 
conmon wall was said to nartnke of the nature of a tre 
It was even said, in contrast to an earlier opinion, that an 
installation of a microphone in the air space above the ceiling 
Of a room occupied by a subject now constituted trespass. 
Another opinion advanced, in contrast to earlier advice, was 
that a guest in a hotel had the exclusive use of his room and 
the absolute right of privacy » 


To sun up, the Department believed that any 
microphone installation, with the exception of a contact 
device $ would constitute a trespass unless approval were 
given for the installation by someone who controlled the 
premises involved $ such as a Bureau informant « 

Retention of Three Microphones Involving Trespass in 


Bureau Inpletaentation of Attorney General 'TcGrath's ruling, 1052 


In view of Attorney General HcGrath's metaorandua of 
February 26, 1052, which advised that he could not, under 
existing law, authorize the Installation of nicrophones

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involving trespass, the Executive Conference net on March 14, 
1952. and discussed Bureau policies to Implement this ruling. 
(Exhibit 28) 

Following this Executive Conference, a letter was 
•cnt to all Special Agents In Charge on March 26, 1052. 
(Exhibit 29) They were advised that their requests for 
authority to utilize microphone surveillances must state 
that no trespass of any kind would be Involved either in 
the Installation or maintenance of the microphone. For 
guidance in determining if trespass were Involved, their 
attention was called to the hypothetical situations 
previously furnished to them. 

Refinenent of Bureau Policy 



Based on the reply from the Department, coupled 

with opinions previously furnished, It now appeared that It 

would be possible to install microphones without trespass 

only in the following instances; 

Vhen Agents had legal access to adjoining property 
and installed a contact microphone on the outer 
wall of the space controlled by the subject* 

When a microphone was installed within the 
premises with the knowledge and consent of the 
occupant. This would apply to persons cooperating 
with the Bureau, such as sources and informants. 

When a microphone was installed in a public hall 
and the party contracting for the use of the 
space did not stipulate that it would be a closed 
meeting. 

Zn analyzing the Bureau 9 s position at that tine, 
the memorandum dated April 28 9 1952 f stated "17e have now 
reached the point where we must decide whether we should give 



up microphone coverage , for that Is the net result of the 

Department 9 8 rulings, or whether our responsibilities for 

internal security and espionage intelligence require the 

continued use of this technique on a restricted basis despite 

trespass. 99 After reviewing the absolute necessity for 

obtaining such vital information in security cases, the 

memorandum concluded, "Bearing in mind the intelligence 

part of our responsibilities as contrasted to the prosecutive, 

it is questionable whether we can afford to give up micro- 

phone coverage. 91 

It was recommended in the memorandum that: 

"1, We insist basically that microphone surveillances 
be Installed without trespass. 

"2. If it is not possible to install a microphone 
as above indicated, and the intelligence to be 
gained therefrom Is a necessary adjunct to the 
investigation involved, consideration be given 
to authorizing the installation. These surveil- 
lances will be limited to an absolute minimum end 
will only be authorized when vitally necessary and 
when prosecution is not contemplated • " 

The Executive Conference of IXay 5, 1052, unanincusly 
recommended approval of the recoiamendations set forth above, 

llr. Tolson agreed but suggested that those installations 
about which there was a legal question be reviewed. The 
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Director concurred and commented, "X am Inclined to die- 
continue all about which there is any legal question," 
(Exhibit 30) 

Attorney General ITcGranery Authorizes Microphones Involving 
Trespass in Security Cases, June fl, lSuZ 

The Director conferred with Attorney General 
UcGranery on June 6, 1952, concerning the problem of micro- 
phone installations where trespass was involved • By way of 
background, a memorandum from Ur. Belmont to Mr* Ladd, dated 
May 23, 1952 f had expressed the opinion that the value of 
the intelligence information gathered warranted the use of 
microphone surveillances even though trespass was involved. 
(Exhibit 31) However, It was essential that the Bureau obtain 
the backing of the Attorney General for the use of this 
technique* Ur* Tolson had commented that he believed these 
microphones should be removed unless the Attorney General 
authorized them. The Director noted that he would speak to 
the Attorney General* 

In the conference with Attorney General UcGranery 
on June 6, 1952, the Director referred to the fact that the 
prior Attorney General* McGrath, had ruled he could not approve 
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the installation of microphones where trespass was involved. 
{Exhibit 32) The Director told Attorney General McGranery 
that such Installations had been utilized on a very limited 
basis by the FBI and only in cases which directly affected 
the internal security of the United States. The Director 
pointed out that* after this ruling by Attorney General McGrath 
on February 26, 1952, the Bureau had discontinued nearly all 
of the microphone installations which involved trespass. 

Attorney General McGranery told the Director that 
he thought it was entirely proper for installations of micro* 
phones to be made in any case where elements were at work 
against the security of the United States and that, in such 
instances, where the Director felt there vas a need to install 
microphones, even though trespass might be committed, he 
would leave it to the Director* s Judgment as to the steps to 
take. The Director informed Attorney General McGranery that 
this authority would be used only in extreme cases and only 
In cases involving the internal security of the United States. 

Discuss i ons to Obtain Modification of Department's 
Interpretation of Vrecpass 

| For almost a year following the Director *s 

conference with Attorney General McGranery on June 6, 1952, 

/ 
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Bureau officials were la regular contact with Departmental 
attorneys with regard to a study the Department was making 
to determine under what conditions microphone surveillances 
might properly be made. The Department's approach to this 
problem was outlined In conferences with Departmental 
attorneys William Foley and Thomas Ball of the Criminal 

Divisions 


On December l t 1953, attorneys Foley and Ball stated 


that lt was apparent to them that the Attorney General* as 
chief law enforcement officer of the country, could not be 
placed in the position of authorizing outright trespass. 
(Exhibit 33) However, bearing in mind the value of the 
microphone technique in cases affecting the national welfare 
and security, they felt that the Attorney General could, iu 
effect, throw his weight behind the Bureau in those cases 
where trespass was a technical violation or where trespass 
was arguable. Attorneys Foley and Ball stated that they 
believed that the previous interpretation by the Department 
as to what constituted trespass was far too restrictive. 


suggested to attorneys Foley and nail at this conference 
on December 1, 1953, that it might be possible for the 


Mr* Belmont and Br. Hennrich of the Bureau 
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Attorney General to send to the Bureau a memorandum modifying 
the Department* 8 Interpretation of trespass and giving 
Departmental backing for the use of microphones in situations 
where there was not outright and clear trespass. Specifically, 
three situations were cited: 



(3) Where a microphone was placed within the 
subject* s room or meeting place through 
actual access to the cpace but where such 
access was gained through the assistance 
of a person having legal access to the 
space, such as a landlord, hotel manager, 


Ur. Belmont and Mr. Hennrich estimated that, if 
the Bureau received Departmental backing In regard to 
Installations of the types described, it would cover more 
than 75 per cent of the microphones the Bureau was then using 
In security cases. They noted, however, that the Bureau 
would still be in the position, in certain other exceptional 
cases where prosecution was not contemplated, of needing 


microphone coverage despite the outright trespass involved 


because it would be essential to the national welfare* 

An interim memorandum concerning the Department 9 
study 9 dated December 9, 1953 , was received from Assistant 
Attorney General Warren Olney, 111. (Exhibit 34) This 

Departmental memorandum reviewed the state of existing law 

regarding microphone surveillances and reached conclusions 

pertinent portions of which follow: 

"The evidence secured by a microphone surveillance 
and accompanied by the commission of a trespass may 
or may not be admissible , depending on the view 
taken by the Courts, in balancing the 9 reprehensible 9 
conduct of federal agents in securing the evidence 
against the nature of the crime and the weight of 
the evidence, of their prerogative to exclude the 
evidence by establishing a judicial rule of evidence, 
as in the UcNabb decision , entirely apart from 
constitutional considerations. 

"In conclusion, this Division is constrained to 
emphasize what is already manifest from the above 
discussion and analysis, that the legal questions 
posed by the hypothetical situations in your 
memorandum of February 28 t 1952, and related 
memoranda, partake of a novel character and, 
hence, are not susceptible to precise determi- 
nation on the basis of precedent or authority* 
Moreover, our task, in formulating and applying 
a theoretical yardstick, is made more difficult by 
the distinct and continuing conceptual conflict 
within the Supreme Court itself, with respect to 
the application of the constitutional safeguards 
against 9 unreasonable searches and seizures 9 and 
the relative significance of an 9 illegal entry 9 
or f trespass 9 in determining the admissibility or 
non-admlsslbllity of the evidence Involved herein. 



It is obvious, therefore, that in reconsidering 
this natter and restating our views, it is 
impossible to forecast with certainty the future 
trends of the Supreme Court in this area and to 
predict their judicial acceptability." 


Supreme Court Decision in the Irvine Case, 1054 
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While the Department was engaged in its study of 
microphone surveillances, a significant case, vas decided by 
the United States Supreme Court on February 8, 1954. In 
this case, Irvine v. California . (347 U.S. 123) local lav 
enforcement officers, with authorization from the district 
attorney, installed a microphone surveillance Involving 
trespass on the premises of Patrick E. Irvine. The police 
re-entered Irvine's premises on two separate occasions to 
change the location of the microphone. After installing the 
microphone in his bedroom, they were able to obtain evidence 
which led to his arrest on bookmaking charges. 

The United States Supreme Court, in a five to four 
decision, upheld the conviction on the grounds that the 
illegally obtained evidence could be admitted in a state court 
for & state crime and such admission did not violate the due 
process clause of the Fourteenth Amendment. However, the 
Court strongly denounced the activities of the police and 


suggested that the court record be brought to the attention 
Of the Attorney General of the United States to determine if 
there were any violations of civil rights statutes. 

Of more significance to the work of the Bureau , 
however, was the fact that the justices, in both the majority 
and dissenting opinions, felt that the actions of the police 
were "incredible." This comment by the justices recalled 
the earlier opinion received from the Department in its 
memorandum of December 8, 1953 f that the Courts might decide 
whether evidence obtained by microphone surveillance was or 
was not admissible by balancing the "reprehensible" conduct 
of Federal agents in securing the evidence against the 
nature of the crime and the weight of the evidence. 
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Bureau Continues to Seek Departnental Backing, 1954 

Ueantine, the Bureau had not received any statement 
from the Attorney General giving backing for the use of 
Microphones in situations where there was not outright and 
clear trespass involved. It vill be recalled that such 
backing had been the subject of discussion between Bureau 

1953. 

The Director, therefore. Instructed that the 
Department be pressed oa this matter and suggested that 
lfr, Nichols discuss it with ttr, Rogers of the Department 
and that Mr* Boardman discuss It with Mr. Olncy. 

When Mr. Nichols spoke to Mr. Rogers on March 29, 
1954 f Ur* Sogers inquired regarding the nature of the 
situations that would involve microphone surveillances. 
(Exhibit 35} Mr. Nichols explained that they would 
Involve, essentially v espionage and other internal security 
Blatters, Kr« Rogers agreed that the Department should 
back the Bureau in these matters and requested that, on 
aa informal basis, he be furnished with a draft covering 
the Bureau f e requirements. 
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ICr. Boardmnn spoke to ttr. Olney and other 
Departmental attorneys on March 30, 1954. (Exhibit 36 ) 
Mr. Olney referred to the case of Irvine r. California , 
and discussed it in some detail. Be expressed the opinion 
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the fact that the police had installed the microphone in 
the subject's bedroom and thereby exposed the private 
domestic life of the occupants. The fact that the police 
acted under the color of authority provided by the 
district attorney f s knowledge that they had used a 
microphone surveillance did not, Olney pointed out, soften 
the Court f s violent reactions Olney added that this 
decision made it even more difficult for the Department 
to forecast the reaction of the courts where trespass 
was involved* 

Af ter considerable discuss! on j Ur • Olney agreed 
to the following: 

(1) that microphone coverage *as necessary 
in security cases in the national Interest 

(2) that any cases going to prosecution must 
be carefully evaluated if a microphone had

(3) that the Department would modify its 
interpretation of what constituted trespass 
in the installation of microphones 
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(4) Vhat the Department would back the Bureau 
in the use of microphones in security cases 

(5) t Hat the Attorney General should furnish 
a memorandum to the Bureau covering points 
one, three # and four above* 

Mr. Olney also requested that the Bureau furnish 
the Department with an informal draft on these points from 
which the Attorney General f s memorandum would be prepared* 

Among the suggest ions made by Mr. Olney at this 
conference on March 31 f 1954 # was one to present proposed 
microphone installations to the Attorney General for his 
specific authority, as was being done in wire taps. At 
the sane tine, tlr. Olney stated that he doubted that the 
Attorney General would authorize a microphone installation 
involving a clear trespass* 

In his March 31, 1954 , memorandum to the Director 
reporting this conference with Ur* Olney , lir. Boarciman 
pointed out that there were two fundamental drawbacks in 
Br. Olney* s suggestion. First, there would be occasions 
when it was imperative that a microphone be installed 
immediately and there could be a delay in obtaining approval 
from the Attorney General. Second, It was once again 
doubtful that the Attorney General would approve a microphone 


Installation where there was clear trespass. Nevertheless! 
the Bureau 1 s responsibilities demanded that a limited 
nunber of such installations be used. Therefore, the 
Bureau continued to face a dlleuaa. It could either 
Install microphones on its own authority In limited 
situations to obtain vital information or it could risk 
losing coverage necessary in discharging its responsibilities 
if these requests for microphone coverage were presented to 
the Attorney General and denied* 

Bureau Presents Draft Ifexsorandug to the Department 

In accordance with the suggestions of Ur« Rogers 
and Mr. Olney, the Bureau furnished the Department , on 
April 1, 1954 , a draft of the proposed memorandum from the 
Attorney General backing the Bureau in the use of microphones 
Involving a trespass. (Exhibit 37 ) 

Mr, Nichols discussed this proposed draft with 
Mr. Sogers on April 14 f 1954. (Exhibit 38 ) Mr. Rogers 
stated that, after further reflection, he did not think 
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microphone surveillances on the ground that time vas of the 
essence and he thought the Attorney General would be in a 



much better position to defend the Bureau In the event 
there should be a technical trespass if he had not 
heretofore approved it." Mr. Tolson noted, and the 
Director agreed, M ...we would be In a better position to 
submit requests to AG as we do wire taps." 

Final Draft of Proposed Memorandum from Attorney General 
BrownelT 

On Bay 7, 1954 f Mr. J . Walter Yeagley of Mr. Olney's 
office furnished the Bureau a copy of the final draft for 
the proposed memorandum from the Attorney General. This 
proposed memorandum would provide the Bureau with backing 
in the use of microphone surveillances involving a trespass . 
This final draft was reviewed and evaluated in a memorandum 
from Mr, Belmont to Sir. Boardman dated Uay 8, 1954. 
(Exhibit 39) 

The final draft was approved by the Director, 
and Mr. Yeagley was advised of that approval on May 10, 1954. 
That draft became in fact an official memorandum from 
Attorney General Browne 11 dated Uay 20, 1954. (Exhibit 40) 

Zt is Important to examine in some detail the 
Bureau's evaluation of that final draft to comprehend the 
intent of those who had figured in the negotiations for this 
official backing from the Attorney General. 
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2a his memorandum dated Hay 8, 1954 § Mr. Belmont 

eet forth the following analysis of the final draft for 

the proposed memorandum from Attorney General Brownell; 

"•••the Attorney General would be giving us 
the green linht for the use of microphones 
in internal security* cases* • • (he) points 
out the liurcau has an intelligence function 
as well as a duty to develop evidence for 
prosecution. In the last sentence of the 
memorandum it is stated; * I recognize that for 
the FBI to fulfill its Important intelligence 
function, considerations of internal security 
and the national safety are paramount and, 
therefore* nay compel the unrestricted use 
of this technique in the national interest* 1 

"•••relative to original* cases, the Attorney 
General is not a& strong but he takes 
cognizance of the need for microphone 
surveillances in cases affecting the 
national sajoty^ end indicates they should 
be used in only the more important 
invest igat ions • 

"•••The Attorney General points but the need 
for discretion and intelligent restraint in 
use of microphones by the FBI i n all cases, 
including internal security saattGrs j- ana 
rciers to tiie Irvine case/,. iuo Attorney 
General 9 in effect, indicates that we 
should not put microphones in a bedroom 
or some comparable intimate location but 
at the same tlxie 9 he points out that if 
/important intelligence or evidence relating 
/ to matters connected with the internal 
security can only be obtained by such an 
/ installation, it is his opinion that under 
/ such circumstances the installation Is proper 
and is not prohibited by the U« S, Supreme 
Court's decision in the Irvine case*

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"...relative to trespass, each case will 
be considered on its own merits but the 
Department In resolving the problems which 
my arise ^ will review the c ir cumstances 
in the light of the practical necessities 
of investigation and of the national 
Interest which must be protected." 

Ur. Belmont observed, in his memorandum of May 8 9 

1954, that there was no objection to the final draft of 

the m^ntcyrandinn from Attorney General Brownell, nnd stated 

that Bureau policy would continue to stress the necessity 

for microphone installations without trespass, particularly 

in cases which might go to prosecution! wfc 


addition, the Bureau would point out to the field that it 
should avoid installations in locations such as bedrooms. 
Vith regard to criminal cases, it was noted that the sane 
rules would apply and care would be taken to restrict 
microphone installations to important cases. 


; The negotiations between Bureau officials and 
Departmental attorneys for a modification of the interpretation 
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of trespass and for Departmental backing for FBI use of 
microphone surveillances culminated In a memorandum from 
Attorney General Browne 11 to the Director dated llay 20 , 
1954. This memorandum was, as previously noted, identical 
with the final draft analyzed by Mr* Belmont and approved 
by the Director, Pertinent portions of this memorandum 
follow: 

"The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
entitled Irvine v. California, 34? U.S. 128, 
denouncing the use of microphone surveillances 
by city police in a gambling case makes 
appropriate a reappraisal of the use which 
may be made in the future by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation of microphone 
eurvcillance in connection vith matters 
relating to the internal security of the 
country* 

"It is clear that in some instances the U3e of 
microphone surveillance is the only possible 
way of uncovering tbe activities of espionage 
agents, possible saboteurs, and subversive 
persons* In such instances, I am of the opinion 
that the national interest requires that 
microphone surveillance be utilized by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation* This use 
need not be limited to the development of 
evidence for prosecution* The FBI has an 
intelligence function in connection with 
internal security matters equally as Important 
as the duty of developing evidence for 
presentation to the courts and the national 
security requires that the FBI be able to 
use microphone surveillance for the proper 
discharge of both of such functions* The 
Department of Justice approves the use of 
microphone surveillance by the FBI under 
these circumstances and for these purposes* •*

Bureau Implementation of Departmental Authorization a 1954 


After the receipt of Ur« Brownell*s memorandum of 
Hay 20, 1954, immediate steps were taken to insure that Bureau 
policy and procedures adhered to the guidelines established 
by the Attorney General . It was stressed that the FBI would 
use microphones on a restricted basis in security and 
important criminal cases* The Director Instructed at this 
time, "I want the sane standards to prevail in this project 
as prevail in the authorization of 'Technicals,* No 
installations are to be authorized unless approved specifically 
by Tolson personally, H The Director emphasized that he wanted 
"Tblson to pass on ail microphone installations whether with 
or without trespass." (Exhibit 41)

PSE OF LlICROPHttiES IN CRIlIPfAL INTgLLI^HCE glOGRAM 
Basic Policy 

The Bureau 1 s Criminal Intelligence Program, as it 
exists today » began during the latter part of November, 1957 , 
following the infamous and much publicised meeting of more 
than 60 racketeers at the estate of Joseph Barbara at 
Apalachin, New York, on November 14, 1957* 

The planning for the Bureau-vide Criminal 
Intelligence Program took place at a two-day conference, 
held in Washington, D« C«, and attended by Bureau officials 
and several Special Agents in Charge who would be expected 
to play major roles In the implementation of this effort » 

The original instructions, which wore sent to all 
field offices on November 27* 1957, outlined the general 
avenues of investigation and the goals to be achieved in 
establishing broad intelligence coverage of organised crino 
in this country* (Exhibit 42 ) These instructions stated, 
"Existing Bureau instructions must be fully complied with in 
the utilization of highly confidential sources or microphone 

surveillances* No requests for technical coverage (wire taps) 
will be considered * *♦ 
♦Underlining added for emphasis 
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In the implementation of the Bureau 9 s Criminal 
Intelligence Program, the field was urged to use microphone 
Surveillances* For example, all Special Agents in Charge 
were instructed by letter dated June 11, 1959, to be alert 
for situations in which extraordinary and confidential 
investigative techniques could be employed to advantage, 
(Exhibit 43 ) This letter cited a microphone surveillance 
as a good example of a highly confidential Investigative 
technique which had already provided extremely valuable 
information concerning the activities of a notorious 
New Jersey hoodlum* The letter specifically pointed out 
that it would be necessary that aggressiveness, initiative, 
and good judgment be exercised so these techniques would 
bo utilized in well— selected situations* 

Review of Microphone Utilization in Crininal Intelligence Pr/onrrara 

In compliance with a request from Ilr. Tolson, 
Mr. Belmont examined the microphone surveillances being 
used in the Criminal Intelligence Program and reported his 
findings in a memorandum to Ur. Tolson dated July 2, 1959, 
(Exhibit 44 ) In this regard, Ur. Belmont reviewed the 
developments leading to Attorney General Br own ell's memorandum 
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of Hay 20, 1954, Br. Belmont pointed oat that FBI authority 
for the use of microphones in criminal cases evolved from

Overall Bureau policy on microphone surveillances 
waxen developed from the authority granted in Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell's memorandum of Hay 20 f 1954, was still being 
followed on January 21, 1961, when Robert F, Kennedy was sworn 
in as Attorney General • 
Crusader Against Organized Crime 

For a number of years prior to January 21 , 1961 , 
Mr. Kennedy had built a public image as a staunch crusader 
against organized crime. He. had served as counsel for the 
Senate Committee which investigated labor racketeering. He

he warned, "If we do not on a national scale attack organized 
criminals with weapons and techniques as effective as their 
own, they will destroy us."

In November, 1960, Ur* Kennedy appeared on the 
television program, "Meet the Press." (Exhibit 50) During 
this program, he said that something must be done about 
organized crime 9 and mentioned the meeting of the Nation* s top 
hoodlums at Apalachin, New York. Mr. Kennedy, in discussing 
what would be done with organized crime if John F. Ke nn edy were 
elected President, noted that Federal agencies did not at that 
time have intelligence coverage In the organized crime field 
as was maintained In the field of communism, and said that the 
situation would be changed* C: 


After ho became Attorney General, Mr. Kennedy made the 
following statement 9 "♦..We are now treating organized 
crime as the Federal Bureau of Investigation has treated 
communism over the period of the last 30 years/ 1 (Exhibit 51) 
. Mr. Kennedy's crusading tactics against organized 

+ft r.nmmAnt. . "One eertaintv about 

Robert F. Kennedy, when he was named Attorney General, was 
that he would exert himself as a 'crime buster. t,f 
Mr, Kennedy did, indeed, exert himself against organized 
crime. Shortly after he took office he made it clear in 
his public utterances that he would conduct a concerted drive 
against organized crime in his new position. (Exhibit 52) 
Early in 1961, Mr, Kennedy moved to enlist the 
combined forces of several Federal investigative agencies 
for an intensified drive against organized crime. To 
coordinate this concerted effort, Mr. Kennedy used the 
Organized Crine and Racketeering Section of the Department 
of Justice. The FBI had, of course, major responsibilities 
in this program.

On February 16, 1961 $ Mr, Kennedy held a 

luncheon conference at the Treasury Department. In 

attendance at this conference were Secretary of the 

Treasury Douglas Dillon, Commissioner of the Internal 


Revenue Service Mortimer M. Caplin, the Director t and 
other officials* Mr. Kennedy outlined at this conference 
the program which he had in mind for making inroads into 
organized crime • (Exhibit 5$ 

As part of the proceedings, Mr* Caplin presented 
for the examination of Mr. Kennedy and the Director copies 
of instructions he Jiad issued to investigative personnel 
of the Internal Revenue Service concerning the responsi- 
bilities of that agency in the drive against organized crime. 

These instructions, entitled "Special Racketeer 
Investigations," were enclosed in a letter from Mr. Caplin 
to Mr. Kennedy which Mr. Caplin delivered personally to 
Mr. Kennedy that day. This document made specific reference 
to planned use of electronic aids in investigation of leading 
racketeers by the Internal Revenue Service. Page two of 
this document stated, "In conducting such investigations, full 
use will be made of available electronic equipment and other 
technical aids, as well as such investigative techniques as 
surveillances, undercover work, etc." 

Mr. Kennedy Advised of Bureau f s Plans Against Organized 
Crime 

In a memorandum dated April 0, 1961, the Director 
was Informed about conferences with selected Special Agents 
in Charge hold in connection with the Intensification of the 


Criminal Intelligence Program* In this memorandum it was 
noted that the Bureau had previously furnished Attorney 
General Kennedy, for his information, Instructions to Burei 
field offices contained in letters to all Special Agents ii 
Charge dated March 1 and March 30 , 1961.

This memorandum stated that the Bureau's views on the use < 
microphone surveillances in FBI cases were being furnished 
in connection with the Attorney General's contemplated 
appearance before the Senate Subcommittee on Constitutional 
Rights* pertinent portions of this memorandum of Hay 4, 1! 
follow: 


"Our policy on the use of microphone surveillances 
is based upon a memorandum from former Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell dated Hay 20, 1954 9 in 
which he approved the use of microphone surveil- 
lances with or without trespass* In this memo* 
nudum Mr. Brownell said in part: 

"*I recognize that for the FBI to fulfill its 
important intelligence function, considerations of 
internal security and the national safety are 
paramount and, therefore, may compel the unre- 
stricted use of this technique in the national 
interest •* 

"In light of this policy, in the internal security 
field, we are utilizing microphone surveillances 
on a restricted basis even though trespass is necessary 
to assist in uncovering the activities of Soviet 
intelligence agents and Communist Party leaders. 
In the interests of national safety, microphone 
surveillances are also utilized on a restricted basis, 
even though trespass is necessary, in uncovering ma.lor 
criminal activities. We are using such coverage in 
connection with our investigations of the clandestine 
activities of top hoodlums and organized crime. From 
an intelligence standpoint, this investigative technlqu 
has produced results unobtainable through other means. 
The information so obtained is treated in the same 
manner as information obtained from wire tans, that 
is, not from the standpoint of evidentiary value but 
for intelligence purposes/* 

"There is no Federal legislation at the present 
time pertaining to the use of microphone surveil- 
lances , The passage of any restrictive legislation 
in this field would be a definite loss to our 
Investigative operations, both in the internal 
security field and in our fight against the 
criminal element. This is especially true in the 
case of organized crime where we have too few 
weapons at our command to give up the valuable 
technique of microphones. 


Since this memorandum was furnished r to the Deputy 
Attorney General for the specific use of. the Attorney Genera 
It was official notice to Mr. Kennedy and to the Department 
of Justice of the Bureau's policy concerning the use of 
+ microphone surveillances. Moreover, it spelled out that the 

Bureau had interpreted Attorney General Brownell's letter 
of Ma y 20 | 1954 , to give it authorization for use of 
microphone surveillances in criminal cases. If there were 
disagreement with this interpretation, the Bureau should 
have been so advised at that time. 
Mr« Kennedy Pleased About FBI Microphone Coverage 

On July 6, 1961, Mr* Kennedy held a conference of 
attorneys in the Department's Organized Crime and Racketeer: 
Section as the concluding phase of an inquiry he had been 
conducting on the activities of this Section* Assistant 
Director Evans, who was present at this conference, was 
asked by Mr* Kennedy about "electronic devices/' similar to 
those used in espionage cases, in the investigations of orgs 
ized crime. Since there were a number of people present, 
Mr. Evans made a general reply which conveyed the message 
that he would discuss this matter with the Attorney General 
under more appropriate circumstances. (Exhibit 57) 




In a memorandum dated July 6. 1961- Mr. Evans 
recorded Mr. Kennedy's remark 9 noted that there was 
serious question as to. whether the Attorney General was 
aware of the difference between a technical and a 
microphone surveillance $ and asked for permission to 
discuss this subject with the Attorney General. The 
Director approved f and Mr. Evans saw Mr. Kennedy in 
regard to this matter on July 7, 1961* Mr. Evans 
recorded this discussion with the Attorney General in 
a memorandum dated July 7. 1961. {Exhibit 58 ) The 
following pertinent quotation is taken from this 
memorandum: 

,f It was pointed out to the Attorney General 
that we had taken action with regard to the 
use of microphone surveillances in these 
cases (organized crime investigations) and 
while they represented an expensive inves- 
tigative step, we were nevertheless 
utilizing them in all instances where 
this was technically feasible and where 
valuable information might be expected. 
The strong objections to the utilization 
of telephone taps as contrasted to 
microphone surveillances was stressed. The 
Attorney General stated he recognized the 
reasons why telephone taps should be 
restricted to national-defense-type cases 
and he was pleased we had been using 
microphone surveillances where these 
objections do not apply wherever possible 
in organised crime matters.** 
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By the tine that Mr, Kennedy had become 
Attorney General, the Bureau had learned from its 
experience with the Criminal Intelligence Program that 
the single, most productive intelligence-gathering 
technique had been microphone surveillances of selected 
underworld figures. 

Many of these microphone surveillances used 
pto the information 

obtained to an FBI monitoring center. These] 

Pdld not, however f constitute a wire tap or 
technical surveillance. These^ pare similar 

to "open lines" used by stockbrokers and music companies 
to transmit information and music from one location to 
another. It was normally possible for the FBI to make 
oral arrangements with the telephone company involved

If there were any remaining doubt in 
Mr* Kennedy's mind that the FBI was using microphone 
surveillances, it should have been dispelled during two 
visits he made to FBI field offices. On March 19, 1963, 
Mr* Kennedy was briefed on organized crime investigations 
in the FBI's Chicago Office. This briefing was attended 
by other Departmental officials , including Willian 
Hundley. Chief of the Organized Crime and Racketeering 
Section* After Special Agents of the FBI told them 
about the corruption of local law enforcement officers 
by Chicago hoodlums , a tape recording from an FBI 
microphone surveillance was played for them.

Evidence Mr. Kennedy's Staff Was Aware of FBI Use of 
Microphone Surveillances 

In addition to Mr. Kennedy's personal involve- 
ment in matters relating to microphone surveillances , 
members of his Staff were v in specific security and 
criminal cases, on notice that microphone surveillances 
were used by the FBI. The following are typical 
instances: 

(1) On May 25, 1961, Herbert J. Miller, Jr., 
Assistant Attorney General, Criminal Division! Department 

of Justice, sent a significant letter to Senator Sam J.

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(8) Mr. William Hundley, Chief of the 
Organized Crime and Racketeering Section of the Department 
of Justice, who also served in this position during the 
time Mr. Kennedy was the Attorney General, discussed 
his knowledge of FBI microphone surveillances with 
Assistant to the Director DeLoach and Assistant Director 
Gale on December 30, 1965. Hr. Hundley stated that he 
had been aware that the FBI had been using microphones 
in its investigation of the underworld M skimming 
operations'* pertaining to gambling receipts from casinos 
in Las Vegas* Ur. Hundley said, "You cannot be in this 
business as long as I have been and read the FBI reports 
concerning skimming without knowing that this type of 
information had to come as a result of microphone 
coverage." (Exhibit 76) 

Mr. Hundley also stated that he had never 
discussed this with former Attorney General Kennedy but 
that he had discussed microphone coverage in Las Vegas 
with former Assistant Attorney General Herbert J. Uiller 

who was head of tho Criminal Division while Mr. Kennedy 
was the Attorney General. Hundley added that he had 
several discussions with Ur. Miller concerning 


microphone surveillances in Las Vegas after a leak of 
information in March # 1963 $ resulted in the exposure of 
an FBI Microphone surveillance at the Fremont Hotel in 
Las Vegas, 

Civil Suits In Las Vegas Involving FBI Microphones 

Following the discovery in March f 1963 , of the 
FBI microphone surveillance in the office of Edward 
Levinson, President of the Fremont Hotel in Las Vegas, 
Nevada, a civil suit was brought on February 26, 1964 9 
by Levinson and the Fremont Hotel against the telephone 
company in Las Vegas* Although this suit was dismissed 
with prejudice on May 20, 1965, another civil suit was 
instituted on December. 10 f 1965 f against the telephone 
company and the Special Agent in Charge, the Assistant 
Special Agent In Charge, and two Special Agents of the 
Las Vegas Office of the FBI. (Exhibit 77) 

The Fred Black Case 

As noted previously! tracing the flow of funds 

Las Vegas, Nevada, to La Cosa Nostra leaders was of 


prime importance in the Bureau's over-all efforts to 
combat organized crime* 

During the time that Mr. Kennedy was 
Attorney General, information was developed that 
Washington lobbyist Fred Black, because of his known 
connections with individuals who served as couriers in 
the "skimming operation appeared to be personally 
Involved in this flow of funds to La Cosa Nostra. As 
part of this investigation, a microphone surveillance 
was instituted on Black at the Sheraton-Carlton Hotel, 
Washington, D. C. f on February 8, 1963. (Exhibit 78) 

During an interview with Bureau officials on 
June 2, 1066 f former Assistant Director Evans stated 
that while Mr. Kennedy was Attorney General he had briefed 
Mr* Kennedy on the Black Investigation. Mr. Evans further 
stated that on one occasion he furnished Mr. Kennedy 
information which could only have come from a microphone. 
He added that the Attorney General could well have inferred 
the usage of microphones as a result of receiving this 
information. (Exhibit 98) 

On the basis of an investigation conducted by 
the Internal Revenue Service $ Black was convicted in the 


United States District Court, Washington, D. C, on 
Hay 5, 1964 , for violation of Federal income tax lavs* 
The conviction was upheld in the Court of Appeals and the 
United States Supreme Court denied certiorari. 

Subsequently, on May 24, 1966, United States 
Solicitor General Thurgood Marshall filed a memorandum 
before the Supreme Court advising the Court that there 
was an electronic surveillance of Black and that . 
conversations between Black and his attorney had been 
intercepted* As a result of Mr. Marshall's memorandum, 
the Supreme Court requested additional details concerning 
the electronic coverage of Black. 

Almost two weeks before Mr. Marshall 9 s 
memorandum was filed, Assistant to the Director De Loach 
and Assistant Director Gale had, on May 11, 1966, brought 
to the Department *s attention the pitfalls involved in 
so advising the Supreme Court. The Department was told 
that the results of the conversation between Black and 
his attorney had not been disseminated outside the Bureau. 
Therefore, the prosecution was not aware of the monitoring 
and did not, of course, use it against the defendant* 
Furthermore, no motion had been made by the defense to 


determine if the Government had microphone coverage* 
In addition, the monitoring occurred approximately one 
year before the trial and involved an attorney who did 
not appear as an attorney of record. Finally, the 
disclosure would trigger unwarranted criticism of the 
FBI and the Department and could come at an inappropriate 
time in view of the pending case against Bobby Baker 
and the civil suit in Las Vegas. Despite these cogent 
arguments , the Department filed the memorandum so it 
would have "clean hands." (Exhibit 93)

Review of Bureau Policy, October f 1964 


In the interim period from the resignation of 


Attorney General Kennedy on September 3 9 1964 $ to the 


swearing in of Attorney General Nicholas deB. Katzenbach 
on February 13, 1965 t existing Bureau policy concerning 
special investigative techniques, including microphones, 
was reviewed. The results of this review were set forth 


Belmont to Associate Director Tolson dated October 6, 
1964, (Exhibit 8» 

In regard to microphones, Mr. Belmont stated 
that they were being used in security cases and criminal 
intelligence matters and that each installation had to be 
approved by Mr. Tolson. He also said that microphone 
surveillances had been a primary source of information on 
organized crime, particularly in regard to La Cosa Nostra. 
He added that this information had enabled the FB2 to 

infiltrate, penetrate, and disrupt organized crime. More- 
over, it had also provided leads for the development of 
live informants. 


in a memorandum from former Assistant to the Director 
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llr. Belmont also pointed out in bis memorandum { 
that the FBI had discontinued dissemination of information 
from microphone surveillances to the Department of Justice 
and United States Attorneys , except when an impending 
murder was involved. This policy had been adopted following 
"the leak of information from the Department , which exposed 
the FBI microphone surveillance at the Fremont Hotel in 
Las Vegas in March, 1963, The Director approved the 
policies outlined by Mr* Belmont. 

Mr. Katzenbach to Approve All Microphone Surveillances 

Attorney General Katzenbach, in a conversation 
with the Director on Uarch 30, 1965, stated that he would 
like to set up a procedure, similar to that in effect 
concerning technical surveillances, whereby he would be 
advised by the Bureau of microphone surveillance installa- 
tions. (Exhibit 83) On the same day, the Director sent a 
memorandum to the Attorney General which contained the 
following: 

"In line with your suggestion this 
morning, X have already set up the 
procedure similar to requesting of 
authority for phone taps to be 
utilized in requesting authority 
for the placement of microphones. 



In other words t I shall forward to 
70a from time to time requests for 
authority to install microphones 
where deemed imperative for your 
consideration and approval or 
disapproval * Furthermore , I have 
instructed that, where you have 
approved either a phone tap or the 
Installation of a microphone , you 
be advised when such is discontinued 
if in less than six months and 9 If 
not discontinued In less than six 
months, that a new request be 
submitted by me to you for extension 
of the telephone tap or microphone 
installation* 99 (Exhibit 84) 

On May 6, 196 5 , the Director and Mr. Belmont 


discussed microphone and technical surveillances with 
Attorney General Katzenbach. (Exhibit 85) At the outset , 
the Attorney General stated that he was not concerned about 
the use of these techniques in security cases* He stated 
that he agreed with the Director's position, originally 
presented to Attorney General Tom Clark, that all technical 
surveillances used throughout the Federal Government should 
be approved by the Attorney General, He then suggested the 
desirability of channeling all these Federal Government 
technical surveillances to the FBI for central control and 
handling* 


The Director argued successfully against this 


proposal by stating that, as the FBI had learned through 
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experience, It is necessary to hold knowledge of these 
surveillances to an absolute minimum ♦ It was further

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and microphone surveillances was confined to him and his 
office staff , except where prosecution was being considered 
in a particular case* 

During this discussion, the Attorney General 
expressed concern that the Department and the Bureau 
might be embarrassed in court over the use of microphone 
surveillances involving trespass in hoodlum cases* In 
answer to a question, the Attorney General was advised 
that approximately 95 per cent of the microphone installa- 
tions involved trespass* 

The Attorney General was advised that these 
microphones were necessary unless he wanted to cut back 
on the attack against organized crime* Xt was pointed out 
that La Cosa Nostra is a powerful group which spearheads 
organized crime* It has immense power through corruption, 
graft, and Influence in political and law enforcement circles* 
It wields power over its membership and associates through 
fear* Xt constitutes a menace to the welfare of the 






country because of its power and influence, and has been 
surrounded by an aura of invincibility* 

Mr, Katzenbach was reminded that the FBZ had 
been vaging an all-out attack on La Cosa Nostra, In 
this attach, microphone surveillances had been invaluable 
in providing intelligence information leading to 
identification of La Cosa Nostra members, and information 
concerning their areas of influence 9 their organisation, 
and their activities. 

Attorney General Discontinues All Microphone Surveillances 

The Attorney General, on July 12, 1965, informed 
the Director that he -would like to have all microphone 
surveillances suspended at that time, because of Hie 
pressure being brought to bear, particularly on the Internal 
Revenue Service, by the United States Senate Subcommittee 
on Administrative Practice and Procedure headed by 
Senator Long of Missouri . (Exhibit 86> The Attorney General

FBI had no microphone surveillance coverage < 
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In his memorandum dated July 14 , 1965 , recording 
his conversation with the Attorney General on July 12, 
1965 f the Director enunciated Bureau policy. In so doing, 
he stated: 

"In view of the growing delicacy in this whole field, I

"I realize the value of technical surveillances as well 
as of microphone installations, both in our security 
and in our crime investigations, but if it be the will 
of Congress and the desire of the Attorney General 
that they be completely suspended, we will, of course, 
have to comply with it." 


Attorney General Again Authorizes Microphone Surveillances in 
Security Cases 


In response to several requests from the Bureau 

for guidelines in the use of special investigative 

techniques, Attorney General Katzenbach, by memorandum dated 

September 27, 1965, made the following statements on 

microphone surve 1 1 lances : 

"There are many Instances where the use of portable micro- 
phones or portable recorders are necessary and appropriate 
and do not involve trespass or questions of admissibility 
of evidence or legality* Where such questions are not 
raised I believe the Bureau should continue to use these 
techniques in cases where you believe it appropriate with- 
out further authorization from me. Again, I am aware 
that such techniques have been Judiciously used in the 
past, and while they may have been abused by other agencies. 
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Z do not believe they have been abused by tbe Bureau 
in any instance* 


"The use of wiretaps and microphones Involving trespass 
present more difficult problems because of the inad- 
missibility of any evidence obtained in court cases and 
because of current judicial and public attitudes 
regarding their use* It is my understanding that such 
devices will not bo used without my authorizatt on, 
although in emergency circumstances they may be used 
subject to my later ratification* At this time I 
'> believe it desirable that all such techniques be confined 
to the gathering of Intelligence in national security 
matters , and I yill continue to approve all such requests 
in the future as I have in the past. I see no need to 
curtail any such activities in the national security 
field* 

"It is also my belief that there are occasions outside 
of the strict definition of national security (for 
example, organized crime) when it would be appropriate 
to use such techniques for intelligence purposes . 
However 9 in the light of the present atmosphere I 
believe that efforts in the immediate future should 
be confined to national security. Z realize that 
this restriction *ill hamper our efforts against 
organized crime and will require a redoubled effort 
on the part of the Bureau to develop intelligence 
through other means . ft (Exhibit 87) 

Current Bureau Policy on Microphone Surveillance^ 1966 

After the Attorney General again granted the FBI 
authority to use microphone surveillances to gather intelligence 
in national security matters, the Bureau, following the 
procedure established by ttr* Katzenbach to obtain his

In an October 29. 1965, memorandum dealing with 
the Long Committee, the Bureau's use of wire taps and 
microphone surveillances was reviewed for the Director* 
(Exhibit 88) On this memorandum the Director noted. 



In accordance with the Director's instructions, 
all microphone surveillances in security cases were dis- 
continued on November 1, 1965 f because all of them used 

■There were, of course 9 no microphone 
surveillances on criminal cases at this time because they 
had bees discontinued at the Attorney General's request in 
July. 1965 • 

After November 1, 1965. the Attorney General 
and the Director approved a limited number of microphone 
surveillances in security cases which did not Involve 

[In January, 1966, these microphone 
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mental attorneys conf orred regarding a Presidential 
memorandum, dated Juno 30 , 1965, v/hich dealt with technical 
and microphone survoil lances. (Exhibit go) This memorandum, 
addressed to all hoads of executive department d and agencies, 
established strict guidelines for tho use of technical sur- 
veillances, principally the obtaining of approval from the 

complete inventory of all mechanical and electronic equip- 
ment capable of Intercepting telephone conversations* 




Because the Bureau obtained authority f row the 
Attorney General and consulted with the Department regarding 
the use of these surveillance techniques 9 the Departmental 
representatives stated that the Bureau was already complying 
with the Presidential memorandum and that It would not he 
necessary to submit an inventory of equipment* 

Attorney General Katzenbach Prepared to Stand Behind FBI 

During December, 1965 9 newspaper and other sources 
brought to the attention of the Bureau that former Attorney 
General Robert F» Kennedy had allegedly stated that he 
never authorized the use of microphone surveillances in 
FBI Investigations of organized crime * 

By memorandum from the Director to the Attorney 
General » dated January 5, 1966 # reference was made to state- 
ments in the press which indicated that former Attorney 
General Kennedy and Departmental officials had not been aware 
of the FBI's use of microphones in the Investigation of 
organized crime. (Exhibit 91) The Director then set forth 
facts which illustrated that Ur # Kennedy and Departmental 
officials were on notice that the FBI was utilizing 


microphone surveillances in its investigation of organised 
crime. These facts have been incorporated into an earlier 
section of this brief entitled, "Tenure of Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy, 1961-1964*" 

In a memorandum dated January 13 f 1966, Attorney 
General Katzenbach referred to the relationship between 
former Attorney General Kennedy and the FBI in regard to 
the use of microphone surveillances in the investigation 
of organized crime. (Exhibit 92) Er. Katzenbach stated 
that Ur. Kennedy had informed him; at the time of the 
original Las Vegas law suit against the telephone company , 
» nrj subsequently, that he was unaware that the FBI us ed 
microphone surveillances against organized crime* 
Ur* Katzenbach stated, however, he believed, "that the 
actions of the FBI in this area were in any event Justified 
on the basis of understandings between the Bureau and prior 
(pre-1961) Attorneys General. I am prepared to stand behind 
those actions*" 
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On April 25 f 1966 , Senator Long advised Mr. DeLoach that 
he had no Intention whatsoever of holding committee hearings regarding 
the FBI's use of listening devices. (Exhibit 97) The Senator 
repeated an earlier statement that t at the right psychological time, 
h^ intended to release to the press the Director's letter of 
January 20, 1966 t and a statement from the Committee absolving the 
FBI of any wrongdoing in its use of microphones and wire taps. 
According to Senator Long, the time for releasing the Director's 
letter and the Committee's statement was not then propitious because 
newspapermen, such as Drew Pearson and David Kraslow, were pressuring 
him to hold public hearings concerning the FBI's use of electronic 
eavesdropping devices. Since Senator Long had not made these 
releases as of July 11, 1966, he apparently feels that the time 
is still not propitious.

Even 
if they had, however, the 1 break- in' documents in 
our New York Office were not integrated into the 
regular filing system in the office and, if an 
inquiry concerning general allegations had been made, 
it is entirely possible that New York would have 
responded with negative information. Thus, concerning 
the question of what procedures are being implemented 
to insure that this type problem will not recur, we 
will re-emphasize to all offices our current regulations 
that all investigative documents maintained by them, 
including all 'break-in* documents in our New York 
Office, must be indexed into the central filing system 
of the office.

Attached is material received from Office of Con-

Review of material furnished the Department's

With respect to the Director's comments in a 7/14/75 
news conference, that there were no entries against domestic 
targets subsequent to 1966, an analysis of material available 
to INTD shows that at the time of the Director's responses 
INTD was not in possession of information suggesting entries 
did occur after 1966.

Mr. Wannall responded, "I think 
Mr. Kelley ; at a new conference in July, acknowledged that the FBI 
had participated in surreptitious entires to obtain information. " 
Mr. Wannall was asked by Congressman Stanton, "Could you tell me, 
from 1945 until the present, how many instances there were?" 
Mr. Wannall responded, ,T We have made* very thorough study and have 


interviewed numerousj/who might have been knowledgeable in that area, 
jffc figuref that i recall*! that we have come up with^about a dozen and 
a half targets, flbwever, there had been numerous entisstf? against 
some of those targets. I think we have accounted for something in the 
neighborhood of 240 entires, none of which have taken place since 
April of 1968.

I presented to the Attorney General, and, insofar as 
I full disclosure by him, that's a question which 
I only he can answer. Me will report those about 
1 which we know. 

I Mr. Kelley, you said it was also for the good of 
the country that Agents send letters to school 
boards and principals and others to damage the 
reputation of people working who have had connec- 
tions with groups the FBI had infiltrated. Was 
that also for the good of the country? 

Your statement, was that also for the good of the 
country to do that, to damage the reputation, was 
not the issue. As you pose your question, you 
answered substantially my response that would be 
made. Yes, I 'think that the purpose here was to 
do something that would ultimately end to the 
benefit -of the Nation. In other words r I think 
in the so-called COINTEL Program, which you men- 
tioned, that the intent there was one . which had 


adequate basis. As to the programs, now, indi- 
vidually activities within those programs may be 
suspect. I have said and repeated that some of 
those activities I would not feel are proper today. I 
wasn't there during the time that all of these programs 
were developed, nor certainly the approval of the 
various activities within those programs. Wfere I to 
have been there, there is some that perhaps I might 
have said, "No I don't think this is proper." I have 
the benefit of hindsight. I have the benefit of exper- 
ience in local law enforcement which, I think, prepares 
me to better understand perhaps the impact of some of 
these types of things. They are not at all unknown in 
the field of law enforcement. In some degree or another 
almost all the law enforcement has engaged in some 
similar types of activities. Not perhaps to the sophisti 
cation as the CO INTEL Program, but the context of the 
time is felt necessary in the present day. We realize 
that different standards should be applied and they are 
and we do not engage in those activities now. Since 
April, 1971, we cut them off. 

(NOTE TO CORRESPONDENTS AND EDITORS: The preced- 
ing comment by Mr. Kelley concerning local police 
use of efforts similar to C0INTELPR0 may be open 
to misinterpretation. At his direction the FBI 
later issued his clarifying statement: "I had in 
mind that law enforcement agencies have used 
methods designed to create disunity among the 
criminal element, particularly in organized crime 
and hoodlum gangs. Probably most common was 
labeling a crime figure as a police informant 
to discredit and destroy his criminal influence. 
These activities to pit one crime figure against 
another have achieved success in neutralizing 
the criminal element.")

Mr. Kelley, in the last 50 years, as I understand 
it from FBI officials, there has never been an 
FBI Agent prosecuted for any kind of corruption 
or crime in connection with his official duties. 
Is there any agreement with the Justice Department 
either in writing or any other kind of agreement 
not to prosecute people who may stray from or 
commit crimes but, rather to handle it with 
internal discipline?

I first learned 
of the possibility that these files existed in January, 1974. I then* 
was presented a list of some of the files and called in one of the 
Assistant Directors and said what is this all about. Should they 
be integrated into the general file system, and I mean by that that 
we have a general file system. We have a section of our files which 
aie kept in a separate room because we don't want everyone t^> 
have the capability of going into them. The man who was charged

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with the responsibility of looking into this then within a few 
months retired. The next stimulation of this situation arose 
after a statement, appeared in the paper mentioning these files 
and we immediately talked about' this. Still I did not look at the 
files. I then Instructed that our Inspection Division go over them a 
make a listing of them, categorizing them. Some of them, of 
course, were purely administrative, some included information 
as outlined by Mr. Levi. Such a listing was made and was turned 
over to the Department. Thereafter Mr. Silberman looked them 
over and thereafter Mr Levi looked them over and I made a 
rather cursory check of them myself. Why did I not look these 
files over in the first place ? I did not construe them as being with- 
in the realm of the so-called dossiers that had been mentioned 
before and during, certainly, my confirmation. I said I did not

subscribe to the preparation or retention of dossiers on Congress- 
men nor members of the Senate. I still persist in that and we have 
not. My references were about those which were declared 
improper during Mr. Gray's administration and they were at that 
time stopped. These were dossiers that were prepared on candidates 
for Members of Congress and those who failed in their venture 
were destroyed. Those which were successful were put into the 
general files. We no longer do that and frankly, in my opinion, . 
this is what was referred to. I feel that these files should be

I have no knowledge that the 
FBI lias burglarised the Socialist Workers Party in that or other 
instances you are talking about since then- 
Mr. Doulums. You say you have no knowledge. Let mo put it this 
way : I would like to suggest that you check the files, and if there is 
any material leading to any facts that you burglarized the SWP or 
its Michigan office, would you supply that in writing to this committee! 

Mr. Wawxau* The files have been checked, and I assure you there 
is nothing in the files to indicate that in 1971 the Michigan office was 
burglarized. 
Mr. Dellums. Thnnk vou. 

FBI manual section ^122, entitled "Extremist Matters and Civil 
Unrest," says in part : 

Id addition to the three principal statutes outlined above, the following statute 
would pertain to fiirestisntions of Klau and other white hate groups* 
(4) Civil Bigots Act of IOCS <T1S,rsC,Sec.241) 

In summary, this statute makes Jt unlawful for two or more persona to con- 
spire to injure, oppress, threaten, or intimidate any citixeu in the free exercise 
or enjoyment of ftny riffht or privilege secured to him by the Constitution or 
laws of the United States. Additionally, Jt prohibits two or more persons going 
in disguise on the highway or on the premises of another with Intent to prevent 
or hinder his free exercise or enjoyment of auy rights secured by the ConstUu* 
tion or the laws of the United States. 

Doesn't this in fact describe the maior Dart of the FET's WaIK 
activities against so-called dissent groups in tin's country? 

Mr, Wanxall. The entire matter relating to the so-called Cointelpro 
haft been reviewed and is under consideration in the Civil Rights Divi- 
sion of the Department of Justice. We took our entire file on the 
Cointelpro and made it available to the Assistant Attorney General 
and two of his deputies to review the matter. While it was not possible 
for him to look at every serial, he did look at most of the serials, and 
m fact Sir. Ryan, who is at the table with me, tried to direct his atten- 
tion to specific items that might be troublesome. 

Following the review, he said based on his review there was no indi- 
cation of a violation of the statute. He did say that if any information 
is called to his attention in the future, he certainly would consider it, 

Mr. DEixmrs. You indicated in testimony this morning that you 
no Jonjrer have a security index file. You have an ADEX file. Does the 
FBI still maintain at some location cards wliich have names of 13 000 
persons who were on this security index! 1 

My point is: Von say you don't have it, but don't you in fact still 
have those names, and you can call them forward at any time? 

Mr. Waxxaia. We have cards on 13,000. 1 will accept that figure. I 
think it is probably in that neighborhood. When the security index 
was discontinued by legislation of this Congress in September of 1971, 
wo hnd a program of i-egularly destroying cards. They were main* 
tamed for a certain noriod of time and then destroved. However, Sena- 
tor Mansfield issued instructions in January of tins vear that no rec- 
ords should 1>e destroj ed pending the outcome of the investigations by 
the Senate committee. We have made no destruction of any records 
since that time*

Mr. Milfoiid. Mr, Wannall, on the surface it would seem that sev- 
eral witnesses have appeared before this committee and have given 
some very disturbing testimony against the FBL Some of these accu- 
sations and allegations are very serious. 

Under our svstcm of justice, whether in our courts w before our 
juries or even in congressional investigations, there exists the right 
of rebuttal by the accused or maligned. Without a doubt the FBI has 
been accused" of some serious aberrations and violations of our laws. 
There are actually two hearings going on here todav. 

One is the official hearing being conducted by this committee on be- 
half of tho House of ^Representatives. The other is a public hearing 
that in effect is a form of trial by television and notoriety by news- 
papers. 

With little doubt tonight's television and tomorrow's newspapers 
will detail the sensational statements made by the witnesses that ap- 
peared before this committee today. 

(j mi ice our legal system ot justice, the press is not required to plod 
through painstaking investigations to assure that all legitimate facts 
are known and presented to the jury or to the public 
, They are legally free to print or broadcast any item of information 
as long as someone will simply say it — particularly if it conveniently 
fits a 1-minute TV blurb or 300- word newspaper item, and particularly 
if the quotes are sensational, controversial or scandalous. 

While the FBI is probably poing to flunk out as a TV star in, to- 
night's news or as a celebrity in tomorrow's newspaper, I think it is 
extremely important for this committee's record to have the complete 
and detailed information concerning the allegations and accusations 
that have been made by witnesses before us today. 

You have rebutted portions of that testimony, Mr, Wannall. I real- 
ize that you may not be able to fullv comment on each and every alle- 
gation that has* been made today. The time remaining for this com- 
mit tee to finish its investigation will probably not allow us to call you 
or other FBI officials back before the committee in formal hearings. 

Therefore. I will ask you, as on official of tho FBI, to take the state- 
ments of each and every witness that have appeared here today in each 
case where the FBI has been charged with the commission of an ille- 
gal act or where allegations of improper actions have been made, and 
I would ask you to supply for tho committee's record the following 
information : 

(1) All evidentiary information contained in FBI files that will 
cither subslant iate orrobut each allegation, - \"

I think perhaps we had talked about this before, that if 
the recommendation was made it was made a record in our 
field office file after authorization. It was maintained 
for a year because we have an inspection of each of our 
Offices each year and the inspector has access to everything. 

If he found in the files information that was unaccounted 
for, the special agent in charge could say "Here is my 
authorization." After that process, .the record was 
destroyed.

I appreciate the opportunity of returning to 
my old alma mater here at the University of Kansas, I've 
always been proud of my Jayhawker degree of 1936, Why 
shouldn't I? I can think of no better school throughout 
this Nation for a young man eg: woman to attend. I am 

*proud to be an alumnus'of this great institution. - .and 

"I'm proud of its students and faculty members. 

1936 is a long time ago... and thinking back 
to my student days here in Lawrence brings back nostalgic 
memories * 

I recently read an interesting article by Dick 
Russell about myself in the Kansas Alumni - and I discovered 
some of the things I did in those days: that I "fodded" 
around campus in a blue convertible called "Bluebird" (we 
probably had all the gasoline we wanted then) ; that I 
downed near-beer and hard-boiled eggs with the best of 
them at Hillside Pharmacy at 9th and Indiana; that I was 
called "Chief" because my jutting jaw looked so much like 
the Indian on Big Chief school tablets. 

And maybe there are a few other things Dick Russell 
didn't print. r 

* 

For a few minutes today I want to talk to you - 
very seriously - about a topic of deep concern to us in v 
the FBI, to you as citizens of Lawrence, to all patriotic 
Americans - and this is our Nation's internal security . 


Perhaps you have seen recent mention in the 
press about the FBI and its policies on internal security - 
and by internal security we mean our efforts to protect 
you and other Americans from the foreign spy, the saboteur, 
the urban guerrilla, the terrorist. The media has recently 

an FBI term relating to certain aspects of internal security. 

When we -talk about internal security, the FBI's 
position - and my position personally - is that we must 
never allow any subversive group of terrorists or individuals 
advocating violence to bring this great Nation to its knees. 
I am confident that you too agree with me. America must 
be ready, able, and willing, at all times, as a democratic 
nation, to protect its own integrity, independence and 
freedoms. No terrorist group, or organisation threatening 
violence, should ever be allowed to subvert our historic 
principles of free government. * 

The FBI's position is to forthrightly, honestly, 
and within the bounds of our laws, protect our country from 
the predatory attacks of those who are not bound by legal 

scruples or by loyalty to our country* This has always been 

the FBI's position. It is the FBI's position today. It 
will be the FBI's position as long as I remain as* Director* 


In considering the FBI's acftions in protecting 
our society , we must recall the 1960's, when this 
Nation experienced a period of extreme social unrest 
and phy ical violence. We well remember the riots both 
on the streets and on the campuses. Academic buildings 
'were seized, administrative personnel kidnaped, entire 
universities brought to a halt. From coast to coast this

violence became a threat to the integrity of our institutions* 

These were the days of the planting of bombs in 

military installations, in office buildings, even on campuses. 

Manuals setting forth instructions for the making and 

planting of bombs circulated. 

In this atmosphere of unrest, extremist groups 

of various types were active. They hated our government 

And our democratic liberties. They were interested 

in destruction and injuring this country. Nothing could 

have pleased them more than to have rendered this 

Nation incapable of resolute and effective action for 

its own defense. 

Into FBI headquarters and field offices day 

after day poured reportg of extremism. The question arose: 

What can be done to meet this extremist challenge? What

steps should be taken to protect the rights, lives and 
property of law-abiding citizens? 
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There was a vital need for action* The 
Government had to protect our society . If the extremist 

groups , and their mentality of terrorism, were allowed

to gain even a temporary ascendancy, great damage 
might be done to the freedoms which form the lifeblood

As a result of this crisis in the 1960 f s and 
early 1970 f s, the FBI instituted a program called 
"cointelpro" which is an abbreviation which simply means 
"counterintelligence program.** This program was a positive 
effort to reduce and lessen the extremist danger * It was 
designed to bring under control and weaken extremist

the Weatherman and other revolutionary organizations, " and 
to protect the rights of innocent citizens * The gospel 
of violent revolution and insurrection had to be halted. 
If permitted to proliferate, it could seriously jeopardize 
our constitutional system of government. 

Now, I was not in the FBI at the time this

can well understand the^ feelings of the FBI and the Government. 

I am convinced that the motivation behind "cointelpro" stemmed

from a sincere and patriotic desire to protect our government 
and our democratic principles. 
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The main point is that the. FBI, the governmental 
agency responsible for protecting our internal security, 
at a moment of crisis did not stand idly by and allow our 
freedoms to be jeopardized. It took positive action. It 
could be justifiably criticized if it had not moved 
agyressiveij ^ uei tins reveiutionarj 

I agree with a statement by Chief Justice Vinson 
in a 1951 Supreme Court ruling. Justice Vinson wrote: 

"Obviously, the words cannot mean 

that before the Government may act, it 

must wait until the putsch is about to 

be executed, the plans have been laid 

and the signal is awaited- " 

In intelligence work you must be anticipatory 
in your judgment. The FBI simply cannot wait until the 
terrorist or the extremist - the individual whose allegiance 
is to violence - strikes before we act. Counterintelligence 
means staying abreast of these hostile groups which want to 
destroy our free institutions. 

This means that the FBI must, if it is to fulfill its 
responsibilities, be cognizant of critical areas where 
violence and lawlessness may occur.

The terrorist should never be given a sanctuary 
.from which to attack society. He must never feel that he 
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is immune from detection and apprehension*' He must never 

be allowed to believe that there are laws in this country 

which govern our citizens/ but that he is above, beyond and

Some of these revolutionaries attempt to justify 

their actions by claiming they are acting on a "higher law" - 
# * ■ 

which, when translated, really means they desire a license 

to do what they want and that society, in turn, has no right 

to protect itself. 

Such a revolutionary philosophy can only mean 
a disintegration of our freedoms. 

Individual freedom does not mean the freedom 
to plot and carry out crime or overthrow our government 
by force and violence. 

I feel strongly that the FBI's ^cointelpro" or 
counterintelligence program contributed substantially 
to neutralizing these extremist elements in this period" 
of revolutionary strain and tension in the 1960's and 
early 1970 1 s. 

Today, civil disorder has greatly subsided. As 
we all know, the fancy on campuses today is streaking. . .not 
burning buildings. We no longer have riots which burn up 
large areas of our cities. Major civil disturbances have 
not recently occurred* \ 
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The threat which was viewed with such alarm 
at the time does not now exist. 

However, we would be foolish to state that 
terrorism and extremism have evaporated and that society 
has wiped out this malignant- cancer. This i^ simply not 
true. 

The urban guerrilla is today part of modern-day 
society, including our own, "Guerrilla war is becoming 
the phenomenon of our time," says an author. "The 
battlefield is everywhere and anywhere," 

These guerrilla-type groups have openly declared 
war on our society. They have shown a willingness to use 
the most vicious and insidious means to achieve their, 
goals . 

These groups vary in size, the quality of 
leadership, modes of operation - but they all have the 
common objective of terror and violence* 

Their tactics include political-type kidnaping, 
such as the unfortunate kidnaping in San Francisco, hijackings, 
murders, the planting of bombs, letter bombs, armed robberies. 
There have been " expropriations, " that is, crimes specifically 
carried out by terrorists for the specific aim of, securing 
money to finance revolutionary activity. \ 


The police officer - who mans our first lines 
of defsnse — xs a primary guerr il la target • Felice 
stations have been bombed. Police cruisers have been the

objects of violence. Policemen haVe "found themselves 
under sniper fire and attacks from ambush, "We have to 
try something new, like armed revolutionary violence,** 
says one terrorist group. 

Last year 131 local, state and municipal law 
enforcement officers were killed by criminal action. 
Of this number, 13, or ten percent were slain through 
probable guerrilla activity. This shows the magnitude 
of the problem* 

The FBI is today counterattacking these 
guerrilla-style groups under existing laws. Cointelpro 
was discontinued in 1971* It has not been reinstituted. 
I do not intend to reinstitute it.. 

The FBI treasures the posture of a legally # . 
conformist law enforcement agency. The FBI is acting 
within the law. ..and it will continue to act within the 
law. We stand on our tradition of protecting the rights 
and liberties of the individual. 

We are abiding by existing legal constraints. 
We today have laws on our statute books and the/ are being

enforced. The FBI does not condone illegal or unethical 
tactics in the handling of investigations « Our responsibilities 
must be met in a constitutional manperj This is the very 
essence of democratic law enforcement . 

You - and other Americans - can rest assured

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legislation to meet our obligations. If the situation 
develops where we feel additional legal steps are needed 
to meet an emergency or crisis, we will promptly bring 
this matter to the attention of the Attorney General, the 
President and the Congress* 

We will not stand idly by. We will not put our 
face in our hands and say, "It's too bad, but there's 
nothing that we can do*" This would be a betrayal" of 
our sacred trust. 

I have frequently expressed my belief in what 
can be called a delicate balance in American life - that 
is, a balance between safeguarding the rights and security 
of society as a whole; yet, at the same time, meticulously 
protecting the rights of every single individual. 

To my mind, thare is no alternative. We must 
strive, the best we humanly can, to achieve this balance* 

\ 
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Just where is this balance? 

The answer: it is difficult to determine. This 
is the genius of our American system^ that we can protect 
both our internal security and our common welfare , yet at 
the same time allow freedom for the private citizen, in 
whatever field he chooses § to develop his Own unique 
personality as a child of God. 

Today we find conflicting voices. Some people 
think primarily in terms of protecting society . . .and say 
that individual rights must be chipped, cut back, reduced. 
Others say there is too much emphasis on protecting 
community rights to the detriment of individual liberties. 

Each of these arguments, in my opinion, possesses 
merit. . .yet neither contains the full and final truth. 

Somewhere in the middle - in the happy medium - 
there must be a blending of the two viewpoints. 

The whole history of America ever since the *days 
of the Constitutional Convention of 1787 has been this 
give-and-take, this dialogue between these two essential 
viewpoints. 

Can we ever arrive at a final, permanent position., 
where we can sav. "here we are. this much orotection for our 
society, this much protection for the individual?" 


I think not. Times change. The needs of today 
may be different from the needs of tomorrow • 

As I pursue my stewardship* ^of the FBI, I intend 

to keep one thought paramount that whatever is good for 

the Nation is good for the FBI. Never should we for one 

# ■ 

moment construe the needs of the FBI as paramount. 

We must listen and thereby learn. We must view 
the world of today as a prologue of our activities in 
tomorrow's investigatory field. We must not become piqued 
about the possible loss of some investigative techniques , 
but view them in the light of the rights of many, including 
the underprivileged, the downtrodden, and the minorities. 

We must never carelessly cast aside the considerations 
voiced by a few solely because they are a few. Progress 
•in society often comes from long and deliberate thinking, 
not as a sudden avalanche. Sometimes, however, when 
an avalanche comes, though we cannot always stem the full 
force, we can at least detect faults and perhaps weaken 
any destructive impact. 

Often law enforcement is considered as isolated f 
antiquated, and not possessing an insight into cultural , 
philosophical, or political influences* In this* regard/ we have 
established within the FBI task forces for the purpose \ 
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of cheating a better understanding/ and through this 
understanding, a more facile and adaptive policy decision 
mechanism, 

We want our efforts in law enforcement construed 
neither as obstructing progress nor as abrasive in the area 
of the recognition of .individual rights. 

Frankly, some of the changes in society have had 
a traumatic effect on our field- Our reeeptiveness to 
change, however, has not been diminished, nor our intention 
to meet the challenges arising from these changes . 

The "cointel" program, as I have said, was 

terminated in 1971. I do not intend to authorize its 

revival. I will seek instead legislation which may possibly 

meet such difficulties if they are encountered ag^in. 

Admittedly, such legislation will be difficult and possibly 

■ 

even too difficult to enact into viable laws. 

If this be so, we will continue to operate within 
the framework of the law. I consider this matter of 
achieving a proper balance as the single most important 
matter which we face in the FBI today. What has gone 
on before is past. What goes on in the future, I am

confident, will not arise from a defensive posture -

supporting measures already proved inadequate, but will 
be a constant probing of the ways we can best promote 
the good of the Nation.

The Boston 
Police Department treiff ic in October was almost 300 
messages per day and we're pleased to render this service 
to the State of Massachusetts. 

But still Governor Sargcant* is highly critical of it.

How can the public be assured that in the future the 
FBI will be fully insulatctf during eny kind of improper 
political approaches or i nfluen ce?

On 4/13/76, INTD canvassed each field office for 
documents similar to the SAC Folders dealing with entries 
located in the New York Office.

The 4/13/76 survey, however, did not 
specifically include a review of symbol number indexes as 
part of the instruction to locate documents relating to 
entries .

James B. Adams noted that in connection with INTD inquiries 
into matters concerning surreptitious entries performed by 
Bureau personnel, all field offices had not been canvassed 
with instructions to review informant symbol number indexes 
for evidence of entry activity. 

As in the case of technical, microphone and live 
sources, symbol numbers were assigned to surreptitious entries. 
Symbol number indexes are maintained at the field office level 
in a confidential informant files unit or similar section. 
The indexes are not a part of the general office indices.

In late June, 1975, a survey was made of Headquarters 
INTD personnel to obtain recollections and documents relating 
to surreptitious entries performed by Bureau personnel. 
Entries in both the domestic and foreign counterintelligence 
areas were located through recollection; however, only two 
documents dealing specifically with black bag jobs" were 
found. One, a Sullivan to C. D. DeLoach memorandum of July 19, 
1966, captioned " 'Black Bag 1 Jobs, n outlined the policies 
and procedures respecting recording of information pertaining 
to the entry activity, and set forth the value of the technique 
through several examples of surreptitious entries against 
foreign and domestic targets* At the end of this memorandum, 
Mr. Hoover noted that he wanted no more such techniques 
used. The second memorandum, dated January, 1967, from 
Mr. Hoover to Messrs. Tolson and DeLoach, reaffirmed Mr. Hoover's 
instructions that no "black bag jobs" would be approved 
by him.

The July 19, 1966, memorandum of Sullivan to DeLoach 
indicated that memoranda dealing with black bag jobs were 
to be kept in field offices for one year, until the time 
of the annual office inspection. Following review by the 
Inspector, the documents were to be destroyed. 

The INTD survey failed to show any entries in the 
domestic area subsequent to Mr, Hoovers July, 1966, instruction. 

On July 14, 1975, Director Kelley stated in a press 
conference that in the domestic area no entries occurred 
subsequent to 1966 - that he knew of no such entries. Director 
Kelley further indicated that since becoming Director in 
July, 1973, he had authorized no such entries. The Director's 
statement was based on (1) the July, 1966, Sullivan to DeLoach 
memorandum and, (2) recollections of INTD personnel as reported 
in the June, 1975, survey mentioned above. (Copy of press 
conference attached) 

On July 25, 1975, in response to articles appearing 
in The New York Times and Newsweek concerning surreptitious 
entries conducted by the FBI, several memoranda were prepared 
and furnished to the Department, These memoranda were based 
on the June, 1975, INTD survey and outlined INTD knowledge 
of surreptitious entries as recalled by current personnel. 
(Copy of memorandum attached) 

On August 19, 1975, the Civil Rights Division of 
the Department requested that the FBI furnish information 
about all entries performed by Bureau personnel subsequent 
to January 1, 1966. The Departmental request asked for 
such data as name of target, date of entry, purpose of entry, 
etc. INTD promptly began canvassing appropriate offices 
and Headquarters Sections for information responsive to 
the Civil Rights Divisions request. The canvass was based 
on entry information contained in the June, 1975, survey 
of INTD personnel. 

At approximately the same time as the Civil Rights 
Division inquiry was going on, the SSC and the BSC began 
making requests of the FBI for material dealing with entries 
in connection with electronic surveillances and entries 
to collect information, i.e. black bag jobs.

On September 22, 1975. the SSC requested information 
concerning entries against domestic targets. 

On September 23 , 1975, we furnished a memorandum 
to the SSC in response to its request of September 22. 
The memorandum set forth the number of targets known to 
us at the time and the number of entries made against those 
targets. We advised we were unable to provide an accurate 
accounting of entries or targets because procedures followed 
in reporting entry information were so couched that it was 
difficult to identify. We advised we had no central document , 
file or index listing all entries. (Memorandum attached)

was allowed access review of a list of specific targets 
which had been mentioned generally in the September 23 mem- 
orandum.

The Department was advised in early September, 
1975, of the April, 1968, entry, and at the same time we 
furnished information about certain entries in the foreign 
counterintelligence area. 

From August, 1975, through the end of the year, 
we responded to numerous Departmental, SSC and HSC requests 
for information pertaining to surreptitious entries. Except 
for the one April, 1968, entry previously mentioned, we 
learned of no further entries occurring in the domestic 
area subsequent to July, 1966. Our belief that no documents 
existed in this respect was reinforced by this failure to 
locate such material.

On December 1 f 1975 , we advised the Civil Rights 
Division of an October, 1963, entry against a domestic group 
in New York City. The entry, against the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee, was outside the scope of the Departments 
inquiry (i.e., entries subsequent to January 1, 1966); how- 
ever, on instruction of Deputy Associate Director Adams, 
who discovered the entry information during a review of 
material dealing with the Oswald investigation, we furnished 
information to the Civil Rights Division. (Memorandum attached) 

1975, memorandum dealing with domestic targets, we learned 

of an October, 1963, entry against a domestic target in 

New York City. Although this target did not fall within 

the scope of the Department's inquiry, we, nevertheless, 

furnished details to the Department, and amended our memoranda 

to the SSC. In addition, we amended a memorandum forwarded 

to the HSC on November 5, 1975, to include this newly discovered 

entry. 

On January 6, 1976, in connection with the Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP) suit against the Bureau, a communication 
was directed to our New York Office (as well as all other 
offices) to determine if any documents existed pertaining 
to entries against the SWP. (Communication attached) 

i On January 22, 1976, the New York Office advised 

of a number of entries against the SWP (93) which had not 
previously been brought to the attention of either the SWP 
plaintiffs, or the Department. These entries occurred during 
the time frame 1960-1966. (Communication attached) 

There was no indication in the January 22 communication 
jjfrom New York that documents or information about entries, 
|jother than the SWP entries, existed at New York. More particu- 

Ularly, no indication was given that entry information existed 
after Mr. Hoover's July, 1966, instruction. 

The discovery of entries against the SWP during 
^the period 1960 - 1966 was brought to the attention of the 
SWP plaintiffs; however, as those entries occurred prior 
to Mr. Hoover's termination of such activity and outside 
the Statute of Limitations, there was at that time no concern 
over amending our previously furnished statistics to the 
SSC and the HSC.

" f older a." which were documents maintained outside normal 
record channels, failed to reflect any entry activity after 
April, 1973. The period initially stated, i.e., "1940s 
through 1975," was based on New York's first review of the 
material, and reflected an assumption that material extended 
through 1975. Our later review proved this false. 

On return to Headquarters, the Legal Counsel Division 
representative immediately reported this discovery to INTD.

Mr. Gardner was 
told that at that time the exact material located had not 
been reviewed and analyzed to determine what, if any, activity 
fell within the scope of the Department's inquiry (entries 
since January 1, 1966); however, this would be done and 
he would be advised as soon as the review was completed.

The Chairman. Is it true that the FBI on another occasion inter- 
vened in an attempt to prevent Dr* Martin Luther King from seeing the 
Popet 

Mr, Adams. I believe that is correct, sir* There were approximately 
25 incidents, I believe, of actions taken in this regard. I think Mr 
Schwarz has those available, that I would lump basically all of them 
into the same situation of I see no statutory basis or no basis of justifi- 
cation for the activity. 

The Chairman. But what was the votive, there beintr no statutory 
or other valid basis? What was the saotive for attempting to prevent 
Dr. Martin Luther King from visiting with the Pope ! 

Mr. Adams. In looking at absolute motive, I don't think the files 
which we have reviewed and made available to the committee, give mc a 
clear picture of what the motive was. I think that there were, the 
motive was certainly known to Mr. Hoover. It was known to one top 
official who is no longer with the Bureau and maybe known to others* 
all of whom have b«n interviewed by the committee. Matters bearing 
on what might have been the real motive or the possible motive, I again 
feel, because of reasons of privacy and delicacy, are not a proper sub- 
ject of discussion at a public hearing. I think we know what could have 
influenced this, but one, the primary individual. M r. Hoover, is not 
with us. Individuals who were closest to him in this effort are not with 
us. And the committee itself has interviewed them. So I really am not 
in a posit ion to discuss this motive iasn. 

The CHAirarAW. Nevertheless* y<m would agree that whatever the 
motive, it was a very improper thingtoda 

Mr. A da .vs. I cannot find any justification, no, air. 

The CiiArftMAX* Is it true that after Dr, Martin Luther King had 
been nominated for the Xobel Peart Prize, that an anonymous letter 
was sent to him and to Coretta King, his ivife, 34 days before he was 
to receive the Xobel Peace Prize ? [See footnote p. 21,] 
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Mr. Adams. I do not think thoae dates are correct* 
The Chairman. Well, it was sent 

Mr. Adams. It was before he was to receive it. I think 84 days — upon 
reconstruction by one of the members of my staff, 34 days would have 
been Christmas Day, and whether that 34 days 

The Chairman. It is hard to believe that such a letter would be 
written on Christmas Day, 

Mr. Adams. It was not written on Christmas Day, but 34 days — the 
Nobel Peace Prize I think was on December 10, the letter— 34 days 
from the date of the mailing of the letter as has been reconstructed, as 
best as possible, would have been Christmas Day. 

The Chairman. Was the letter written and sent by the FB1 1 

Mr* Adams. We have no information to that effect. All we know 
is that the draft, or original, of what may have been the letter was 
found in papers of the FBI left after a former official departed the 
FBI. We know that based upon inquiries that we have conducted 
and you have conducted, we know that the letter was not — I mean it 
was in connection with other material. So I think we can assume — - 

The Chairman. Other materials which were sent. 

Mr. Adams. That's right. So I can assume that the letter was sent 
I have determined nothing from my review of the files, and neither has 
your staff, to my knowledge, or has been reported back to me which 
would indicate that this action was duly recorded in any file or was 
a part of any authorized program or anything else. This is a void that 
I do not think any of us has been satisfactorily able to resolve. 

The Chairmax. We know the letter appeared in the files. We know 
that the letter was received. We know it was associated with other 
matters that were sent by the FBI to Dr. Martin Luther King. 

Mr. Adams. The letter was never in our files in the sense that it was 
entered into the official files of the FBI. It was among papers 

The Chairmax. It was among papers. 

Mr, Adams. Left by an individual who had departed. 

The Chairmax. That individual being Mr. Sullivan! 

Mr, Adams. Yes, sir. 

The Chairmax, The letter read : "King* there is only one thing left 
for you to do. You know what it is. You have just 34 days in which 
to do it, this exact number has been selected for a specific reason. It has 
definite practical significance. You are done. There is but one way out 
for you." 

Now, if vou had received such a letter, how would you have inter- 
preted it f AYhat would you have thought it meant! 

Mr. Adams. I have read that statement. I have heard the conclu- 
sions of your staff that it was a suicide urging. I can't find any basis 
upon which they drew that conclusion. I think that, approaching it 
from an obiective standpoint, as I read it. I don't know what it means. 
I think rather than a conclusion it should 1* a speculation in a realm 
of possibilities ns to what was intended, but I cannot — I don't under- 
stand the basis for it. It is a possibility but I certainly would not reach 
such a conclusion from my reading of that statement. 

The Chairman. Now, if you had received a letter of this kind and 
it had been directed to you* and you were in Dr. King's position and 
you read, "King, there is only one thing left for you to da You know 
what it is. You have just 34 days in which to do it" Now, that hap- 


pened to correspond to the time before which he was to receive the 
Nobel Peace Prize, What would you think that it meant! 

Mr. Adams. I would have to consider what I was being accused of. I 
would have to consider what the facts were. I would have to consider 
what t he intent was of the person writing such a note ^ coining just 
before Christmas. I don't know if it means, it is an urging to repent 
from something this person, whoever he was, that had sent it, I have 
no idea what it meant. 

The Chairman. It is certainly no Christmas card, is it I 

Mr. Adams* It is certainly no Christmas card. 

The Chairman, It reads, * You are done. There is but one way out 
for you*" What does that mean t 

Mr. Adams, I don't know, I don't know if it means confession. I don't 
know if it means suicide, as has been raised. I have no idea. You have 
the statement. I am not in a position to say. I ha vent interviewed any* 
one that was with him at the time he received it-. 

The Chairman. Would you disown this statement and say that any 
connection the FBI had with it was utterly improper and jrrotesque f 

Mr : Adams. I certainly would say it was improper, and I can't justify 
its being prepared or sent, yes, sir* 
Senator Moxdale. Air. Chairman, if I might just interrupt ~_^£ 

The Chairman. Senator Mondale. _ - ^ . 

Senator Mondale. What I asked the staff yesterday was what Div 
King took it to mean. I have no knowledge of what those who framed 
this letter intended, and those who were with him at the time he read 
it, including Congressman Young who was one of his assistants at the 
time, said that thev took it to mean a suggestion that he take his own 
life.' * / 

Mr. Adams. I am not in possession of that information. I am hemp 
put in a position, I don't know what the staff determined. They did not 
report back to me on their findings. 

The Chairman-. The letter will speak for itself. You personally have 
disowned it, 

Mr. Adams. Absolutely. 

The Chairman-. It was a highly improper thing for the FBI to be 
connected with in any way. 7>o you agree with that ? 
Mr. Adams. Yes, sir ; yes, sir. 

The Chairman. Now, without coins through the many different and 
specific undertakings that were intended to pnbliclv discredit Dr. Kinjr, 
because my time will not permit that, and others will want to question 
you on other snecific mutters, I have iust one further ouestion to put - 
to you. Yesterday there wns a document of the FBI which wi£**ested 
that in the opinion of the Bureau* Dr. Kincr was an unsuitable leader 
for the civil rights movement, and that another man should be looked 
for, and indeed* another candidate was actuallv suenrested to Mr, 
Hoover as one who should be promoted in various ways so that he 
mi^ht assume the leadership of this movement* 

Now, can vou tell me of anvtlnn^ jp tl*e law, or anv other justifica- 
tion, iriren the mission of the FBI. *hnt would entitle it to decide 
who should lend political movements in this conntrv or to undertake 
to degrade a man who hud fought and won such leadership and haA 
the support of a great many black people in this country, and white 


people as well, and to substitute in his place someone of the FBI's selec- 
tion or someone who stood in the FBI's favor t Can you think of any 
justification for such activity on the part of a law enforcement agency t 

Mr* Adams, I can't thi nk of any offhand ; no, sir. 

The Chairman* Neither can I. Senator Tower t ! 

ocnator iowek. iiluuk yuu, ^ir. umnnwn* 

What is your understanding of the underlying causes of the feud 
between Mr. Hoover and Dr. King I t 

Mr. Adams, Senator Tower. I feel if we got into any discussion of 
tkat, I think we would have to" take into consideration certain material 
which I feel should not be disclosed publicly, and I would respectfully 
ask that a question of motive of Mr. Hoover and the spat with Mr, 
King should be discussed in executive session, if at all- 
Senator Tower. In 1965, Attorney General Katzenbach was in- 
formed by Mr. Jioover of the Bureau's surveillance of Dr. King. What 
was the Attorney General's reaction? What was his position once he 
. was i nformed by Mr. Hoover of this surveillance I 
Mr. Adams. I don't recall having seen it. 

Senator Tower. In other words, did the Attorney General give any 
direction to the Bureau in the matter that you know of ! 

Mr. Adams. Yes* sir. I Wow that of course, on the wiretapping on 
Martin Luther King, it was approved by the Attorney General. I know 
that the President of the United States and the Attornev General spe- 
cifically discussed their concern with Dr. King over Communist in- 
fluence on him. I do know there was concern, but I dont tie in this 
date, 1965. 

Senator Tower. Do you know whether or not Mr. Hoover ever 
sought direct authorization from Mr. JVatzenbach for this very sensi- 
tive surveillance of Dr. King ? 

Mr. Adams. I don't know. Attorney General Kennedy approved the 
actual surveillance that was instituted on Dr. King. I don't know of 
any correspondence between Attorney General Katzenbach 

Senator Tower, Or any personal commit meat ion between them that 
would have indicated the level of the Attorney General's involvement? 

Mr. Adams. No, If my recollection serves mc correctly, as far as 
Attorney General Kennedy was concerned* he requested coverage on 
Dr. King, The Bureau responded with a request in writing, which is 
our normal procedure. He declined to approve that request, and then 
we came back later, a few months later, and requested it again, at which 
time he did approve. That is my recollection of that* 

Senator Tower* Why did the Attorney General change his mind? 
Do you have any idea, or is that again a matter of sensitivity? 

Mr. Adams. I don't know why he actually changed his mind from 
originally requesting* then declining when it was submitted = and then 
approving it on the second co-round. It may be in the files. If it is, I 
would bo glad to see what I could determine. 

Senator Tower. If you could, we would like to have that [See foot- 
note, p. 21.] 

Mr. Adams. Yes, sir. 

Senator Tower. Mr. Adams, vou have been familiar with the Bu- 
reau's domestic intelligence work for many years* How did the Bureau 
come to launch the COIXTELPRO, and what in essence did 
COINTELPRO accomplish! 
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Mr. Adams* Well, the program as such, as I can reconstruct from the 
files, was indicated as concern over conspiratorial efforts of certain 
noups, and a decision made that perhaps more affirmative action 
should be taken to neutralize violence which was becoming of more 
concern to the FBI in that regard. I believe these are some of the basic 
considerations that went into the launching of the COINTELPRO, 

Now, as far as the first one, which was the Communist Party, of 
course, there was the concern here to neutralize the effectiveness of the 
Communist Party in the United States. In fact, out of all of the 
COINTELPRO operations that were approved, 59 percent of them 
were directed at the Communist Party. The bulk of the concern ini- 
tially was with the Communist Party, and it was a desire to create fac- 
tionalism within the Communist Party and try to neutralize its efforts. 
The Communist Party — Congress itself still has a determination on 
the record as to the threat of the Communist Party in a statute. The 
Supreme Court has held that the Communist Party is an instrument of 
the Soviet Union, The Soviet Union certainly has not relinquished 
its interest in the United States as a target. All of these considerations 
went into should we do something not only to follow the activities of 
the Communist Party, but should we destroy its effectiveness in the 
United States* That was the first program, I believe, that was initiated. 

Senator Tower. Now, did the Bureau ever seek direction and counsel 
from the Attornev General on any of its COINTELPRO efforts or 
specific programs! 

Mr, Adams. As best as I can reconstruct. Senator, there was no direct 
authority requested from any Attorney General for the initiation of 
these programs, and it is only a question, as your staff presented yester- 
day, that the Attorneys General, Presidents, Congress, had been made 
aware of certain aspects of programs after the fact and those were 
primarily concerned with the Communist Party, and on one other 
organization but not the New Left and these other types. So I cannot 
find any evidence, and I have no reason to believe, that there would be 
any evidence that the Bureau initiated these programs other than as 
an internal decision. 

Senator Towkr. TTere reports on these programs made to the Attor- 
ney General? Was he informed of them? Was he kept informed on a 
continuing basis? 

Mr, Adams. He was kept informed by letters, which again the staff 
has alluded to, letters reporting certain developments. For instance, 
one of them that went to one Attorney General* reading of that letter 
outlined almost in complete detail Klan activities, activities taken to 
disrupt the Klan. It used terms of neutralize, disrupt There were a 
clear explanation of what we were doing against the Klan in that 
regard. 

Senator Town. How is it that you came to believe that you had the 
authority to neutralize or disrupt these organizations rnther than pro- 
ceed against them frontally through prosecuting them for violations 

of the law J 

Mr. Adams. I guoss you would have to say, in a position like this, 
that it is just the Smith Act of 1&40, which is designed to prevent 
revolutionary groups from advocating the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment, and then subsequent interpretations as to the constitutionality 
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of it leaves us with a statute still en the books that proscribes certain 
actions, but yet the degree of proof necessary to operate under the few 
remaining areas is such that there was no satisfactory way to proceed, 

and it was an area where 

The Chairman. Will the Senator yield at that point, please f What 
you are saying, Mr. Adams, is that you did not operate within the 
law because the law didn't give you sufficient latitude, Therefore, you 
undertook direct action to disrupt and otherwise undermine these 
organizations. 

Senator Tower. Did you proceed on the assumption that these 
organizations would eventually break the law, and therefore you sought 
to neutralize and disrupt them before they did * 

Mr. Adams. I can't say that, sin I think that the investigations of 
them were based on this belief, that they might break the law or they 
were breaking the law. The disruptive activities, I can't find where 
we were able to relate to that. What it boils down to is what we have 
gotten into a Question on before : in our review of the situation we see 
men of the F^I recognizing or having a good- faith belief that there 
was immediate danger to the United States. 

Senator Tower* All right, but to repair to Senator Church's question, 
you don't say that you really had specific legal authority 1 

Mr. Adams. No. And this is the hang-up with the whole program, and 
which we are not trying to justify, that there is some statutory basis. 
I would not make that effort whatsoever. All I'm trying to do is say 
that at the time it was initiated, we had men who felt that there was 
an immediate danger to the country* They felt they had a responsibility 
to act, and having felt this responsibility, did act. And this is the whole 
problem we have at the present time* because we do have one, we can 
see^ood evidence of their belief there was a threat. We had cities being 
burned; we had educational institutions being bombed. We had deaths 
occurring from all of these activities. We had a situation thai we didn't 
know what the end was going to be. 

We never can look around the corner in intelligence operations. We 
don*t know if ultimately this might bring the destruction of the coun- 
try. All we know is we had an extremely violent time. So I don't find 
any basis in my mind to argue with their good-faith belief they were 
faced with a danger. 

Now, when they move over to the second area of responsibility, here 
is where we have the problem, and I think it is the whole purpose of 
this committee, the Attorney General, Mr. Kelley, all of us realizing 
we can't operate in these areas where we feel responsibility, but we 
dont have a mandate by Congress. So in that area, this feeling of 
responsibility I feel came from the fact that Presidents, as your staff 
said yesterday* Presidents, Congressmen, the Attorney General, no one 
really provided direction and guidance or instructions dont do this, 
do thi*. don't do that, or what are you doing and how are you doing it. 

For instance* there is some feeling on the part of some that our whole 
domestic intelligence operations was secret. The COINTELPRO 
operation was. I mean, T think wejill asrree that this was, to be effec-. 
tive, they felt it should be secret. But back in our— this is printed ap- 
propriation testimony which went to the members of the committee. It 
was mailed out to newspapers, friends, anyone that was interested in it, 
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back in 1967 talking about Internal Security's operations, the New 
Left movement, Young Socialist Alliance, Chicago trial, nationwide 
demonstrations, student agitation, antiwar activities, the Committee 
of Returned Volunteers, Communist Party, U.S.A^ Progressive Party, 
Socialist Party, extreme organizations, Black Panther Party. 

All of these items and statements about extremists, white extremists 
and hate-type groups, the Republic of New Africa, Minuteman, our 
coverage of subversive organizations — there are several groups, orga- 
nizations, and movements which I discussed showed the wide coverage 

and in spite of the proliferation of these organizations, our informant 
coverage at all levels has been of great value and assistance, enabling 
us to keep abreast of our investigative responsibilities. This is the 
same way through all of our public appropriation testimony. We have 
told the world we are investigating black hate groups, New Left 
groups. So, I merely mention this to try to put in the frame of ref- 
erence of these men, feeling, they know we are investigating them. 
They didnt tell them, though, in sufficient detail other than scantily 
before the Appropriations Committee, what we were doing to disrupt 
these activities, and nvp feeling is that the men recognized the danger, 
taej pOilziea Out tiie uanger iO tuB WGfiu. ±nvy Sal a, We are investi- 
gating these organizations, and they felt then that the comfortable 
climate of leave it up to the FBI, we should do something more. And 
that is what we are looking for guidelines on, the Attorney General, 
Mr* Kelley, you, to give us the guidelines under which we should 
operate. 

Now, there are certain guidelines that we doii*t need to be given, 
we shouldn't do this. We don't have such activities today, programs 
designed to disrupt and neutralize in the domestic intelligence field. 
But beyond that, we need guidelines on what does the whole of Con- 
gress, representative of the people, by passing of legislation say this is 
the FBI's role in domestic intelligence* 

Senator Towxr, Mr. Chairman, my time has long since expired. 
But I would like to note that I saw Mr. Kelley on the "Today Show" 
this morning indicating strong support for a response to congres- 
sional oversight, and that is a healthy attitude. 

The Chairman. Well, I tlrink it must come because* as you have 
conceded, you shouldn't have ever had to have had the guidelines 
that the Federal Government's chief law enforcement agency ought 
not to disobey the law, and reallv* you don't need explicit guidelines 
to tell you that, or you shouldn't. Wouldn't you agree f 

Mr. Adams* I would say that looking at it today, we should have 
looked at it that way yesterdav, but I do feeL I don T t have any doubt 
about the good faith ot people recognizing the danger, feeling they 
had a responsibility, no matter whose fault it was* our's internally or 
because we weren't given the supervision we should have been given, 
ana taking what thev considered to be appropriate action. 

The Citatum ax. Senator Hart. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. T should apologize both to witnesses 
and my colleagues on the committee for scrambling around loosely, 
but in explanation to the witnesses, I have not been able to give atten- 
tion to the evolution of the files that are now at hand until the last 
couple of days, and I am not sure what is in the riles for the public 
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record, and which of the materials I have been shown in the last couple 
of days are still under seal So just out of memory I am going to sum- 
marize certain activities which have been acknowledged that the 
Bureau undertook* but without being specific with respect to location 
and names, I do it for this reason: it is right thai the committee 
and the press be worried about the treatment of a Nobel Prize win- 
ner, Dr. King; but there are an awful lot of people who never got 
close to a Nobel Prize whose names an Jones and Smith, that my 
review of the files show had violence done to their first amendment 
rights. Nobel Prize winners will always get protection, but Joe 
Potatoes doesn't and the Committee should focus on him, too. 

Included in these COINTELPRO activities were, anonymous 
letters, drafted by Bureau offices in the field, sent to headquarters in 
Washington, approved, and then put in the mail, intended to break 
up marriages, not of Dr. King but of Mary and John Jones because 
one or the other was thought to be a dissenter, might have dressed 
strangely or showed up at meetings in company of others who dressed 
strangely. Anonymous letters were sent to university officials and to 
the several newspapers in that city to prevent university facilities from 
being made available tt> a speaker of whom the Bureau disapproved, 
and it was not a topflight, bigname speaker. 

In that case, an anonymous letter was sent to me making protest 
Being an anonymous letter, it never occurred to me that it came from 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The series of anonymous letters, 
one with the spelling very poor, the grammar sloppy, and another more 
sophisticated; protesting the employment of a man by a city, alleging 
that he was a Communist or came from a Communist family, and 
there are loyal Americans out of work, what are you doing, mayor. 
And to the press, isn't this an outrage. And apain the letter, the 
anonymous letter sent to me saying what are you going to do about this. 
There are loyal Democrats in" this town who need work. And in that 
case I happened to have known the man about whom the protest was 
made, and the Bureaus facts were wrong as hell on that man's 
loyalty. He was as loyal as you or L Now, yes or no, are those actions 
regarded now by the Bureau as within bounds? 

Mr. Adams. No, sir. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. Why were they regarded as within 
bounds when thev were approved by the Bureau f 

Mr. Aiwms* Well I think even under the guidelines of COINTEL 
PRO, as established, the programs were not designed for the purpose 
of harassment of an individual The memorandums indicate they were 
designed to disrupt the organizations. Some of the turndowns were 
turned down on this specific wording, mis is mere harassment. 

The rationale would have been — and of course, here, I say some of 
these you mentioned wouldn't even appear to me to meet the criteria of 
the program and should have been disavowed, even under the existence 
of the program. However* in the total context of the program, activities 
were to be directed toward the organisation itself, but we do not 
do that at the present time* 

Senator HAirr of Michigan, Yes. But everything I have summarized 
rather poorly* was approved by the Bureau at the time by headquarters, 
not by the field office agents. 
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Mr. Adams, I do not think that there were improper actions taken 
under the program, even under the program as it existed. Mr. Kelley 
has so stated his recognition of that fact The Attorney General cer- 
tainly has. Yet the majority of the actions taken, even the Department 
concluded were lawful and legal, proper investigation activities, but 

Senator Hart of Michigan. You see, my feeling is that it isn't a ques- 
tion of techniques that are bad. The concept of the program seems to 
do violence to the first amendment because everything you did sought 
to silence someone or threaten someone to silence, or deny someone a 
platform, or create in atmosphere in which people were in fact afraid 
to assemble. Now, sometimes law enforcement, legitimate law enforce- 
ment, has what we call this chilling effect, when it is legitimate law 
enforcement. Oftentimes that chilling effect is a necessary, though 
regretable, side effect But what I am talking about, and what these 
files are full of, are actions the only purpose of which is to chill. It 
isn't in pursuit of any crime at all.* Indeed, when a court of general 
jurisdiction approved the use of that university premise by the 
speaker, the Bureau had stirred so much controversy with its 
anonymous letters, when that judge wrote an order, after the sponsor- 
ing group went to court, what was the Bureau's reaction from head- 
quarters f Investigate the judge- 
Mr. Adams. I'm not familiar with that fact 
Senator Hart of Michigan. Well, neither was I until last night 
Mr. Adams, The instruction was to investigate the judge f 
Senator Hart of Michigan. This is the sort of thine that I came out 
of the hospital to find, and it is the sort of thing, as I said yesterday, 
that my children have been telling me for years you were busy doing, 
and I simply didn't believe them. And they were right and I was 
wrong. 

Mr. Adams. Well, there were about 3 ,200 activities, and about 2,300 1 
believe or so were approved under the COINTELPRO, and over 59 
percent were addressed to the Communist Party. That leaves 1>000. 
And out of 1,000, perhaps, I don't know what the actual figure was 
of ones that just clearly stand out as improprietous under the pro- 
gram, even as it existed at the time, but I do feel that — well, it is a 
very difficult area. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. My time is up, too, I am sure, but 
regarding the Communist Party, if your theory continues to be that 
any socially active group of citizens who organize, whether women*s 
libbe rs or fight the bomb or anvthing else, might be a target for 
infiltration by the Communist Party and therefore you can more 
in your agents. That means, almost not as an overstatement, that any 
and every citizen's activity could be made the target of the kind of 
activity that I have just described, because every individual is apt* 
durjng his lifetime, to engage in violence. If that is justification, then 
you are justified in running surveillance on everybody. 

Mr. Adams. Well, that was not 

Senator Haht of Michigan. Everybody has that privilege, and that 
clearly is a pol ice-state concept* 
Mr. Adams, That is not our criteria. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. All right, but if the criteria is three or 
four of us get together and we have a sort of nutty idea, just the 
kind of thing the Communists would like to exploit, and therefore you

seek to justify shutting- off the forum for that group or to survey it, 
the potential for Communist infiltration, then, if that continues to fas 
your theory, then I say you are going to pursue the same wretched 
road that these files show you have been pursuing before. If that is 
the predicate, the f set that a Soviet or Marxist or Maoist Hottentot is 
liable to think there is an idea that we can exploit, then you people are 
going to be spending how many man-hours, how many tax dollars 
doing the kind of things that I summarized so briefly here! That, in 
my book, is the 20th century version of what the Founding Fathers 
uiieuucu lu prevent wnen uiev wrote me first. un«mui«nu is u me 

position of the Bureau when a Communist participates, associates with, 
and promotes an idea, that this justifies you trying to figure out if 
you can bust up a marriage if two of the people are in the group I 
Mr. Adams. It does not, and it is not our criteria ; no, sin 

Senator Hart of Michigan* What does it justify t 

Mr. Adams It justifies our doing nothing in the way of COIN 
TELPRO activities. I still feel it has a justification, that you agree 
with, to investigate the Communist Party. It is when you get into 
the disruptive areas, where the program does beyond investigation, 
that we haveno statutory authority. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. Well, we have been emphasizing 
COINTELPRO. Would it justify tailing these people! 

Mr. Adams. What, just a 

Senator Habt of Michigan. Or putting an informant into the group t 
Mr* Adams. If it is a Communist group! 

Senator Hart of Michigan. No, if it s me and somebody else that 
thinks we oughtn't to have something that a majority of people think 
we fhould. We organize and you people say, "Well, there is something 
the Communists can take and run with." 

Mr* Adams, No, sir. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. Does that justify a surveillance of them f 
Mr. Adams. It does not, and we would not. Before we would even 
open a preliminary inquiry, we should have an indication that the 
Communist Party has attempted to infiltrate or is infiltrating. In 
other words* where you have some evidence of a subversive group 
participating in the functions of that organization, and there are grey 
areas hem in the spectrum of anything where lam sure we have opened 
investigations where we should not because there has been scant evi- 
dence of such infiltration. And this is a supervisory problem. It is a 
criteria problem. And it is also an oversight problem which we are 
responding to. 

Senator Hast of Michigan. My time is up and I haven't gotten into 
some of the other material 
The Chairman. Well, Senator, you have not been with us— 

Senator Hart of Michigan. No, no, I just 

The Chairman. If you want more time, you have a lot of time stored 
up. If -you want to use it now, po right ahead* 

Senator Hart of Michigan, Well, let me ask the justification for 
this sort of business. I have been talking about the things I have seen- 
in the files that bear on direct denial of first amendment rights, and 
again, this does not deal with the treatment of a distinguished Ameri- 
can. Indeed, it involves groups that are generally viewed with very 


sharp disapproval The ground rales for the treatment should be 
precisely the same, whether he is a good, popular guy, or a dirty, 
smelly guy. What was the purpose of the Bureau in trying to stir up 
strife— perhaps I shouldn't say what was the purpose— what possible 
justification for the Bureau trying to sic the Black Panthers on that 
outfit out in California, or between the Black Panthers and the Black- 
stone Bangers in Chicago? Was it with the hope that by fomenting it 
they would kill each other off ! 

Mr. Adams. Absolutely not, and I think the committee staff can 
inform you that during their renew of all of these matters they 
haven't wine up mm one iiuianvcOi violence resulting liuju airy ui 
these actions. In that particular case there was a communication in 
the same file, which I believe the staff had access to, which showed that 
we did get information that one of these groups was going to put out a 
contract on one of the others, and we notified the police and the indi- 
vidual of the fact that their life was in danger. None of our programs 
have contemplated violence, and the instructions prohibited it, and 
the record of turn downs of recommended actions in some instances 
specifically say that we do not approve this action because if we take it, 
it could result in harm to the individual. So, I think this is one 
charge — and the staff did not make such a charge, I might add, when 
they presented the picture — but I think any inference that we were 
trying to result in violence is wrong. 

Senator Hart of Michigan. Let me explain for the record why I 
reached the conclusion I did. 

Mr. Adam*. The wording of that memorandum 

Senator Hast of Michigan- And why I continue to hold to that 
conclusion. 

On January 30, 1969, the Bureau headquarters in Washington 
approved sending an anonymous letter to the leader of the Blackstone 
Bangers, Jeff Fort, which indicated that the Black Panthers had put 
a contract out on his life as a result of conflicts between the two 
organizations [exhibit 28 V|. Now, you say that was to warn him. 
I ask, wasn't the principal purpose of the letter to encourage the 
Rangers to shoot some or all of the leadership of the Panthers! 
Otherwise, what does this quote mean* and I will read it. It is from 
a memorandum from the Chicago office of the FBI asking approval 
to undertake this. Here is the way it reads: u It is believed that the 
above" this anonymous tip that a contract is out on you. "It is believed 
that the above may intensify the degree of animosity between the 
two groups and occasion Fort to take retaliatory actions which could 
disrupt the BBP," the Black Panthers "or lead to reprisals against 
its leadership. Consideration has been given to a similar letter to the 
Panthers alleging a Banger plot against Panther leadership. How- 
ever, it is not felt that this will be productive, principally because the 
Panthers at present is not believed as violence prone at the Rangers, 

to whom violent tytJe activity, shooting and the like, are second 
nature/' [Exhibit 20.*] 

Now, how can you reach any conclusion other than a purpose was to 
generate the kind of friction that would induce the killing 
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Mr. Adam ^ Well, if that purpose was for that rather than generat- 
ing factionalism, disagreements, disrupting it, it would be contrary ta 
the communication I referred to in the other file, the Black Panthers 
verms Ellis, where we notified the police of the contract, we notified 
the individuals of the contract and took every action at our command 
to prevent direct violence, and also the fact that the files showed that 
we turned down these situations where violence was involved* 

Senator Hart of Michigan. Well, we have differing views with re* 
spect to motives and the purpose of the Panther situtaion in Chicago. 
I still do not understand why we sought to set the Panthers and this 
US group in California against each other as they were. Also, I don't 
know whether it is in the record, open or not, what purpose other than 
to occasion violence moved the Bureau to approve of forged signa- 
tures of Communist Party personnel on letters addressed to Mafia- 
owned businesses attacking the employment practices of those busi- 
nesses 1 Why would the Bureau think there was any value to be served 
in concocting a forged letter? Let us assume Phil Hart is a local Com- 
munist in this city! The Bureau forges Phil Hart's name to a racket- 
owned business, notorious for using muscle, protesting that fellow's 
business practices. Certainly it was not intended to improve the em- 
ployment practices. 

Mr. Adams. I think if the full communication were available, it did 
show a purpose unrelated to violence. I don't recall the exact wording 
now, but I think it was to create a l ack o f support or something like 
that This was part of that HOODWIXK program* I believe, that 
was one of four actions that were involved in HOODWINK, and I 
think there have been some public descriptions of that program that 
indicate that it was not the greatest thing coming down the pike^ 

Senator Hast of Michigan. Well, that is the sort of thing 1 found 
that persuaded me to say very openly that I do not buy the idea that 
the American people ultimately are responsible for that kind of non- 
sense because I am certain that virtually every family in the country 
would have screamed in protest no matter how much they disliked 
Dr. King or the Panthers or the Communists. 

Mr. Adams. Sir 

Senator Hart of Michigan. If they had known that tax money and 
Federal personnel were busy around the country, notwithstanding 
bank robberies that were going on at the same time, pounding out that 
kind of correspondence and inciting that kind of conflict and curbing 
speech. 

Thank you, Mr, Chairman. 

The Chairman. Thank you very much, Senator Hart, 
Senator Mondale is next. 

Senator Mondale. Mr. Adams, I realize that you were not a part of 
this particular event. But being an experienced FBI hand, I wonder if 
you could help us understand the psychology that led to this kind of 
memorandum. 

Mr. Adams. I feel it coming, but go ahead. 

Senator Moxixilk. This is a memorandum to the Director. It has 
been referred to before. It calls for removing King from his pedestal 

*w A Mt\l «Am<v VkS**t VfW BAvnAAnA &1m Tk<w mam a AO A*t*±A Tubman ft 

1964, and was written a week following the time that King was named 
man of the year by Time Magazine. [See footnote p, 21.] 
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This memo, as you know, received the following comment from M*. 
Hoover : W I am glad to see that light, though it has been delayed, has 
come to the Domestic Intelligence Division,' 4 and so on- I would just 
quote part of the language and maybe you can help us understand 
the nsvcholoev that led to it The first part of the memo says : "We 
have got to remove King from his pedestal/' Then it says : 

The Nearoee will be left without a national leader of fuflWently compelling 
personality to steer It in a proper direction. This Is what could happen but need 
not happen If the right kind of national negro leader could at this time be gradu- 
ally developed so as to overthrow Dr. King and be In the position to asrome the 
role of leadership of the Negro people when King has been completely dis- 
credited* 

Tor some months I have been thinking abont this matter. One day I had an 
opportunity to explore this from a philosophical and sociological standpoint with 
X [the name of the leader] whom I hare known for some years. As I previously 
reported, he is a very able fellow and one on whom I can rely. I asked him to 
give the matter some attention* and If he knew any Negro of outstanding Intelli- 
ffence or abllltr. let me know and we would have a discussion. 
" He has submitted to me the name of the above-named person. Enclosed with 
this memorandum is an outline of X's biography, which is truly remarkable. Tn 
scanning this biography, it will be seen that X does have all of the qualifications 
of the kind of a Negro I have In mind to advance to positions of national 
leadership. 

And skipping: 

I want to make it clear at once that I dont propose that the FBI in any way 
become involved openly as the sponsor of a Negro leader to overshadow Martin 
Luther King. If this thing can be set up properly without the Bureau in any way 
becoming directly involved, I think it would be not only a great help to the FBI, 
but would be a fine thing for the country at large. 

While I'm not specifying at this moment there are various ways in which the 
ml could give this entire matter the proper direction and de™opiaent. There 
are highly placed contacts at the FBI who it might be very helpful to further such 
a step. This can be discussed at a later date when I have probed more fully Into 
the possibilities and this recommendation Is that approval be given for me to 
explore the whole matter aa set forth above. 

And to that Mr, Hoover says : 

rm glad to see the light his finally come, I have struggled for months to set 
over the fact that the communists were taking over the racial movements but 
our experts here couldn't or wouldn't see it 

Now I think you testified earlier that yon do not accept this as 
proper FBI activity, but can you help us understand how at one point 
in American history someone thought it was proper- apparently in- 
cluding the Director! 

Sir. Adams. I would have to say for one thing that this gets into the 
real motive of the discrediting of Martin Luther King, which I dont 
feel can be fully explored. I think that the people most directly in- 
volved in that are not available, because I don t know from my experi- 
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memorandum and other memorandums that the two individuals in- 
volved felt very strongly that Martin Luther King was a threat to the 
success of the Negro movement and that steps should be taken to get 
him out of that — what the reason for it was or the motivation, I am 
just not in a position to sa^= I do say it is improper to inject wmraelf 
into that type of activity, but I don't know what the real motive was. 

Senator Mootale. Dr. King was investigated, as I think you testi- 
fied earlier, because of fears of Communist influence upon hunt 

Mr. Adams. Yes. 


Senator Moxdale. Is that a proper basis for investigating Dr. King 
or anyone else! 

Mr. Adams. It is, where you have information indicating that the 
Communist Party is and has made efforts to try to influence an in- 
dividual I would say that that would normally be considered within 
the current criteria. 

Senator Moxdale. You would consider that to be a valid basis for 
investigating today ! 

Mr. Adams, The movement itself, but not the individual. 

Senator Moxdale. How do you investigate a movement without in- 
vestigating individuals! 

Mr. Adams. You do get into a gray area. The main thing would be 
if we had an organization today that we saw the Communist Party 
gravitating to, trying to work in positions of leadership, we would be 
interested in opening an investigation on Communist infiltration of 
that organization to see if it was affecting it 

Senator Moxdale. All rurht* now let's go back snecificallv. I gather 
there never was any question raised about whether Dr. King was a 
Communist That was never charged 

Mr* Adams. Xot as a Communist Party member, no, sir. 

Senator Mondale. That's right Or that he was about to commit, or 
had committed acts of violence ! 

Mr. Adams. No. 

Senator Moxdale. But the reason for investigating him apparently 
was that he was subject to Communist influence. Now what makes that 
a justified reason for investigating him ? Is it a crime to be approached 
by someone who is a Communist ! 

Mr. Adams. Xo. 

Senator Moxdale. What is the legal basis for that investigation 1 

Mr. Adams, The basis would be the Communist influence on him and 
the effect it would have on the organization. It would be in connection 
with our basic investigation of the Communist Party. 

Senator Moxdale. Well, as I understand the law to read, it is not a 
crime to be a member of the Communist Party, 

Mr. Adams. That is correct 

Senator Moxdale. How can it be a crime to know someone who is a 
member of the Communist Party f 
Mr. Adams. It is not. 

Senator Moxdale. How do you investigate something as tenuous as 
that! What is the basis for it legally t 

Mr. Adams. Well, it falls into the area of, one, the intelligence juris- 
diction of the activities of the Communist Party to have a situation 
where an individual in an organization, a leader of an organization, 
efforts are being made to influence him and to achieve control over the 
organization, and it is part of the overall investigation of the party 
trying to exert this influence as to are they successful, are they taking 
over the black movement or the civil rights movement. It is just like 
we tried to make clear in investigations that were more prevalent years 
ago but still occur on the Communist influence in labor unions. We 
tried to tell everybody wc interview we are not interested in labor mat- 
ters. We are not trying to inquire into that. We are interested in the 
effect of the Communist Party on this union. 
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Senator Moxdau. Mr Adams, I am trying to get at the legal basis 
in this particular case for investigating Dr. King on the grounds that 
he might be subject to Communist influence. Can you cite any legal 
basis for that, or is it based entirely upon a generalized authority 
thought to exist in the FBI to investigate internal security matters! 

Mr. Adams. It would fall also in the Presidential directives of in- 
vestigating subversive activities. 

Senator Moxdale, Then the question would return to what authority 
the President had* 

Mr. Adams, That's right. 

Senator Moxdalil Now Dr. King was investigated, among other 
things, for matters of, I think you call it delicacy. Would that be a 
basis for investigating an American citizen by the FB1 1 

Mr. Adams. No. 

Senator Mokdale. Would you say then that those investigations 
were improper! 

Mr. Adams. I don\ believe that there is an allegation that we investi- 
gated him for that. I think there were certain by-products of informa- 
tion that developed and I think at a point you had a situation where 
the tail was wagging the dog, perhaps, but I donH. see any basis for 
such investigation. And I find it very difficult to get into a discussion 
of this in view of the prohibitions that I think 

Senator Mondalb. You answered my question. That by itself would 
not be ft basis for investigation. 

Mr. Adams. No, sir. 

Senator Moxdale. Would you agree with me, Mr, Adams, that this 
area of the assignment that the FBI had been tasked, which they 
thought they possessed or could use to investigate Americans; is an 
exceedingly vague, difficult* if not impossible, area to define? It is not 
an area where there were allegations of crime or suspicion that crimes 
were about to be committed, or that violence was about to be committed, 
but rather this whole generalized area, to investigate Americans in 
terms of ideas that they have or might be persuaded to have, ideas 
that might hold potential for danger to this country. This^ vague area 
has got the FBI into an awful lot of trouble, including today's 
hearings. 

Mr. Adams. Yes, sir. 

Senator Mondale. And because of that, there is a very important 
need to sit down and redefine the guidelines* and have those guidelines 
known specifically by all, so that the FBI can know precisely what 
k can do and what it cannot do. 

Mr. Adams, I think this is why the country is fortunate in this 
particular time to have an Attorney General who is a legal scholar and 
a lawyer of unquestioned repute who has indicated a willingness to 
address these problems, which, as the staff has determined, was not 
always the case over the years. But we have an Attorney General, we 
have a Director, who has offered his complete cooperation, just as 
he has to the committee in this inquiry, that we are not trying to avoid 
embarrassment. The only thing we are trying to hold back are identi- 
ties of informants and sensitive, ongoing operations that we have, a 
concern on the part of Congress that not only vr-cognizes there 
have been abuses* but recognizes that there still always has to be some 
degree of flexibility. 
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We are going to have situations where you have a "Weatherman" 
working for the waterworks, and in college he was a scientific student, 
and he makee a comment to a fellow employee that there is going to 
be some spectacular event that is going to bring the attention of the 
world on this city. 

Senator Moxdaul Wouldn't you have probable cause then to inves- 
tigate the commission of a crime 1 

Mr. Adams. We might have to investigate, but to disrupt, we have 
the authority to tell the supervisor of the waterworks, you had better 
get him out of there before the city water is poisoned and 100.000 people 
die, and I think the committee is going to find the same problems we 
do in ooping with that situation, and even the Attornev General in 
his speech in Ottawa pointed out that there is still possibly a necessity 
for some flexibility to take appropriate action under extreme condi- 
tions. But it should be controlled. It is like Mr, Kelley says, go to 
the Attorney General, explore the legal issues, lay the problem up 
there, Tt should not be handled internally in the FBI. 

Senator Mondale. But do you also agree that the Congress ought to 
redefine the rules legists tivelvf 

Mr Adams. Yes ; because tlie problem I have with it is we talk about 
oversight, and Mr. Kelley and the Attorney General and I believe 
this committee agrees that we should have joint oversight which would 
avoid the proliferation of hearings and the sensitive knowledge among 
many people which always poses the risk of an inadvertent leak of 
information- But yet even with oversight, under the plan you dis- 
cussed yesterday* or some of the observations that were discussed yes- 
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fications you put in. can a committee speak for the will of Congress! 
At one time we hud Congressmen making speeches all over the country, 
if we don't stop these bombings, if somebody doesn't do something 
about it this country is in trouble. Is that the will of Congress? 

Until it is embodied in legislation where the whole will of Congress 
is expressed, we are going to have problems. 

Senator Mokdale. I am glad to hear that, because there is a wav 
Congress speaks. It is not through the buddy system or a person* It 
speaks through the law. 

Mr. Adams, That's right. 

Senator Moxdale* And now for the first time we have this whole 
issue; it is not denied by the FBI, The elements are known. What I 
hear you saying is that you would like the Congress now to define* 
and redefine specifically and carefully, what it is we expect the FBI 
to do, and what it is we wish to prevent the FBI and will prohibit the 
FBI from doing. 

Mr. Adams* Right What is our role in society ! After World War II* 
if youH remember, a congressional committee met and raised all sorts 
of storm over the fact that there was not enough in the way of intelli- 
gence investigations, Xever again should it happen in the United 
States that we be caught with our pants down. After the Kennedy 
Assassination, if you recall; the FBI was propcrlv criticized for hay- 
ing too restrictive dissemination policies in connection with Secret 
Service because they depend upon us for the intelligence necessary to 
provide protection for tne President against extremist groups. We did 
that, but just before the recent incidents in California, there was going 
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to be committee concern, not this committee, oyer has there been too 
much dissemination. 

So the FBI is in the position of, it different times in oar history, 
being damned for doing too much end damned for doing too little. 
And it is because of reacting to what we try to judge is what they want 
us to do, and this is what we are not in a position to do. We need the 
will of Congress expressed in some definitive measure, yet providing 
the latitude, because as you have seen from these problems, there are 
many that there are no black and white answers to. There have to be 
occasions where, when yon are confronted with an extreme emergency, 
someone can act, and I don't think you or anyone else wants to tie the 
hands of law enforcement when today we have over 10 million serious 
crimes in the United States. We have 1 million crimes a year involving 
violence, and there has to be a capability to react. But we need to know 
in better terms what is our role in this, especially in domestic 
intelligence. 

Senator Mondalz. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Senator Tower [presiding]. Senator Sch weaker. 

Senator Schwtikejl Thank you, Mr. Chairman. Mr. Adams, in 1966 
a letter written by the Bureau to Marvin Watson, Special Assistant 
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in reference to his request, and I want to make it clear it was his 
request, not the Bureau's, authors of books that were critical of the 
Warren Commission report on the assassination of President Ken- 
nedy, were requested to file any pertinent personal data information, 
dossiers, et cetera, on seven individuals whose names I will not discuss. 

Do you have any knowledge as to why the White House requested 
this kind of material on the Warren Commission critics! 

Mr. Adams. I don't recall. I am familiar with thematerial, I did 
review it some time ago when we were testifying before the House 
Committee in February, but I don't recall that I saw in there any 
specific motivation on the part of the White House group requesting 
this information. 

Senator Schwkiker. Now, in the same letter it also says a copy of 
this communication has not been sent to the Acting Attorney General. 

Mr. Adams. Yes. 

Senator Schwetker. Number one, is that a normal procedure, when 
you get reouests of this kind that the Acting Attorney General is by- 
passed, ana why was the Attorney General bypassed in this instance? 

Mr. Adams. This is not a normal procedure. It is not the procedure 
followed today. There was a period of time where, at the Presidents 
directions, Mr. Hoover reported more directly to him in certain areas, 
and it was apparently a feeling that he did not want the Attorney 
General to know certain things. 

Senator Schweiker. One of the dossiers specifically included photo- 
graphs of sexual activities. 
. Mr. Adams* Yes, sir. 

Senator Scjiweiker- And my question is, how is that relevant to 
being a critic of the Warren Commission? What standard do we use 
when we just pass photographs of sexual activities to the White 
House! Is this a normal proceeding when a dossier is requested I Is 
this normally included, or did they specifically request photographs 
of this kind, or what light can you shed on this ! 
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Mr, Adah & I cant shed much. I know they requested information 
on him* I think there was other material concerning that individual of 
a security nature that was included. Why the information in that re- 
mwt was submitted I am unable to gnawer. I do know at the time 
Sere was a lot of concern following the Warren Commission report 
Had all the answers been explored? Was the Soviet Union involved! 
Was Cuba involved ? And who were the critics who now are attacking 
thiflt But I have seen nothing which would explain the rationale for 
requesting the material. 

Senator Schweiker. I think what concerns the committee is, that 
whenever you get to the nitty-jrritty of investigations — and it doesnt 
relate to the Warren Commission, I will leave that alone — we 
back to something like a photograph or a tape recording or some 
er referring to some kind of human weakness or failing; that is 
really very irrelevant to the investigation, is sandwiched in here. 
It just seems to me that it was a tactic. This just happens to be the 
Warren Commission I singled out, but it was a tactic that was used 
rather frequently as a lever, or for reasons which I am trying to dis- 
cover, as an instrument of investigative policy. Would you diner with 
that or dispute that? What rationale would you use! Do we use 
aexual activities as a standard criterion for investigations t 

Mr. Adams. We do not use sexual activities as a criterion, but during 
the course of our investigation — we did have an investigation on that 
individual at one time— and during the course of the investigation, 
in checking the records of a local police department or a district 
attorney's office, they had conducted an investigation for a criminal 
act involving these photographs, and they made that available to us. 
So it went into our files. Now* the request of the President, he is the 
Chief Executive of the United States. He in effect has custody of 
everything* There are problems involved when the man who is in 
charge of everything requests information* I would like to add, how- 
ever, that following the cleansing effect of Watergate that I dont 
know of any such requests coming over to the FBI anymore. There is 
a direct line between the Attorney General and the Director, and the 
Director certainly recognizes that in a case of extreme disagreement 
he would have the alternative to tell the Attorney General, I need to 
*o directly to the President, or feel I should, but we do not have this 
line of communication at the present time. 

Senator ScnwEiKtu. It seems that if they had just listed what 
was alleged in the other investigation, that certainly would have 
sufficed for whatever purpose. But it seems to me that when you 
enclose living photographs, you are really attempting to discredit 
these critics. What other purpose would a photograph of this nature 
have, other than to discredit critics! 

Mr. Adam*. I can't answer that. 

Senator ScHwrncra. One area that I think this pets into, which we 
reallv tourhed on in the assassination probe Mr, Adams, is where 
the flureau stops when they get' some of these requests. You touched

know in this case whether or not the President asked to see photo- 
graphs of this nature* but the point is, nobody said no and he isfot them. 
So the question is. where do you see the Bureau's responsibility, and

what can this committee do to insure that there is some kind of a 
test, that we either put in the law or that the FBI applies, that pre- 
vents the White House from using police power in this way! 

Mr. Adams. I don't think Congress can ever fill the responsibility 
of trying to draw up guidelines, even in conjunction with the executive 
branch, to guarantee that all abuses won*t take place. The organization 
k made up of human beings, and these things occur. Certain corrective 
actions are self -initiated, such as this. The President, for instance, you 
know we had an incident a few years ago about investigating a news- 
man, where we were requested, and if I recall from our information, we 
thought he was being considered for an appointed position which 
would have been a logical basis. As facts turned out, that was not the 

{>urpose that the information was requested. To stem or stop abuses 
ike that, the President, the current administration, has issued instruc- 
tions that any requests for investigations under the special inquiry 
or White House investigation such as for appointment must clear 
through the office of his counsel, in other words, not let the lower line 
people come over and say we need this information or we need this 
request. They come through the office of Phil Buchen through an 
employee that is assigned to that office with responsibility. 

Now, we do still make certain name check requests for the White 
House, and those, too, have to clear through his office. So we do have 
that. Then we have the responsibility, if we get something which cm 
its face appears political or improper, then our responsibility under 
that would be to go to the Attorney General and ask him to intercede 
by finding out is this a proper request on the Bureau. And I can assure 

Jou, that as Mr. Kelley has testified and has made it perfectly clear, 
e has not had any such improper requests and he would go right 
to the Attorney General if it was necessary. Otherwise he would reject 
the request. 

Senator Schwetke*. What steps are you taking to* make sure that 
we catch some of these things in the present that maybe we either over- 
looked or did not catch or somehow got sidetracked in the past? 

\fV Adams. We have been working with the Attorney General and 
his staff. It started even when Attorney General Saxbe was there, to 
look at all of our procedures, all of our investigative operations. Are 
they proper? Do they fit criteria! Do we have a legal basis for them? 
And we have guidelines, committees which have been established in the 
Department, that meet every day on questions of the overwhelming 
problem of collection and maintenance of information* What do we 
getf Why do we get it? What should we do with it? 

I feel there is a very active program going on in that regard, and 
I fee] certain that it will continue to make sure that we are aware of 

everything and take appropriate action* 
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the staff so that we may have the advantage of taking a look at those, 
too. 

* Mr. Adams* I would have to secure the approval of the Attorney 
General on the guidelines. He did tell the House committee which 
originally raised the question on maintenance of information, that 
once we get something and they are Hearing completion in the De- 
partment, that he does intend to take it up with Congress. So I am 
sure there would be no problem at that point in bringing it to this 
committee as well. 


Senator Schwet&ct, It seems to me that die problems in the pest 
have arisen, in not having clearly defined standards. I think this is 
the crux of it 

Mr. Adams. That is true. 
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Senator Tower. Mr. Adams, what use does the Bureau presently 
make of its intelligence informants, and have they ever been used as 
provocateurs or. as magnets for action! 

Mr. Adams/ No. sir. 

WeH, you asked two questions. 

Senator Tower. Yes. 

Mr, Adahs. Let me take the last one first, provocateur*. Our poller 
has not — or our policy has been to discourage any activities which 
in any way mi^ht involve an informant doinjj something that an agent 
cannot do, which would be in the area of being a provocateur, which 
basically is entrapment. And we have had some allegations of entrap* 
ment come up. We feel we have satisfactorily answered them. This is a 
very technical legal field which boils down, of course, to the fact that 
if a person is willing to do something, and the Government merely 
provides the opportunity, that is not legally entrapment So if a 
person comes Jo us and says, "I have been asked to participate in a 
break-in of a Federal building, 1 would like to help you, 7 ' then the law 
basically would indicate we have the authority to continue to let him 
operate* The question comes up if he assumes the whole direction 
and causes people to do something which they would not otherwise have 
done. That is the entrapment issue. So we are very alert to this. We 
have instructions* clear guidelines* instructions to our field offices 
that they arc not to use an informant for anything that an agent 
cannot legally do. I don't say there haven't been some mistakes in 
that regard, but I don't know of any at the present time. 

Senator Tower* Senator Huddleston 1 

Senator Hihwlestok. Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

first, I think to keep this activity in proper perspective, it might 
be well to remember that even though a great deal of the testimony 
and the questioning lias been relating to the question of Dr. King, this 
is by no means an isolated situation. Dr. King's case is indeed a 
classic example, utilizing all of the various techniques of the Bureau, 
both in intelligence gathering, and action against an individual in 
order to discredit him or embarrass him, and indeed destroy him. But 
the record is replete, and indeed, here is an entire sheaf of similar 
targets who are certainly not as well known. Some of them are high 
school students, some of them are high school teachers, college students, 
college teachers, broadcasters and journalists, people whose names 
would be almost totally unfamiliar to the vast majority of Americans. 
So the activity was not confined to those that are immediately rec- 
ognizable public figures. 

I want to just proceed along the question of informants that Senator 
Towet just raised 'for just a mortvent or two. Yon say that your in- 
formants are not rapeeted to do anything that im agent himself could 
not do. In the gathering of information do you have any safeguard 
at all, any rule as to how the informant proceeds in order to gather 
the information you are looking fort 

Mr. A oaks. Only that he proceed through legal means. 

Senator Huddleston. Is that specifically stated to him when he is 
employed f 


Mr. Adams, Yes, sir. 

Senator Huddleston. Are most informers paid on the basis of i 
regular fee or regular salary, or are they paid on the basis of the in 
formation they gather! 

Mr. Adams. Even those who are^aid on what you could say a salary 
chat salary is determined on a CuD basis as to the value of t the in 
formation furnished. In other words, in a criminal case for instance 
you could hare a person come in and give you the identity of thro 
individuals who just robbed a bank You might pay him a lum| 
sum amount, and never go back to him. In the security field when 
informants do finally manage to work into a revolutionary typ 
organization, their continued activities on our behalf do set up mop 
of a program for payment. 

Senator Huddles-ton. If information that may be supplied to yoi 
happens to be of a sensational nature or of a surprising nature, d< 
you ever question the informer on how he obtained it! , 

Mr. Adams. I am sure this takes place. In any handling of an in 
formant over a sustained period of time, you do nave a rapport whic) 
they don't just come in and say Joe Blow said this, Joe Blow did thai 
There is a conversation that goes through, which I feel certain would 
if it looked like he had something that came from some imprope 
source, I think the agent would say, "Where did you get this!" 

Senator Huddlestok. If you found it had been taken improper! 
or if some improper action had been taken, would it be put in th 
files! 

Mr. Adams. If he violated the law, we would have an open invest igi 
tion if it were within our jurisdiction. 

on individuals that is collected in various ways. How many othe 
agencies can request, for instance, an individual check that woul 

result in your supplying to it information from these personal intell 
genoe files t 

Mr. Adams. Every agent in the Federal Government under the en 

Sloyee security program has an obligation to check with the FBI 
oing name check search of our files to see if there is any subversivi 
derogatory information which might militate against appointing thf 
individual to a Federal position. 

Senator Htjddleston. Do you take anv precautions as to how the 
will use that information once it is supplied to them by your agents 
Mr. Adams. All we do is indicate to them on the report that it is tt 
property of the FBI and is not to be disseminated outside their agenc; 

Senator Httddixsttw. You have no way of knowing whether < 
not indeed it is f 
Mr. Adams. No, sir, we do not 

Senator Hudolestok. What internal precautions do you have again 
the Bureau itself misusing information that it gains from othi 
ugenciesf 

Mr. Adams. Strong prohibitions. First, we don*t allow access i 
files except on a need-to-know basis. Any employee of the FBI knw 
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of the fifes, ne will 'be subject to administrative action. We had 
case where an agent obtained an identification record and made it 01 
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improperly, and I think that agent was separated from the rolls. But 
we had asked, and of course we share in CIA's request to this extent, 
that there be a criminal penalty attached to misuse of information 
and leaking it or making it available outside of an agency. This is 
another issue before Congress. j 

Senator Huddlestok. There is also an instance that the committee 
has evidence of, where the Bureau at least proposed taking informa- 
tion gained from the Internal Revenue Service and drafting a letter, 
a fraudulent letter, over a forged signature of a civil rights leader, 
mailing it to the contributors of that organization indicating that there 
was some tax problem and hoping to discourage further contribu- 
tions. Did this in fact happen, to your knowledge ? 

Mr. Adams, I am not familiar with that case* I can easily say it 
would not be proper* 

Senator Huddleston. But you dont know whether it happened or 
whether the act was carried out 1 

Mr. Adams, I do not know* 

Senator Huddleston. Mr. Adams, getting on to another subject, 
one of the techniques used very frequently by the Bureau in its 
attempt to discredit individuals was to utilize the press. It was cus- 
tomary to send anonymous letters on many occasions to editors, broad- 
casters, commentators, and columnists around the country containing 
information, or supgestinj? information, about an individual that the 
Bureau wanted to discredit in some way. There is also some evidence 
that the Bureau utilized within the press itself, on a regular contact 
basis, certain columnists or broadcasters for the purpose of disseminat- 
ing information that the' FBI wanted to get out about individuals. 
How extensively was this utilized f 

Mr. Adams, I don't believe it was very extensive. In fact, I think 
there were probably very few incidents where untrue information 
was put out. That is my recollection. On disseminating public source 
information there were a number of instances of that which is still 
proper to date under our guidelines. I just don't know of many in- 
stances where untrue information was used, and I do not know of too 
many instances overall where that was done. 

Senator Hotdlestok. Do you know of any instances— how many 
actual journalists or practitioners were regular disseminators of FBI 
information! 

Mr. Adams* I don*t know of any today that are, in that regard. 
I know there have been situations where it happened and people still 
da They come to us and say, we would like to do an article on orga- 
nized crime. Can you be of assistance? And if we can be of assistance 
within the guidelines established by the Attorney General, we do 
assist. We have a pull and a tug over privacy acts and freedom of 
information and also the need to know, but we try to satisfy. 

Senator Huddleston. Do you know of any at the present time or in 
the past who have been paid by the FBI for their services! 

Mr. Adams. Not personally. Idon't know of any. 

Senator Htodlestox. Not personally? Do you know of any evidence 
that indicates that t 

Mr. Adams. That's what I mean* I dont have any evidence that 
indicates that. 
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' Senator Huddlestox, I think it would be helpful to our inquiry if 
we could review, or you would review, the files and make a determina- 
tion as to whether or not it might be the case, that the FBI his paid 
journalists who are amenable to disseminating information supplied 
by the FBI. 

Mr. Adams. I am told we have I dont know what files we have re* 
viewed, but we have reviewed them and we havent found any* 

Senator Hudolestox. You haven't found any. What is the mass 
media programof the FBI ? 

Mr. Adams. To try to get the truth out, to get a proper picture of 
the FBI's jurisdiction, its activities. 

Senator Huddixston. Is it also to suppress other publications or 
other commentators or journalists who might be disseminating other 
views? 

Mr. Adams. No. 

Senator Huddleston, Did the FBI not take some action against a 
number of newspapers, most of them student newspapers that they 
thought should be suppressed ! 

Mr. Adams. We may have in the past. I don't recall any specific case. 
You are talking about some of the "Weatherman" support papers or 
Black Panther paper. I don't know of any in that regard; but I'm 
not saying that such action was not taken. 

Senator Huddlestox. Are you familiar with the special correspon- 
dence listl 

Mr. Adams. Yes. 

Senator Huddleston. What is this list f 

Mr. Adams. My recollection is that the special correspondence list 
was a list of individuals that had requested from time to time various 
Bureau publications and were kept on a continuing list and such com- 
munications were mailed to them. 

Senator Huddleston. It was a list that was considered to be friendly 
towards the FBI view f 

Mr. Adams. Yes. I would say anyone on that list would normally be 
friendly. 

Senator Huddleston*. Do you have knowledge of a number of in- 
stances in which the Bureau carrying out its COINTELPRO ac- 
tivities utilized the existing press in order to attempt to discredit some 
individual? 

Mr. Adams. I don't have an idea of the number, but I don't think 
there were very many. 

Senator Huddleston. Do you have a list of the instances in which 
the Bureau attempted to discredit other publications! 

Mr. Ada vs. No ; I don't know. 

Senator Hvddlestox. Do you know that they did occur! 
Mr. Adams. I can ask. I get, "No," as far as any knowledge in that 
regard. 

Senator Huddleston. As far as knowledge. 

Mr. Adams. That means knowledge of what we have come up with 
in our current review, I would assume. 

Senator Huddijsstox. It seems to me that this is an area in which 
we are particularly troubled and rightly should be* If there is any 
right that is specifically called for in our Constitution, and has been 
upheld and reaffirmed m court decision after court decision, it is the 


right to publish in this country. The first amendment speaks not only 
of freedom of speech, but also freedom of the press. And yet it seems 
that we have a pattern tare of the chief law enforcement agency of the 
country attempting to suppress that very right 

Mr. Adams. I haven't seen — I think any effort to manipulate the 
press of this country, I just don't see any possibility in that regard t 
and I don't see the logic of anyone even attempting such. 

Senator Htodlestox. But it did happen. 

Mr. Adams. It may have happened in 

Senator Hfddlestox, In a rather extensive field. * 
Mr. Adams. I disagree with that rather extensive field. I just don't 

know the extent that you are talking to here. 

Senator Hcddlestox. We are talking about the cases where 

Mr. Adams* Are you lumping in cases where we disseminated public 

source information? Are you Tumping in a case where we may have 

gone to a 

Senator Htooleston. I think disseminating public source informa- 
tion is somewhat different from furnishing a TV commentator with 
derrogatory information about a specific individual, who has baen 
targeted as one that apparently the Bureau thinks is dangerous or 
that his ideas ought to be suppressed. 

Mr. Adams. Is that manipulating the press, thought Here you have 
a situation where an individual is going around the country advocating 
off-the-pig or kill-the-police or something like that. And a newspaper- 
man was furnished, say some background information on him which 
would have been in the area of public source material which he could 
use in an article. Are we really, if the information is true, the final 
decision, it would seem to me, would be the newspaperman as to 
whether he would use any such information. 

I think if we concealed our motives from the newspaperman, or 
furnished false information, which I think we did in one anonymous 
letter or something that I saw in all of this, I would say that was 
improper. 


Mr. Adams. I think newsmen have sources. I think 

Senator Hvdduston. Or convincing a cartoonist, for instance, to 
draw a derogatory cartoon about a college professor who certainly did 
not constitute a threat to the violent overthrow of the Government. 

Mr. Adams. If anyone accuses us of having any great success in try- 
ing to influence the press, I think that their objectivity stands very 
high. 

Senator Huddles-tox, I think the point is not whether there was 
success or not there was an effort made. Ym glad to hear you acknowl- 
edge now that it is almost an impossibility. But more than that it 
seems to me at the beginning when these type of techniques were used, 
it seemed to indicate a lack of confidence, or faith in the American 
people to believe that they could not hear ideas that might be con- 
trary to their own without being seriously damaged. One of the great 
freedoms we hnve is the freedom of hearing other ideas, whether we 
agree with them or not. I think this is an area that we are concerned 
with and one technique which I hope is being discontinued and one 
that will be, by the time these hearings conclude, and by the time 
proper legislation is drawn. 
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Mr. Adams. Well, I think you can be assured that any such tech- 
niques in that area died with COINTELPBO in 1971. 
senator Hotdlestox . That is comforting. 
Mr. Adams. Yes. | 
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forced in and out by virtue of votes and other committee business* I 
am not sure which Senators have had their opportunity to question 
and which have not. 
Senator Goldwater, were you next f 

Senator Goldwate*. I will not take much time. I apologize for not 
having been here in the last 2 days. It is going well, I have heard- We 
have heard testimony regarding the voluminous records, I believe 
600,000, maintained by the Bureau. How in your view have these 
records come to be kept? For what purpose have they been kept, and 
has the Bureau ever undertaken to destroy or prune down any of these 
records? 

Mr. Adams. We have a number of records. We are a businesslike 
organization. We record our activities. And as the staff knows, they 
had access to a lot of recorded material that is the product of what 
the FBI has done over theyears. When we conduct an investigation, 
we maintain the. results. We do have destruction procedures where, 
after the passage of certain time limits approved" by the Archives 
authority, we are allowed to destroy certain files. Other information 
we are required to put on microfilm- There is a regular standard pro- 
cedure for the destruction of FBI files. This has been suspended, of 
course, during the initiation of these hearings and our files probablv 
have increased considerably during this period because we are not al- 
lowed to destroy anything since the committee commenced its hear- 
ings. But we do have procedures for destruction of files. They are 
approved by the Archives. A problem inherent in that is maintaining 
information. What should we keep! What should we obtain during an 
investigation ? What should we record? In the n ast we have been orettv 
consistent in recording everything we thought was relevant to the 
investigation. The passage or the Privacy Act put certain restrictions 
in. We cannot collect or maintain anything unless it is relevant to an 
ongoing matter of which we have investigative jurisdiction. 

But beyond even the Privacy Act, the Attorney General instituted 
a guidelines committee in this area that we have been meeting dili- 
gently with every day and hopefully have tried to avoid this idea 
that we are for no good reason maintaining gossip, scandal, unneces- 
sary, and irrelevant material. So once these guidelines are in some sort 
of final form, not to be adopted* then the Attorney General has indi- 
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committees to get their input into it, after which they will be 
published. 

Senator Goldwater. Well, now these dossiers, I think you can call 
them that probably. 

Mr. Ad^ms, I prefer not to, but I accept the fact that that is how they 
are referred to. 

Senator Goldwater. What do you call them t 

Mr. Adams. I call them files. To me, I guess we all have our little 
hang-upa, but to me that is usually used in some sinister connotation. 
It is probably not to you. But I will use whatever terminology you 
want to use on this. 
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Senator Goldwatol I hope what you have on me is not called a 
dossier. 

Mr, Adams* No, sir : it's a collection of material 

[General laughter.] * 
Mr. Adams. Of which yon are aware. 

Senator Goldwater. That's right. Now let me ask you, the informa- 
tion you have would probably be on computer tape! 
Mr. Adams. No, sir. 

Senator Goldwater. It's not. Information that IRS would hare, 
is that computerized ? 

Mr. Adams. It may be. I'm not familiar with the extent of theirs. 
We do have certain computer activities, such as the National Crime 
Information Center, or we have, I guess, 7 or 8 million records. This 
is not the usual file material. This consists of individuals concerning 
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this, and also some documented criminal history information in the 
nature of prior arrest history, but not what I think you are referring 
to in the way of file material, reports, intelligence, this type of 
information. 

Senator Goldwater, What I am trying to get at, is there a central 
source of computerized material that would include your information, 
the information that IRS may have gathered, information that had 
been gathered off of personnel records of the Pentagon t 

Mr. Adams. No, sir. 

Senator Goldwater, There's no such list that you know of I 

Mr. Adams. I don't know what other agencies have, but the FBI 
does not have such a list, does not have such capability to interface 
with such a list, if such a list exists. 

Senator Goijjwatto. Do you feel rather safe in saying then that 
no agency of Government has put together such a computerized total 
of all the information on the people that you have surveilled! 

Mr. Adams. Oh, I think it is safe to say I dont know of any. Today 
I am not saving what does exist or doesn't exist elsewhere. 

Senator Goldwater, In addition to the 500,000 records that you 
have, would I be correct in saying that you have 50 million data cards 
and that there's $S2 million spent on 'intelligence in the fiscal year 
1075 to maintain this library f 

Mr. Adams. No; I don't "think that is correct. I think the figure of 
$82 million is what our budget people have drawn up as being the 
total cost in a given year of our intelligence operations, security, 
criminal, organized crime, the whole intelligence field. But I don't 
relate it to the maintenance of any data cards. 

Senator Goldwater. Now one other area, and I think it probably, 
according to the records, goes back to 1970. How did the Bureau 
come to place the so-called Women's Lib movement under surveillance* 
and I say so-called because I think we discovered that there was no 
such organized movement. 

3fr. Adams, Then* were a Jot of movements. It is my recollection — 
I have not reviewed the file in detail, but it is my recollection that 
the case was originally opened because of indications thnt certain 
proups were attempting to infiltrate or control the Women's Libera- 
tion movement. The invest ieration was conducted and was terminated 
several years ago, as far as I know. 




Senator Uoldwatxe. jjo you Know 01 any acuons cum were 
by the Bureau as to the women's liberation movement except to 
monitor it f 

Mr. Adams. No. And the monitoring was for the purpose of de- 
termining the infiltration, and I don't know of any actions taken 

against tEenL 

Senator Goldwatzb. That's all X have, Mr. Chairman. Thank you. 
The Chairman. Thank you, Senator Goldwater* 
Senator Hart, have you had an opportunity to question t 
Senator Haft of Colorado. No; I have not 
The Chairman, Senator Hart 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Thank yon, Mr. Chairman, In the 
testimony yesterday developed by the staff concerning the last few 
days of Martin Luther King's life, we learned that the Bureau in 
March of 1968 developed information to be given to the press criticiz- 
ing Dr. King for staying in a white-owned and operated hotel, the 

At some point during Dr. King-s stay in Memphis, he moved from 
the Holiday Inn to Lorraine. To your knowledge, Mr. Adams, was 
that information ever given to the press? [See footnote p. 21,] 

Mr, Adams. I have been unable to determine that This question was 
raised to me by the Civil Rights Division of the Department. Appar- 
ently, they had had some inquiry along the same lines several months 
ago. But my recollection of it at the time, we saw that this action had 
been proposed and the memorandum bore the initials, I believe it 
was the initials, statement handled, and the initials of the apent in 
the external affairs division who assumed the responsibility of saying 
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had no recollection of the matter but the fact that he did jsav, "handled" 
didn't mean that lie was able to do anything with it. He was just 
clearing that memorandum so it would show action was taken, and 
he doesnt know if he gave it to anyone or not. 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Well, suffice it to say that the facts are 
that subsequent to the time the Bureau developed this information 
to pass on to the press, it did appear in the local papers in Memphis. 

Mr. Adams. There was some statement in the local papers, not 
according to the terminology of the proposed statement that was to 
be given to him. There was some comment made, if I recall, that 
Martin Luther Kiiig gave a press conference following the riots that 
followed one of his appearances, and that he gave that press conference 
in a hotel, the Holiday Inn Hotel. But it didn't have any, at least the 
newspaper article itself didn't have any direct relation to acts taken. 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Well, according to some historians and 
people who have commented on the circumstances, they were fairly 
explicit in statine that the local press was critical of him during that 
period of stavinjr in the white hotel, but I don*t want to make a big 
issue out of that. What was the name of the agent that you talked to? 

Mr. An.\M*. T didn*t talk to him personally. People in the Bureau 
that were working ou this did and T believe his name wns Linhauirh. 

Senator Haft of Colorado* If you could provide that name to us, 
I would appreciate it. 

Mr. Adams. I would be glad to. 
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Senator Hatt of Colorado. Mr. Adams, wis any effort made during 
this entire COIXTELPKO period to objectively define what the "New 
Left" meant * What was your understanding of the "New Left" . 

Mr. Aj>amb, They did have a definition of the New Left distinguish- 
ing it from the Old Left, It was primarily to distinguish it in the 
area that the New Left was trying to separate itself from the old hide- 
bound policies of the Communist Party or some of its links to the 
Communist Party. Perhaps Mr- Wannall has a better definition *of 
that 

Senator Hast of Colorado. It very definitely included those who 
were opposed to the war, organized groups that opposed the war and 
felt strongly about racial injustice in this country s leaving the Commu- 
nist Party aside. 

Mr. Adams. People involved in the New Left movement were, of 
course, also involved in the anti-Vietnam war effort 

Senator Hart of Colorado. What do you mean also t That's what I'm 
trying to get out. What was the New Left I If you didn't oppose the 
war and you weren't involved in civil rights groups, who else might 
you have been! 

Mr. Adaiis. Well, the New Left did involve a revolutionary philos- 
ophy. It wasn't related solely to the anti-Vietnam effort. 
Senator Hart of Colorado. Thomas Jefferson embodied a revolu- 
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Mr, Adams. That's right. And the New Left activity exceeded Thom- 
as Jefferson's philosophy in that it did fit in with the basic Commu- 
nist philosophy. 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Every group that was placed under the 
efforts of the COIXTELPRO supported the violent overthrow of this 
country ? 

Mr. Adams. The concept of COINTELPRO was directed toward 
those organizations. I would have to refresh my memory oti each one 
of the organizations thnt were targets of it. but they were basically 
New Left, Communist Party. Social Workers Party, black extremists,

Senator Hart of Colorado. The Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference! 

Mr. Adams. The Southern Christian Leadership Conference, I dont 
know if it was involved specifically in COIXTELPRO. Three minor 
actions were taken against the Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Well, its leader, I think you could say, for 
8 years was subject to a lot more than three minor actions* 

Mr. Adams. That's right, and that gets into the other area that the 
activities taken against him were primarily COINTELPRO-type 
activities but Wcnsw refilly under the control of 

Senator Hart of Colorado. You're saying that basically every orga- 
nization and individual thnt was swept into the five COINTELPRO 
nets sunportcd the violent overthrow of this country ? 

Mr. Adams. Well, not just the violent overthrow of the Government. 
It would have been nrim nidations that were threatening and foment- 
ing violence. T don't believe it had to be related to the actual over- 
throw of the Government 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Is a street demonstration violent f 


Mr. Adams. It depends on where you are in relation to what is taking 
place. If there are a lot of activities in connection with street demon- 
strations that are not violent, and there are a lot of street demonstra- 
tions that have resulted in deaths, so it just depends on the activity 
taking place and the circumstances. Our problem is we are given the 
responsibility by the Attorney General to monitor demonstrations 
which have the potential of violence. The question is, how do you find 
out, at what point do you get in any monitor demonstrations to deter- 
mine if that has a potential violence ! 

Senator Hart of Colorado. Well, obviously we have received testi- 
mony to the effect that the FBI went out of its way to foment violence 
itself, to encourage disruptions internally, to encourage hostilities and 
conflict between and among these groups in the hope that violence 
would occur. Therefore you could go back to the Director or the press 
or whomever and say, look, this is a violent group. 

Mr. Adams. I accept the allegation but I don't accept the fact The 
conclusion, from what I have seen in reviewing these files in connec- 
tion with our investigations, is that we don't foment violence. We don't 
permit as a matter of policy our informants to act as provocateurs to 
engage in violence, I am not denying it may have happened, but the 
FBI does not foment violence, and the FBI, you know, has no 

Senator Hast of Colorado. You are using present tense verbs. 

Mr* Adams. We didn't then. I don't agree that our actions in any 
event were designed to foment violence- 
Senator Hart of Colorado. I think there is plenty of documenta- 
tion of the attempt to set the Black Panthers against the Blackstone 
Rangers in Chicago. 

Sir. Adams. Well, I don't consider that plenty of evidence. I think 
the evidence to the contrary is that one of the organizations, when we 
got word that the Black Panthers versus United Slaves, we notified 
the local police that this activity was going to take place, and the 
individual^ so that we would prevent the killing, wliich had come to 
our attention and was going to take place, and then the tnmdowns 
of various COIXTELPRO actions, there were specific statements 
made, that this action will not be approved because it might result in 
harm to an individual, physical harm, and we have no indication from 
any of these actions under COIXTELPRO that any violent act 
occurred, and I have not been presented with any by the staff from 
their far more extensive inquiry. 

Senator Hart of Colorado. June S, 1968, a memorandum from the 
special agent in charge of Cincinnati to the Director of the FBI. 
captioned Counterintelligence Program, Disruption of the New 
Left, a five-page memorandum having to do^ with Antioch College 
in Ohio [exhibit 30 *]. It is a long description of the college and 
background. There is a recommendation on page 3: **Cincinatti 
recommends that counterintelligence action be taken to expose the 
pseijdointellectual image of Antioch,** and it gives specific ways of 
doing that, then the nest pagi». page 4. the desired result of action, 
"force Antioch to defend itself as an educational institution/* Where 
in the laws of this country or the charter of the Federal Bureau of 

' Set p* 434 throofk 4S& 
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Investigation does it say that that agency should be forcing any 
educational institution to defend itself ? 
Mr* Adaus. I know of none* 

Senator Hart of Colorado. You would say this is stepping beyond 
the bounds of your authority 1 

Mr. Adams] I would say — I'm not familiar with the total action 
of what was there, but just on the surface I don't see any basis for it. 

Senator Hart of Colorado. It is my understanding that field 
officers participating in COINTELPRO activities were required to 
send results in status letters and in annua] reports. Is that correct f 

Mr. Adaxs. Yes. 

Senator Hart of Colorado. What kind of results generally were 
you looking for 1 What was considered success! 

Mr. Adams* Well, it would be considered success, if in one instance 
an action was taken to create factionalism in the highest level of 
the Communist Party, and the results were that we were advised 
that the Communist f>arty influence declined appreciably as a direct 
result of factionalism created at that level. That to us was a concrete 
result. We had other results that you pet in various degrees. The above 
is an extremely favorable degree. We had others, I think one was 
alluded to yesterday, or today where a letter went out setting up 
marital stride on the part of someone. I don't see any basis or justifica- 
tion for that. I think that is the other extreme. I think in the middle 
there were ones that fell into a different degree. The only thing that 
I feel is we had 3,000 actions recommended- 1 don't know if the docu- 
ment shows whether this Antioch one was approved or not. I doubt 
that it was annroved* 

Senator if art of Colorado. I believe it was. We can document that. 

Mr. Adams, OK. Because there would be one. I would say that the 
judgment in approving is in question. But out of 3,000 recommended, 
the fact that 2,000 approved shows that there was some concern to try 
to keep these to a proper level, and I think the actual number of 
grossly improper activities fortunately is rather small, I think there 
are a lot in there. Hie whole program, we feeL should have been dis- 
continued, and we don't have a program like it now, and we wouldn*t 
institute a program like it now. 

Senator Hart of Colorado* It would be helpful to us if now or in 
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the committee and this Congress, to make sure that doesn't happen, 
aside from just the assurances we are being given here* 

Mr. Adams. Well, the main recommendation I make is that we dont 
wind up on the point we have been on in the past years, that one time 
in our history Congress is saying we ought to be doing something to 
stop violence in the streets, murders, blowing up of buildings; and 
at another time they are saying you shouldn't nave done what you 
did, and that Ave make a mistake when we react and try to identify one 
area and say that is the voice of the people. What we need is a legiih 
lative mandate which is the will of Congress in order to tell us what 
our role should be in this area. I think that ihe main thing that would 
come out of all of this, I hope, is some more definitive guideline 
where we all know what the will of the people is as expressed by 
Congress. 
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Senator Hart of Colorado. I believe my time is up. 

S en ator Towra [presiding] Mr* Adams, to return to the 

of informants which I initiated and was interrupted by a vote, who 
selects an informant I 

Mr. Adams. The basic responsibility is on oar special agent per- 
sonnel who develop informants, the agent on the street. 

Senator Tower. Does the special agent in charge in a given area 
have control over the activities of an informant or a veto on the use 
of a particular informant f 

Mr. Adams. Not only the special agent in charge, but FBI head- 
quarters. We maintain the tightest possible control of the utilization 
of informants* We require Bureau approval to utilize a person as an 
informant. 

Senator Tower. The special agent in charge has the power to veto 
the use of an informant 1 
Mr. Adams. Yes, sir. 

Senator Tower. Does headquarters know who all the informants are! 
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require 

Senator Towxa, You dont have the agents informed by their own 
special informants! 
Mr* Adams* Absolutely not 

Senator Tower, Are the criteria different for paid and for nonpaid 
informers f 

Mr. Adams. We have some informants over the years that have re- 
fused to accept payment, but generally the criteria for both, I mean 
for ones that are paid, is that it must be on a c.o.<t basis, evaluated 
as to the value of the information* 

Senator Tower. What protections are afforded to informants! 

Mr. Adams. Protections afforded them individually f 

Senator Tower. Yes. 

Mr. Adams. Hie greatest protection in the world we can afford them 
is to maintain the confidential relationship which they have adopted 
wim tne r m, ana cne racx inaz tnose citizens oi wie nuuwi ^t»u^i 
who, for whatever reason, decide to cooperate with the FBI and 
cooperate with their Government in the criminal and security field, 
have that confidentiality maintained. Beyond that confidentiality 
we are unable to afford them any protection, any physical protection. 
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them subjected to other violence and criminal activities, and the only 
protection beyond maintaining the confidentiality is once we have 
used them or had to expose them for some purpose, we do have pro- 
cedures for relocation and maintenance of them, which is utilized 
quite frequently in the top hoodlum and the Cosa Nostra-type inves- 
tiinitions. 

Senator Tower. It is my understanding now that 83 percent of all 
cases involve some use of informants, so that means that the use is 
pretty widespread and apparently very essential. What kind of guid- 
ance does the FBI give to these informants! Do you give them any 
special training? Could you describe that kind of relationship in terms 
of guidelines, control, authority that you have! 
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Mr. Adam*, Well, when an individual is being developed as an in- 
formant, our main concern is whether he provides reliable information 
and that the information he collects is collected by legal means. We 
dont permit an informant to engage in any activity that an agent 
couldn't do legal] v himself. In other words, you cant have an extension 
of the agent out fiere engaging in illegal acts, and the agent saying I 
abide bv the law. This creates some problems, of course, in the criminal 
field where yon don't recruit informants from Sunday schools. You 
recruit informants in areas where they do have knowledge of criminal 
activities. But we even had to open investigations and prosecute some 
of Our informants, because we do not bend from this, that they are 
not going to enjoy favorite status as a result of their relationship with 
us. So the agent covers all of this with an informant during the 
discussions. 

We secure background information on the informants. We do this 
to insure, as heat as possible, tre are dealing with » reliable, stable in- 
dividual even though he may be engaged in an unstable activity. 
We go through this period and consider them more or less, in different 
terminology, probationary , potential, verifying information that he 
furnishes us, and everytime when they report on the status of an in* 
formant* they have to tell us what percentage of his information has 
been verified* by other means, by other informants or sources. So we 
do have a continuing indoctrination which is supervised at FBI 
headquarters. 

Senator Tower, You said you don't recruit vour informants from 
Sunday school class. Being an ex-Sunday school teacher, I resent that, 
but 

Mr. Adams. I am talking in the criminal field. Many of our security 
informants come from a very fine background. 

Senator Tower. But this leads me into this. Sometimes, then, you 
might recruit People that you know have committed criminal acts. 

Mr. Ada us. That's true. 

Senator Tower. Do you promise him immunity from future prosecu- 
tion in many instances to secure their cooperation t 

Mr. Adams. Xo. Now, the only exception to that would be we may 
have an ongoing, it is what you call an informant — I believe your 
question is addressed to someone that we are actually considering in an 
informant status* 

Senator Tower. Yes. 

Mr. Adams* TVe do have situations where during an investigation 
we target on one individual, the lower rung, and the U.S. Attorney 
and the Department offer immunity. We don't And say, you coop- 
erate, and we go up the ladder to the next level, and in some of these 
cases we have gone up through successive stages until we (ret the main 
honcho who we feel is the proper target of our investigation. 

Senator Tower. Getting on another subject, does the FBI still re- 
quest bank audits f 

Mr. Adams. Bank audits? Do you mean do we still have access to 
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Senator Towek. Yes* 

Mr. Adams. Yes, sir. we do. 

Senator Tower. And do you obtain access with or without warrants 1 


Mr. Adams. We obtain access without warrant* 
Senator Tower. Without warrants t 
Mr. Adams. Yes, sir. 
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you obtain one without a warrant 1 
Mr, Adams. No, sir* 

Senator Towxr. Are they notified by the bank, or is he notified sub- 
sequently by the FBI t 

Mr. Adams. No. We do get subpenas in many cases, not warrants, 
but we do get subpenas in many cases, but in some cases a bank will 
make available to us records without subpena. When it comes time 
for utilizing that information we do issue a subpena for the 
information. 

Senator Tower. Do you hare legal authority to gain access to these 
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Mr, Adams. Yes, sir, we da 

Senator Tower* Without a subpena, without a court document! 

Mr. Adams* There is no law that I know of that forbids us access. 

There have been several court decisions, including some circuit 
courts that disagree with each other, but I think the current finding is 
that the bank records are the records of the bank and this does not 
violate any first amendment or other amendments in connection with it. 

Senator Tower. Do you make similar requests of S* & L. ? s and others, 
and credit unions and other financial institutions! 

Mr. Adams, I would assume the same would provide there. 
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I just have a question or two. We are going to try toconclude this 
morning because the committee has a hearing, a business meeting at 
2 o'clock this afternoon and for the information of the members, that 
meeting will take place in room 3110 of the Dirksen Senate Office 
Building. And while I am making announcements. I think I should 
say thattomorrow between the hours of 9 o'clock in the morning and 
1 o'clock in the afternoon, the committee will report its findings and 
make its recommendations to the Senate in connection with our in- 
vestigation into alleged involvement of the United States in certain 
assassination plots, and attempts directed against foreign leaders. 

me committee, as you know, has made an exhaustive investigation 
of this issue. It has taken some 6 months, 75 witnesses ha\*e been inter- 
rogated, over 8.000 pages of testimony have been taken, mountains 
of documents have been analyzed and digested, and the report will 
be a detailed accounting to the American people of that evidence, 
together with the findinsjs and recon^niendations of the committee* 
Initially these disclosures will be made to the Senate in secret session, 
after which the report Trill be made public as previously approved by 
committee vote. Therefore, it is anticipated that at 2:30 tomorrow 
aftcVnoon in this room, the caucus room, following that secret session 

of the Senate, the committee will meet with the press for the purpose of 
answering such questions as the press may wish to address to the 
committee on the assassination report. 

Now, the lart few questions I would like to put to you, Mr. Adams, 
have to do with some confusion in my mind concerning the purpose 
of the FBI in monitoring the women's liberation movement. What 
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monitoring that movement f 
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Mr. Adams. It was basically, as I recall, I have not reviewed the 
files, but from the information that I have acquired, it would indicate 
there were groups that were believed to be infiltrating and attempting 
to exert control over it That investigation was based or initiated on 
this fact 

The Chaxbmax. But you never found, did ^ou, that the Women's 
Liberation Movement was seriously infiltrated, influenced, or controlled 
by Communists* 

Mr. Adaks. No, and the case was closed I would put them in the 
position of comments we have made earlier about the press, that I 
don't think anyone is going to dominate or control. That is a very 
independent group. 

The Chairman. Well, we are trying to keep the country that way. 

Mr. Adams. That's right* 

The Chairman. And the kind of thing that disturbs me is what 
the documents reveal. If you will turn to exhibit 7. 1 
Mr. Adams. Yes. 

The Chairman. Then, if you will turn to where you find the caution 
"Origin, Aims, and Purposes," a description of the Women's Libera- 
tion Movement in Baltimore, Md. I call your attention to this because 
it seems to typify the whole problem of this generalized kind of sur- 
veillance over the activities of American citizens. Here is the report 
If you will read with me this paragraph : 

The women's liberation movement in Baltimore. Md, began during the rammer 
of 1908. There was no structure or a parent organization. There were no rales 
or plans to go by. It started out as a group therapy session with young women 
who were either lonely or confined to the home, with smaU children, getting 
together to talk out their problems. Along with this they wanted a purpose 
and that was to be free women from the humdrum existence of being only a wife 
and mother. They wanted equal opportunities that men hare in work and in 
society. They wanted their husbands to share in the houseworlc and in rearing 
their children. They also wanted to go out and work tn whatever kind of Jobs 
they wanted, and not be discriminated against as women. 

Now, can you find anything in that report that in any way suggests 
that these women were engaged in improper or unlawful activity? 

Mr. Adams* Not in that one- I believe there was another report, 
though, /riving the origin of it, which went into a little more descrip- 
tion of what our basic interest was. 

The Chairman. Can you tell me, because this is the report I 
have* 

Mr. Adams. Well. T am given here 

The CiiAiRMAX. What other, if there was some sinister activity con- 
nected with this group that isn f t laid out in the document 

Mr. Adams. I was given a workpaper here which read : 

Women 'a Libera Hon Movement Investigation of captioned movement wa» 
initated by our New York Office in April 1069, aa the Women'a Libber movement 
la described a* a loosely structured women's movement comprised of Individuals 
with Tarring ideologies from liberal to Xew Left persuasion, tome of whom had 
exhibited an affiliation with and/or sympathy for several organization* of investi- 
gative Interest to thla Bureau: namely , the Students for a Democratic Society. 
Black Panther Partr. the Vietnam Peace Parade Committee. Vencereoio* 
Brigade, the Socialist Workers Party, with Us youth group the Young Socialist 
Alliance. 

The Cn airman* May I stop you at this point! 
Mr. Adams. Yea* 
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The Chairman* You are reading from a paper which has to do 
with the origination of an investigation coming oat of New York, are 
you not! 

Mr. Ada MB. Yea. 

The Chairman. I am reading from a document that relates to the 
Women's Liberation Movement in Baltimore, and the findings con* 
eerning it in the summer of 1968. My question hasn't to do with 
whatever original purpose the FBI sought by initiating this kind of 
surveillance in New York, but with a finding made concerning the 
Women's Liberation Movement in Baltimore which I have just read 
to you, I think you would agree with me that women do nave the 
right to get together to talk about humdrum existence and equal 
opportunities with men and equal opportunities for work in our so* 
ciety, don't they ? That is not a subversive activity. 

Mr. Adams. Well, but what you have here is the set up of our in- 
vestigative activity. We had New York, which was the office of 
origin of the investigation. You have other offices that were checking 
to determine what influence there was. In addition, in New York — to 
the New York office, lay the fact that interwoven with the Women's 
Liberation Movement goal for equal rights for women, there was an 
advocacy certainly of militancy and violence in achieving their goals. 
Now, Baltimore is one office, and I believe that even there in one of 
the reports 

The Chairman. You keep taking me back to New York. 

Mr. Adams, Right 

■ The Chairmax. And I keep taking you back to Baltimore. And the 
reason I do that is because if you turn 2 pages back from this particu- 
lar report, which has to do with the Baltimore organization, the ques- 
tion is whether based upon that finding the investigation should con- 
tinue of the Baltimore group, and the decision is that you will continue 
to follow and report on the activities of the group. And I just won- 
dered why? 

Mr. Adams, This is a problem that we have, that we do have organiza- 
tions where sometimes the — the Women's Liberation group is not a 
good example because that was washed out, but we do have organiza- 
tions whe re 

The Chairman, What was washed out t Not the Women's Liberation 
Movement! 

Mr* Adams, No, the investigation indicated there was no concern 
or no reason to be concerned about it. But where you do have an or- 
ganization that has branches in many areas of the country, and you 
start with one place and it looks like you have a subversive organiza- 
tion, you do have to see, well, is this carried out throughout the or- 
ganization or is it just one chapter or one group I In other words, not 
even an organizational problem. 

The Chairman. But you see, the trouble with that is in this Balti- 
more organization you say in your own report that it was independent, 
there was no structure or parent organization, no rules or plans, so it 
isn't a part of a nationally controlled and directed organization by 
your own admission* 

Mr. Adams. I believe this report had some subsequent pages that 
aren't included in here that did show some additional activity or 
influence. 
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The Chairman. I am told by the staff that this summary is accurate, 
and the only other thing contained was that these women had affilia- 
tions with an organization that had protested the war in Baltimore. 

Mr. Adams* I think there were some other items. 

The Chairman. That is the only other association that we have 
been able to determine. Apparently the women's liberation move- 
ment is no longer under suspicion by the FBI and the case has been 
closed* What happens when the case is closed! Are those women's 
names still left in the files? Are they forevermore contained f 

Mr. Adams. Yes. 

The Ckaxrxax. In the system ? 

Mr. Adams* Yes. 

The Chairman, Pretty soon you will have us all in the system. If 
there is no way, even after surveillance has been terminated, to elimi- 
nate the references of individuals through the files of the system, 
you will one day have us all, won't you ¥ 

Mr. Adams. Well, I would sav as part of a normal business record, 
when we do make a judgment that an organization should be investi- 
gated and we investigate it, and then we find activities but we make 
a conclusion that there is no additional problem here, this is a record 
of our official action. Now, if we destroy it, at what point do we get 
Into a situation of being' accused of doing things and then destroying 
things to keep from showing what we do? The critical thing is whether 
we are able, and we do set up safeguards, where information in our 
files is not misused at a later date, and that is what these guideline 
committees are all about. 

The Cjiajsman, Do you have anv idea of how many names of 
Americans you keep in vour files all as a result of the cumulative 
effect of all these surveillances in all of these cases? * 

Mr. Adams. No ; I don ? t. 

The Chairman. It's in the millions, isn't it? 

Mr. Adams. We have 6^ million files. 

The Chairman. You have 6% million files f 

Mr. Adams. Yes, sir. 

The Chairman. And there are surely names of more than one per- 
son typically in a file, aren't there I 
Mr. Adams. But it is a rather large country. 

The Chairman* That's a large number of files to start with, and 
if you have multiple names in them, you are quickly up into 20, 30, 
40 million* 

Mr. Adams. Bight* But many of these files are applicant files. They 
are not all subversive files* They are not all criminal files. We have 
a million crimes of violence each yean There is a million people. 

The Chairman. I wish you had more time to spend on those crimes 
of violence* 

Mr. Adams. I do, too* 

The Chairman. There we agree. 

Mr. Adams. Right. 

The Chairman. What I worry about is this. You say there's no way 
to know when to close a file. These were surveillance' files, originally 
opened to determine whether organizations might have subversive 
connections. There are names in these files, so some demagogue comes 
along and says that the name of some public figure is contained in a 
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certain file to be round in the subversive files of the FBI, tad thers 
it is. He has not made a misstatement at all. But to the American 
people that man's name and reputation have been scarred 

Mr, Adams. And I hope this committee recognizes that and rec- 
ommends legislation that would enforce strong punitive or criminal 
violations against misuse of information in the files. We feel this 
way, CIA feels this way. We recognize we have a lot of sensitive infor- 
mation in it We fire our employees if we find them misusing informa- 
tion. We feel we need additional sanctions in this area. I don't think 
we can ever stop the accumulation of information. I don't know an 
investigative agency in the world, a law enforcement agency, that 
does not have to accumulate information. And we are working on 
guidelines as to how to get rid of the irrelevant information, how to 
eliminate material that really does not need to be kept We nope we 
will be able to come to Congress with these guidelines before too long, 
which will help address itself to just some of these problems. 

The Chairman. Well, you may be assured that the cofnmittee 
shares your objective in this regard and we will be working with you 
and the Department of Justice and others to try and change the laws 
to give a greater measure of protection to the first amendment righto 
of die American people. 

I have no further questions. Are there any other questions! 

Senator Mondalel 

Senator Mondale. Mr. Adams, earlier, in inquiring about the basis 
for investigating Dr. King, I thought I heard two basic justifications* 
One was suspicion and fear of Communist influence or infiltration. 
The second was, "that he constituted a threat to the success of the 
Negro movement," Did I understand that second basis! 

Mr. Adams. No. The first I was talking about was not suspicion but 
information indicating Communist influence. The second was on this 
question of motivation that you have raised. I dont know what their 
motive was to get to some of these other activities in order to discredit 
and remove him, but it was a question. Apparently they must have 
felt that he was a threat to either, as shown in the tiles the President 
and Attorney General expressed concern about the civil rights move- 
ment and his continued affiliation with some of these people* 

Senator Moxdaxx. Would you agree that it would not be a proper 
basis for an investigation for the FBI or any other Government official 
to be concerned about the success of the negro movement t 

Mr, Adams. I have no problem. 

Senator Moxdale. Ail right So let us take the one ground that 
appears to have justified the investigation of Dr. King and the 
investigation of the women's liberation movement — the fear that 

is true. Suppose that a Communist did have influence over Dr. King, 
or suppose an SDS member infiltrated and became a dominant influ- 
ence in a chapter of the women's liberation movement and you 
established it as a fact What would you do! Assuming that we cant 
get into tins harassing and so on, you agree that that no longer has any 
validity. What do you have ! 

Mr. Adams. We have potential violations which might arise, which 
rarely come to fruition and haven't for many years, but we do have 
an intelligence responsibility under the directives from the President 
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and the Attorney General That is, when a revolutionary group, like 
the Communist Party, has taken over control of a domestic group and 
the Communist Party is operated by the Soviet Union. We would 
furnish that information as we do. Every copy of our reports goes

Mr, Adams, I feel that the President, the Attorney General, the 
executive branch, needs to know the extent of a foreign -directed 
Communist organization, its influence and effect on the United States 
of America.

' We have just heard about the women's liberation movement where 

we were fearful that New Left, SDS types might have an influence. 

• That justified that investigation. We now have your statement that 
we were fearful that some Communists might have influence over Dr. 
King, and therefore, he was thoroughly investigated. Are there any 
limits then on who can be investigated! 

Mr. Adams. Well, the only limits are that we must relate it to a 
statutory basis of one of the Presidential guidelines we have or the

time by Congress. They have in the past by the Department of Justice, 
and this is the area of guidelines. This whole area of domestic scrutiny 
' is what we need guidelines in. 

Senator Moxdale. Right; and you would agree, we talked about this 
i earlier, that being a Communist is not a crime. 

Mr. Adams. No, it has not been a crime. 

Senator Moxdale. So that the whole basis for this has to apparently 
stem from a Presidential directive which you think has tasked you 
to do this. 

Mr. Adams. Yes.

This was a telegram that was to be sent from Oakland, Calif., to the 
Jersey City, N.J., headquarters.

Mr. Adams. Not in any specific detail* I know that at one time there 
was a, there would be a list that if an agent interviewed an individual 
and this individual created a storm or a ruckus and we didn't want 
some other agent stumbling out there and interviewing the same per- 
son, that we would make sure that they were aware of the fact that 
further contacts of this individual would result in a problem. 

Senator Moxdale. All right Now in a memo to Clyde Tolson, it 
refers to a conference on August 26. 1971, with certain — it looks like 
about 10 members of the FBI, And tins is what it says : [Exhibit 32* 1 ] 

Pursuant to your instruction, members of the conference were briefed concern- 
ing recent attempts by various newspapers and reporters to obtain Information 
about or from FBI personnel. Members were specifically advised that there would 
he absolutely no conversation* with or answers from any of the representatives 
of the Washington Post, New York Times, Los Angeles Times, CBS and NBC. 
The only acceptable answer to such InQuiries is no comment. 

Now Senator Huddleston earlier asked about efforts to influence 
newspapers and media outlet. Does a decision not to answer questions 
from certain selected media outlets trouble you f 

Mr, Adams, It is not the policy today. I think this has been aired in 
the past. There was a period of time wherein Mr. Hoover, in reacting 
to criticism from some of these newspaper men, where he felt he hadn't 
been given a fair shake, or for some other reason, that he felt that they 
should be told no comment, and he instructed they be told no comment* 
The motivations X am not in a position to discuss, but I can tell you 
that there has been no such policy in the last several years that 
I know of. 

Senator Moxdale. If you could submit the no-contact list for us, if 
you can find it, I would appreciate it. 

I have some other questions I will submit for the record, Mr, 
Chairman. 

The Chairman* Very well I just have one final follow-up question 
on Senator Mondale-s interrogation. I continue to be somewhat fas- 
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ciliated by how long these investigations go, and when, if ever, thej 
are stopped. Apparently they never come out of the filesj whatever i» 
found. But Senator Mondale raised the point of a suspicion that in 
the Martin Luther Kins case, that be was getting advice from a per- 
son who had or was thought to have Communist leanings. And bo 
without using the name, because we are trying to protect privacy as 

we conduct this investigation 

Mr. Adams* I think we have a little more problem than that too, 
Senator. 

The Chairman* I am using a Mister X in place of the name. What 
I am trying to get at is what the criteria is for pursuing an investiga- 
tion, and this is the kind of a statement that leaves me so perplexed. 
This has to do with a reply to the New York office by headquarters 
here in Washington. The part I read to you is as follows: 

The Bureau does not ajrrw with the expressed belief of the New York office 
that Mr. X ts not sympathetic to the party cause. While there may not be aaj 
direct evidence that Mr, X is a Communist, neither is there any substantial 
evidence that he is tnU-Communist. 

And ao the directions are to continue the investigation of this 
matter. In cases of this kind, do you pursue the investigation until 
you prove the negative? 

Mr* Adams. No. I believe in that particular case, if it is the one 
1 am thinking about, that there was evidence that at one time he had 
been a Communist and that there was a question of whether the 
office felt — well, it's like we have had some situations where a person 
comes out and publicly disavows their former leanings- Do you take 
them at words right away after thev have been engaged in violent 
activities, or do you waituntil you determine that they really have 
carried through the disavowed practice ? That -s a gray area. This one 
seems that on the wording itself, would seem like an extreme philoso- 
phy, leaning toward everyone has to prove in the United States they 
are not a Communist, and I can assure that is not a policy of the 
Bureau and does not fit into the criteria of our general investigative 
matters. 

I just feel that there is more to it than just that brief paragraph- 

The Chairman. That particular kind of philosophy has come up 
in our life from time to time, I remember during the days of Mc- 
Carthy ism in this country* we came very close to the point where 
people had to prove that thev were not now nor ever been a Com- 
munist in order to establish themselves as patriotic citizens* 

Mr. Adams. That's right. That's true. # 

The Chairman. And when I see standards of this kind or criteria 
of this kind emerging, it worries me verv much. 

I have no further questions. I want to thank you both. If there are 
no further questions, I want to thank you both for your testimony 
tiiis morning. It has been Yerv helpful to the committee, and the 
committee will stand adjourned until 2 p.m. 

We will stand adjourned in public session. Our next public session 
will be 2 #0 tomorrow afternoon for purposes of press questioning on 
the assassination report.

commit crimes but, rather to handle it with 
internal discipline?

NO, there is ^ 
none. Yes, anyone that, within the FBI , will be v 
prosecuted if there is evidence leading to that 
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conclusion. I can assure you absolutely that 
this is my policy, is the policy of the Bureau, 
and that we will pursue them as vigorously as 
we possibly can. There's nothing worse in my 
estimation than the betrayal of trust and that's 
what we have when one of your own people defects 
k and gives sanctuary and assistance to the 
crminal world. • ( 

How do you account than for the fact that there 
has been no one who has strayed across the line 
in all these years?' It's almost unhuman. 

• ■ 

Well, I appreciate your compliment, Mr. Kelly, 
which I agree with, there has been none. There 
have been* of course, some allegations made 
from time to time, all of which have been pursued 
and found to be groundless* I think that it's 
inherent in an organization which is closely 
scrutinized, an organization* which has a strong 
inspection system but, more than anything else, 
is the choice of people who are not susceptible 
to this type of thing. Unquestionably, in such 
a screening process some might get through. 
But, than, within the FBI is a built-in system 
which further prevents this possibility and that 
is a tremendous pride in this very matter. That 
is, that there has been no corruption. And, I 
am confident that Agents working with one another, 
although, will, of course, on occasion be sym- 
pathetic to an Agent who possibly may be drinking 
too much or may possibly, 'for other reasons in 
the area the morals might digress to some extent, 
they absolutely will not countenance corruption 
or defection to the criminal element or otherwise 
contaminate that splendid reputation of the Bureau. 
It's a unique situation. It's difficult for some 
to understand. But, it's a built-in barrier to 
an extension of this type of activity and, some- 
thing of which we will have tremendous pride and I 
personally would not hesitate one second to pursue 
any allegations such as this, feeling that although 
it may get wide publicity, although it may, to some 
extent, harm - the credibility of the FBI , it must 
be done.* And, I assure you, will be done. Unusual 
perhaps, but nonetheless, it is present and we will 
persist with this type of activity* We don't ask 
our Agents to squeel on one another, we point out 
the splendid reputation that is inherent within 
our tradition and is one of the finest traditions 
you can possibly build.

I do not note in these activities any gross misuse of authority. 
I see a consistent thread of well-intentioned activities. Perhaps 
now in the present society, and in the context of now and in those 
times, I do not feel that it was a corruption of the trust that 
has been placed in us; As now we have determined a valuation 
that perhaps could be wrong, but in those days there was no 
intention to engage in activities which were prohibited, illegal, 
or otherwise wrong.

Intent to violate the law. 

Mr. Kelley, doyou sttll-does the FBI still-compile personal 
information on the personal behavior of Members of Congress, 
members of the press, and other people? 
The FBI receives a great deal of information from time to time. 
We are charged when we have a complaint to write up that 
complaint. We feel that not only are we following the archival 
rules that such must be recorded, but also we feel In discharge 
of our duties we should record It because such information might 
' well dovetail with some investigation that we are conducting. 
People come to us to tell about these things for reasons-not 
Just to spill out gossip and rumor and to possibly put someone 
on the spot. We Worm them, tor example, at the time they

Today I talked to Assistant Director AL BELMONT 
who advised that the Bureau is extremely interested in the 
full utilization of all investigative techniques, including 
those of "bag jobs," 

He stated that it is the responsibility of the SAC, 
ASAC, or the Supervisor in Charge to advise the Assistant 
Director involved and request authority for this investigative 
technique * He said briefly set out the facts of the case 
and the potential value of the operation and be sure there 
is no fishing expedition* We should be satisfied that proper 
planning has been put into effect in that the individual in 
the field who is making this recommendation is fully assured 

When such technique is used an informal memo 
should be filed in the SAC's office which will be available 
to the inspection staff, after which they can be destroyed . 
The same information should be sent to the Bureau in order 
that the proper officials can become cognizant. 

Only stable and dedicated agents should be utilized 

on this tvrtti of teehniaue.

symbol number card for the Birmingham Office which could possibl 
be interpreted as referring to a surreptitious entry. Informant 
symbol number cards for the Birmingham Office in this file begin 
as early as 1943. 

Fieldwide surveys of March 18, 1976, and April 13, 197 
for SAC knowledge of entry activity and for documents pertaining 
to entry activity, respectively, met with negative responpes fro 
the Birmingham Office.

This memorandum was referred to me for comment at 9:34 a.m. on - 
Juna 10, 1977, by Mr. Revell, Executive Assistant to the Associate Director.^ 

Title 28, Code of Federal Regulations, Section 17. 55, provides for a 
report to be made to the Security Officer of the Division (FBI); to the Security 
Offica^of the Department; and to the Department Review Committee concerning 
possible compromise of classified national security information or material. 
There is no provision in that section calling for specific notification of the 
Attorney General of possible compromise of such information or material. 
Further, the three items described in the memorandum (Avers case; Chicago 
memo 8-20-76; and Kearney's Discovery Motion) apparently have been made 
available to the Department previously. My opinion is that if this memorandum 
is intended merplv to comply with the provtalnnfl of ?fi CFR 17. 55 it n eed_flot faT 
addressed to the Att orney General in order to accomp lish that p urpose . If the 


memorandum has some other purpose which justifie sjt being sent to t he Attorney 
General, such nt^er pir pn 8e could be more clearly e xpress ed in order to avoid 
possible misconstruction by the Attorney General . , . ■ . ".

The facts repudiated his claimed lack of 
knowledge. On 3/30/65 Attorney General Katzenbach Informed the 
I Director that he desired that authority for microphone surveillanc 
be obtained from him in similar manner as in wiretap cases. On 
7/12/65 he requested that all microphones be discontinued in view 
of hearings by Long Committee. Commencing 1965. microphone 
surveillances were again used and under authority of the Attorney 
General.

The Director, since he was appointed head of the FBI 
In 1924 9 has consistently opposed the use of wiretapping as a 
general practice* He stressed that wiretaps, where necessary, 
should be used under the most limited and tightly restricted 
conditions a His views , openly expressed over the years, were 
Bade known to Congress, to Government officials, and to the 
various Attorneys General* 

On December 2, 1929, the Director presented the Bureau's 
policy to Congress "before the House Appropriations Committee a 
He testified, "...We have a very definite rule in the bureau 
that any employee engaging ih wire tapping will be dismissed 
from the service of the bureau." He also testified, "While 
It may not be illegal, I think it is unethical...." As early 
as 1931 the Director informed the then Attorney General 
William D. Mitchell that as a matter of policy any request for 
a wiretap will be forwarded to the Department for their approval. 
In J£40 President Roosevelt by an historic memorandum authorized 
and directed the then Attorney General Robert H. Jackson, 

in such cases as he approved, to utilize wiretaps on "persons 
suspected of subversive activities against the Government of the 
United States, Including suspected spies." From the time of the 
Presidential Directive of 1940 to this very date, each request for 
a wiretap has been presented to the Attorney General in writing 
for his specific authorization. In 1946 President Truman reaiiirmi 
Roosevelt's policies and procedures involving wiretapping in 
security cases. It is noted that the then Attorney General Tom C* 
Clark prevailed upon President Truman to modify the rules to incluc 
criminal cases where human life was in jeopardy, such as kidnapping 
and extortion. As a result, President Truman modified the existinj 
directive to include certain criminal cases. 

Policy Under Robert F. Kennedy 

Robert F. Kennedy took office as Attorney General on 
January 21, 1961, and resigned on September 3, 1964. Prior to 
taking office, the Director furnished him with an outlinq of the 
FBI's policy and procedure on wiretapping. This outline set forth

On 
July 16 , 1963, Kennedy told Evans that he was considering the 
possibility of a telephone surveillance of King because of King's 
communist associations. He was advised by Evans that since King was 
In travel status practically all the time, the productivity of such 
a surveillance was doubtful and he was asked to consider the reper- 
cussions if it ever became known that such surveillance had been 
(instituted on King. Mr* Kennedy said he was not concerned about 
jpossible repercussions and that he thought it advisable to have as 
complete coverage as possible in view of the possible communist 
influence in the racial situation. He was told that the feasibility 
of such coverage would be determined and an appropriate recommendati 
would be submitted to him. On July 25, 1963 , Mr. Kennedy Informed 
Evans he had changed his mind concerning his request and thought it 
ill-advised at that time, but on October 7, 1963, a request for 
authority to place a telephone surveillance on King f s residence was 
sent to Mr. Kennedy. On October 10, 1963, he authorized this 
surveillance and a surveillance on any future residence of King by 
his written signature. This telephone surveillance was installed on 
November 8, 1963, and was discontinued on April 30, 1965. 

Four small Negro children were killed on Sunday morning, 
September 15, 1963, when the Sixteenth Street Baptist Church in 
Birmingham, Alabama, was bombed. Attorney General Kennedy personal 1 
approved the FBI's request for technical surveillances on seven 
suspects, and an attorney known to have knowledge of acts of racial 
violence* These wiretaps were requested because the FBI "believed 
that additional activity on the part of those who are responsible 
for the bombings could easily lead to more rioting, bloodshed and lo 
of life, materially affecting the security of the United States." 

Civil rights workers Michael Henry Schwerner, Andrew 
Goodman, and James Earl Chaney disappeared on June 21, 1964, at 
Philadelphia, Mississippi, Prior to the time their mutilated bodies 
were discovered buried beneath an earthen dam, Deputy Attorney Genex 
Nicholas deB s Katzenbach, in the absence of Attorney General Kenned; 
requested the FBI to consider placing a technical surveillance on 
the parents of Schwerner. Mr. Katzenbach was concerned that the 
disappearance of the three civil rights workers might be a hoax ands 
that Schwerner f s parents, who had a Communist Party background, 
might attempt to exploit the disappearance. On June 30, 1964, 
,Mr. Katzenbach personally approved this technical surveillance*

I know that no such system 
is followed in other branches of the Government 
and, in fact, in many Instances subordinates quite 
far down the line of authority tap telephones 
without the specific approval of the head of the 
agency and certainly without specific approval of 
the cabinet officer In charge of the department.

In early 1965, the Senate Subcommittee on Administra- 
tive Practice and Procedure, headed by Senator Edward v. Long 
of Missouri and popularly known as the Long Committee, began 
inquiries into Federal encroachments on citizens f privacy. 
In view of these inquiries, it was necessary to severely 
restrict and, in many instances, eliminate the Bureau f s use « 
of these techniques, V * 

Since the Bureau's heavy responsibilities for 
investigative results continued, the Director, In a memo-

General concern Hat undue limitations on special investigative _ , 
techniques would make it far more difficult to combat sub- 
version and organized crime. The Attorney General, in a 
memorandum dated September 27, 1965, agreed with the Director 
and authorized the resumption of several special investigative 
techniques. In this memor^dum the Attorney 
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General commented, an aware that such techniques have bees 

Judiciously used in the past, and while they may have been 
abused by other agencies , I do not believe they have been abused 
by the Bureau in any instance." 

Policy Under Ramsey Clark (10/3/66 to 1/20/69) 

Acting Attorney General Ramsey Clark by memorandum 
to the Director dated October 10 , 1966, returned approvals 
for nine telephone surveillances. The memorandum contained a - ">V 
request that Mr. Clark be advised of all existing telephone 
and microphone surveillances. 

On October 13, 1966, Mr. Clark was briefed by Assistant 
to the Director C. D. DeLoach with the Director's approval. 
Mr. Clark indicated be felt all the surveillances were entirely 
justified. 

By memorandum 493 dated November 3, 1966, Acting 
Attorney General Ransey Clark transmitted to all United states 
Attorneys instructions that they be alert as to each prosecutive 
case for evidence that might be tainted because of the use of 
electronic devices during the investigation. 

A letter to all Special Agents in Charge dated November 1 
1966, Number 66-72, quoted Mr. Clark's memorandum of November 3, 
1966, and instructed that if any inquiries were received from 
United States Attorneys, the Bureau should be immediately advised. 

By memorandum dated November 28, 1966, the Director 
informed Ramsey Clark that the Director had given orders to reduce 
the number of telephone surveillances being operated by the Bureau 
in view of the President's feelings concerning the use of electronic 
devices as well as Clark's question as to the actual value of the 
same. The Director pointed out that this was being brought to 
Clark's attention in the event pos sible inquiri es or protests 
received from State Department ai 

Memorandum of May 26, 1967, from the Director pointed

yhich are forwarded to Clark for his 

approval. The memorandum stated that in view of the fact that the 
FBI is not in a position to evaluate the substantive merits of each 
case, it was being recommended that in the future the Interested

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agencies should submit their requests directly to the Attorney 
General* 

By memorandum dated June 1, 1967 B Clark replied that 
although the Director was correct in his observation, he, Clark/ :, 
did not believe that the requesting agencies should bypass the 
Bureau and communicate directly with him* 

Sfemorandm of July 2 - T 1968 - from the Director requested 
the Attorney General's views and statement of policy concerning 
the effect the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968 
would have on our past, present* and future electronic surveillance] 
in the Internal security field. No reply was received from Clark 
in spite of follow -ups having been sent Qu four occasions prior to 
his leaving office* 

Microphone Surveillances Policy 

The early use of microphones by the FBI Is not recorded 
In any detail. It appears that they were used in the late 1920 f s 
and early 1930 's to obtain intelligence in criminal cases. Prior 
Bureau authorization of microphone Installations was first required

tight control over the field in the use of these devices* Over 
the years, the FBI continually sought legal advice from the 
Department concerning microphone installations and the admissabilit 
of evidence obtained from them. In the early 1940' s the Department 
relied on a Supreme Court decision in Goldman v* U.S. which held th 
a microphone surveillance was not equivalent to an illegal search 
and seizure prohibited by the Fourth Amendment. On this basis* the 
Department advised that evidence from a microphone surveillance 
would be admisssblSa In 1946 , the Department, recognising the un- 
settled state of the law in this area, continued to maintain their 
position even though Bureau officials continued to be concerned 
about the admissabillty of evidence obtained from microphones 
involving trespass. 

In 1951, the overall Issue of microphones involved in 
trespass wts presented directly to the Department. The Department 
ruled that they would not approve any Installation of microphones 
involving trespass t an illegal activity. This presented a problem 
because under the then existing law it was difficult to determine 
what actually constituted trespass* Faced with this situation, the 
Executive Conference of May 5, 1952, unanimously recommended that 
microphones be installed without trespass and that if this is not 

adjunct 

to the invest 1 eat ion in select cases, consideration be given to 
authorizing a microphone. In. 1952 Attorney General licGranery 
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authorized microphone installations in security cases even though 
trespass may be committed. Attorney General Browne 11 in a 
memorandum dated May 20. 1954. allowed the use of microphones 
in internal security cases. Relative to criminal cases , it was 
noted that he was "not as strong but he takes cognizance of the - 
need for microphone surveillances in cases affecting the national 
safety and indicates they should be used in only the more important 


The Executive Conference on June 20, 1959 f considered 
whether the Bureau should seek approval from the Attorney General 
before instituting microphone surveillances in specific criminal 
cases. The Executive Conference uunlmously; agreed, and the Director 
approved, that the Bureau should continue as in the past to rely 
upon the authority contained in Attorney General Brownell v s May 20, 
1954, memorandum. THs policy was still being followed on January 21,

Policy Under Robert F. Kennedy 

Early in 1961, Attorney General Kennedy had agreed to 
testify concerning proposed wiretap legislation being considered 
by the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee, . ~ 

To assist the Attorney General in this regard, the Bureau 
delivered a memorandum to Deputy Attorney General White dated 
May 4, 1961. This memorandum stated that the Bureau's views on 
the use of microphone surveillances in FBI cases were being 
furnished in connection with the Attorney General's contemplated 
appearance before the Senate Subcommittee on Constitutional Rights. 
Moreover, it spelled out that the Bureau had interpreted Attorney 
General Browne 11 9 s letter of May 20, 1954 , to give it authorization 
for use of microphone surveillances in criminal cases* 

In a memorandum dated July 6, 1961, Mr, Evans noted 
that there was serious question as the result of a conference held 
on that date as to whether the Attorney General was aware of the 
difference between a technical and a microphone surveillance, and 
asked for permission to discuss this subject with the Attorney 
General* The Director approved, and Mr* Evans saw Mr* Kennedy in 
regard to this matter on July 7, 1961* Mr* Evans recorded this 
discussion with the Attorney General in a memorandum dated 
July 7. 1961. 
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A memorandum on FBI stationery, classified "Top Secret 9 m

II delivered to Mr, Kennedy on August 17, 1961 , by Assistant Director

criminal cases in New York City*

On March 30, 1962 f Mr. Kennedy summoned Mr. Evans to his 
office and told him that Joseph Volpe, formerly Chief Counsel for 
the Atomic Energy Commission, had informed the Attorney General 
that he had learned on the "highest authority" that Volpe *s office 
had been covered with a microphone surveillance during 1953 and 
1954. Mr. Kennedy asked Mr. Evans if this had been an FBI 
microphone surveillance. Mr. Evans later reported to the Attorney 
General that this was not an FBI microphone surveillance. 

On March 19, 1963, Mr. Kennedy was briefed on organized 
crime investigations in the FBI's Chicago Office. This briefing 
was attended by other Departmental officials, including William _ 
Hundley, Chief of the Organized Crime and Racketeering Section. 
Afte* Special Agents of the FBI told them about the corruption of 
local law enforcement officers by Chicago hoodlums, a tape recording 
from an FBI microphone surveillance was played for them. 

On another occasion, Mr. Kennedy visited the New York 
Office of the FBI for a briefing on organized crime. Participants 
In this conference, held November 4, 1963, were Mr. Kennedy, 
Mr. Ed Guthman of Mr. Kennedy's staff, Assistant Directors 
Courtney Evans and John F. Malone, and approximately 25 FBI Special 
Agents assigned to the New York Office. At this conference, a tape 
recording taken from an FBI microphone surveillance was played 
tor Mr. Kennedy 

Subsequently, on May 24, 1966, United States Solicitor 
General Thurgood Marshall filed a memorandum before the Supreme 
Court advising the Court that there was an electronic surveillance 
of Fred Black, a Washington lobbyist, and that conversations 
between Black and his attorneys had been intercepted. 

On July 13, 1966, Solicitor General Thurgood Marshall 
advised the U. S. Supregp Court that under Departmental practice, 
in effect for a period/years prior to 1963 and continuing into 
1965, the Director of the FBI was given authority to approve the 
installation of microphones for intelligence purposes when required 
in the interest of Internal security or national safety including

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organized crime, kidnapping, and matters wherein human life 
might be at stake. 

On July 16, 1964, the Director, in a telephone conversa- 
tion with the President, discussed the FBI's investigation of - • 
events surrounding the murder of Negro educator Lemuel Penn on 
a Georgia highway. During this telephone conversation, the Director 
told the President that the FBI had installed a microphone in a 
building next to the garage where Klansmen gathered in Athens, 
Georgia. 

Policy Under Nicholas deB. Katzenbach 

Attorney General Katzenbach, in a conversation with 
the Director on March 30, 1965, stated that he would like to 
set up a procedure, similar to that in effect concerning technical 
surveillances, whereby he would be advised by the Bureau of 
microphone surveillance Installations. On the same day, the 
Director sent a memorandum to the Attorney General which contained 
the following: 

"In line with your suggestion this morning, X 
* have already set up the procedure similar to 
requesting of authority for phone taps to be 
utilized in requesting authority for the 
placement of microphones." 

The Attorney General, on July 12, 1965, informed the 
Director that he would like to have all microphone surveillances 
suspended at that time, because of the pressure being brought to 
bear, particularly on the Internal Revenue Service, by the United 
States Senate Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure 
headed by Senator Long of Missouri. The Attorney General said that 
he wanted to be in a position to state that the FBI had no 
microphone surveillance coverage. - • • " 

In response to several requests from the Bureau for guide- 
lines in the use of special investigative techniques, Attorney 
General Katzenbach, by memorandum dated September 27, 1965, 
advised that microphone surveillances should be restricted to the 
internal security field. After the Attorney General again granted 
the FBI authority to use microphone surveillances to gathter 
intelligence in national security matters, the Bureau, following the 
procedure established by Mr. Katzenbach to obtain his authorization, 
reactivated microphone surveillance j.n selected cases. 
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In a memorandum dated January 13, 1966 f Attorney General 
Katzenbach referred to the relationship between former Attorney 
General Kennedy and the FBI In regard to the use of microphone 
surveillances in the investigation of organized crime. : 
Mr. Katzenbach stated that Mr. Kennedy had informed him that he , * 
was unaware that the FBI used microphone surveillances against 
organized crime. Mr. Katzenbach stated t however, he believed, "that 
the actions of the FBI in this area were in any event justiried on 
the basis of understandings between the Bureau and prior (pre-1961) 
Attorneys General. I am prepared to stand behind those actions. 91 

Policy Under Ramsey Clark 

At the time Clark became Acting Attorney General on 
October 3, 1966, the Bureau was operating onl] 
.1 lance. This was at the request of the

surveillances discloses that the Director's policy has always 
been on firm and sound basis. He has continually publicly 
stressed that, where wiretaps are necessary , they should be 
limited and tightly restricted. He has always acted under 
the rules set down by respective Presidents and Attorneys 
General.

SECURITY ASPECTS 



The National Organisational and NY Headquarters of the YSA 
located at 45 E. 7th Streets JfflftL. The headquarters entrance 
is a store front on the street level . There is only one entrance 
to the" headquarters . The door is locked with a Master padlock only. 
The key was obtained for this padlock after securing the code number 
and having the key made from the numbers. 

The entrance to the building is located approximately 75. feet 
on the north side of 7tb Street from Second Avenue. The headquarter 
is a street front located adjacent to the entrance to the apartment 
building, 45 E. 7th Street. East of the headquarters store front 
are located 4 similar store fronts within the same building. These 
are described as follows from the headquarters going east : New York 
Telephone Company; empty store front; law office; empty store front. 

_ There are 4 floors of apartment dwellings above these store 

fronts in the building. 


There is a street light located on the north side of 7th 
Street, approximately five store fronts east of the headquarters. 
Inasmuch as the nearest other street light is located on the 
southeast corner of 7th and Second, the Immediate area of the

Previous spot checks on numerous occasions have shown 
that there is a very Limited amount of pedestrian and automobile 
traffic after 12 Midnight. These spot checks have also shown 
that the lights of the apartments in the building across the 
street from headquarters and the apartment lights of the headquarters 
building are darkened. 

Entrance will be made between the hours of 12 Midnight 
and 4 AM, June 30, 1960. 

After entrance is made a duplicate padlock will be sub- 
stituted for the original. This padlock will be locked by the 
security agents on duty in front of the headquarters as a 
security measure. It has been ascertained that the following 
iSA members have keys to the headquarters:
